Gentlemen  :  I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  matter  of  official 
bonds : 

The  charter  (Cities  and  Towns  Act  of  1905)  requires  that  certain  elect- 
ive officers  and  all  appointive  officers  and  heads  of  departments  shall  give 
bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
or  positions,  in  such  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance  duly  passed  by  the 
Common  Council,  except  where  the  amount  of  such  bonds  is  fixed  by 
statute. 

On  examination  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  governing  this  city,  I  fail  to 
find  any  law  fixing  the  penalty  of  bonds  of  some  of  the  officials  who  should 
be  under  bond ;  nor  do  the  statutes  or  ordinances  prescribe  what  kind  of 
a  bond  shall  be  given.  It  is  the  custom  and  practice  in  all  large  financial 
institutions,  mercantile  houses,  railroad  corporations,  and  a  large  number 
of  municipalities,  to  bond  the  officers  and  certain  employes  in  reliable 
surety  companies,  and  pay  the  cost  of  such  bonds. 

I  believe  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis  should  require  all  bonded  officers 
and  clerks  to  give  surety  bonds,  and  in  thus  increasing  the  security  of  such 
bonds  to  the  maximum,  the  city  can  afford,  and  should,  bear  the  expense 
of  such  bonds. 

I  have  prepared,  and  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  and  action, 
a  general  ordinance  fixing  the  penalty  and  kind  of  official  bonds,  providing 
for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  such  bonds,  and  respectfully  recommend  its 
passage.

REPORT    OF    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    RULES. 


Indianapolis,  Ind.,  January  15,  1906. 

To  the  President  mid  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  Your  special  Committee  on  Rules,  to  which  was  referred 
the  matter  of  revising  the  rules  of  the  Common  Council,  begs  leave  to  sub 
mit  herewith  its  report  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Government  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Adopted  January  15,  1906. 

MEETINGS. 

The  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third  Monday  even- 
ings of  each  month,  at  the  hour  of  7  130  o'clock.  At  the  hour  fixed  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  members  by  wards.  .  The  names  of  the 
Councilmen-at-Large  shall  be  called  immediately  preceding  the  names  of 
the  Ward  Councilmen  in  whose  wards  they  respectively  reside,  noting 
those  present  and  those  absent.  If  the  President  be  absent  at  the  time  of 
first  roll  call,  the  Vice-President  shall  call  the  Council  to  order ;  and  if  the 
latter  is  absent  any  member  of  the  Council  may,  upon  motion,  be  called  to 
the  chair,  and  such  chairman  shall  act  as  presiding  officer  until  the  arrival 
of  the  one  entitled  to  preside. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Common  Council  may  be  held  upon  the  call  made 
as  follows:  By  the  Mayor,  or  by  the  President,  or  by  any  seven  (7)  mem- 
bers of  the  Common  Council.  In  case  of  a  'call  for  a  special  meeting,  in 
whatever  manner  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  authorizing  the 
same  to  duly  notify  the  City  Clerk  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  that 
officer  to  cause  notice  of  such  meetings  to  be  immediately  served  upon  each 
member,  either  in  person  or  by  notice  left  at  his  place  of  residence. 

At  special  meetings  of  the  Common  Council  only  such  ordinances  or 
resolutions^ shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon,  or  such  communications  re- 
ceived, as  are  specifically  stated  in  the  call  for  said  special  meeting. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum. 

He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Council. 

He  shall  vote  on  all  questions  when  the  ayes  and  noes  are  taken  (his 
name  being  called  last),  and  upon  all  other  questions,  when  the  Council  is 
equally  divided,  he  shall  cast  the  deciding  vote. 

He  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees  as  well  as  all  special  com- 
mittees that  may  be  ordered  by  the  Council.  All  standing  committees  shall 
be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  Council :  Provided, 
however,  That  said  standing  committees  shall  survive  only  during  the  term 
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of  the  President  appointing  same.  He  shall  also  fill  all  existing  vacancies 
that  may  hereafter  occur  in  any  of  said  committees. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  President  to  sign  all  ordinances,  orders  or  resolu- 
tions passed  by  the  Council  before  being  presented  to  the  Mayor,  as  well 
as  all  ordinances  after  enrollment,  and  the  journal  of  proceedings. 

Before  putting  the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  Council,  the  President  shall 
rise  to  his  feet,  but  may  state  the  question  sitting. 

CLERK. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  to  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Common  Council. 

He  shall  have  said  proceedings  printed  after  each  regular  or  special 
meeting",  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  presented  to  each  member  within  ten 
days  after  the  meeting,  and  at  least  fifty  (50)  copies  of  which  shall  be  kept 
on  file,  .to  be  bound  at  the  end  of  the  term,  with  a  proper  index  thereto, 
which  shall  be  the  official  journal  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city. 

He  shall  arrange  a  roll  call  in  the  order  of  wards,  placing  the  name  of 
each  Couucilman-at-Large  at  the  head  of  his  respective  ward,  immediately 
preceding  the  name  of  the  Ward  Councilman  from  the  same  ward. 

He  shall  keep  a  proper  file  of  all  papers  and  documents  of  every  kind  and 
character  and  shall  hold  them  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Common  Council. 

He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  ordinances,  resolutions,  petitions,  me- 
morials and  all  other  papers  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Common 
Council  except  when  such  ordinances,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials  or 
other  papers  are  necessarily  in  the  hands  of  any  committee  for  the  consid- 
eration of  such  committee. 

He  shall  deliver  to  the  proper  committee  chairman  within  two  days  after 
the  adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  all  ordinances, 
resolutions,  petitions,  memorials  or  other  papers  which  shall  have  been  re- 
ferred to  any  committee. 

SERGEANT- AT- ARMS. 

The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  act  as  messenger  for  the  Common  Council 
and  shall  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  proper  committee  chairmen  all  or- 
dinances, resolutions,  petitions,  memorials,  or  other  papers  or  documents 
within  two  days  after  any  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  at  which  the 
same  shall  have  been  referred  to  any  committee. 

He  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Common  Council  or 
the  President  thereof. 

RULE  1. 

1.  Reed's  Parliamentary  Rules  shall  be  authority  on  all  questions  of 
parliamentary  law  and  proceedure  not  specifically  covered  by  these  rules. 

2.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  all  members  elected,  but  no 
ordinance,  order  or  resolution  shall  be  passed,  or  ordinance  engrossed, 
which  shall  not  have  received  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  members  con- 
stituting the  Common  Council. 

3.  No  one  not  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  shall  be  permitted  to 
address  the  same  except  by  a  two-thirds  secret  ballot  vote  of  the  Common 
Council:  Provided,  however,  That  any  officer  of  the  city  or  his  author- 
ized deputy  may,  when  called  upon,  by  the  President,  make  a  report. 

4.  No  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  the  Council  Chamber  during  the  sit- 
tings thereof. 

5.  The  presiding  officer  shall  decide  whether*  any  question  is  carried  b_\ 
affirmative  or  negative  vote ;  but  if  he  doubt,  and  the  "ayes  and  noes"  or  a 
division  be  called  for,  the  Council  shall  decide.  In  case  of  a  rising  vote, 
those  voting  in  the  affirmative  shall  first  rise  and  be  counted ;  afterwards, 
those  voting  in  the  negative. 
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6.  There  shall  he  sixteen  standing  committees  of  the  Council,  and  shall 
consist  of  three  members  each  except  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  the 
Committee  on  Contracts  and  Franchises,  which  shall  consist  of  seven  mem- 
bers each,  and  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  and  Comfort  five  members, 
and  the  Committee  on  Railroads  live  members,  and  Committee  on  Sewers, 
Streets  and  Alleys  five  members,  and  shall  be  appointed  as  herein  provided. 
by  the  President  of  the  Common  Council,  viz. : 

Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims. 

Committee  on  Contracts  and  Franchises. 

Committee  on  Elections. 

•  Committee  on  Fees  and  Salaries. 

Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Judicial"}-. 

Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Committee  on  Printing. 

Committee  on  Public  Health. 

Committee  on  Public  Morals. 

Committee  on   Public  Property  and   Improvements. 

Committee  on  Public  Safety  and  Comfort. 

Committee  on  Railroads. 

Committee  on  Rules. 

Committee  on  Sewers,  Streets  and  Alleys. 

Committee  on  Investigation  and  Impeachment. 

7.  The  duties  of  standing  committees  shall  be  the  same  as  in  legislative 
bodies,  except  as  herein  modified  or  changed.  * 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  report  ordinances 
making  the  annual  tax  levies  and  those  making  the  annual  appropriations 
to  meet  the  several  items  of  expense  that  are  appropriately  chargeable 
against  the  city ;  all  other  matters  relating  to  the  raising  of  revenues  shall 
also  be  referred  to  the  committee. 

RULE  2. 

ORDINANCES. 

I.  Ordinances  shall  be  of  three  distinct  classes,  viz. :  First,  appropria- 
tion ordinances ;  second,  special  ordinances  relating  to  special  matters ; 
third,  general  ordinances  relating  to  the  government  of  the  city.  The 
Clerk  shall  keep  each  class  of  ordinances  in  distinct  files,  according  to  the 
number  of  their  readings,  and  shall  give  each  ordinance  of  each  class  a  dis- 
tinct number  in  the  order  of  its  introduction,  and  shall  place  such  files  on 
Clerk's  desk  at  the  opening  of  each  meeting. 

All  ordinances  shall  be  read  three  times  before  they  ma)'  be  put  to  vote 
upon  passage  unless  these  rules  shall  be  suspended,  but  no  ordinance  shall 
be  put  upon  its  passage  without  having  been  read  in  its  entirety  at  least 
once  by  the  Clerk,  nor  shall  any  ordinance  be  passed  upon  the  same  day  it 
it  introduced  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Common  Council. 

First  and  third  reading  of  ordinances  shall  be  by  title  only  but  all  ordi- 
nances shall  be  read  in  their  entirety  by  the  Clerk  upon  second  reading. 

All  ordinances  shall  be  read  by  title  only  when  introduced  and  shall  be- 
immediately  referred  to  the  proper  committee  by  the  President  unless  the 
Common  Council  shall  vote  to  take  up  consideration  of  such  ordinance  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

All  ordinances  shall  be  open  to  amendment  after  second  reading  but  not 
before. 

After  second  reading  all  ordinances  shall  be  ordered  engrossed  by  the 
Common  Council  before  they  may  be  read  the  third  time  and  placed  upon 
passage  but  it  shall  be  proper  to  include  an  order  for  engrossment  in  a 
motion  for  third  reading  and  passage  in  which  case   the  proper  form  of 

such  motion  shall  be  as  follows :     'T  move  that Ordinance  No.  .  . 

be  ordered  engrossed,  read  a  third  time  and  placed  upon  its  passage." 
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No  amendment,  except  to  strike  out,  shall  be  in  order  after  an  ordi- 
nance has  been  ordered  engrossed  unless  by  unanimous,  consent. 

Any  ordinance  failing  to  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  upon  order  for 
engrossment  shall  be  considered  as  still  upon  its  second  reading  and  await- 
ing engrossment  unless  stricken  from  the  files  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by 
the  Common  Council. 

All  votes  upon  the  passage  of  ordinances  and  resolutions,  upon  motions 
to  suspend  the  rules  or  motions  to  recondsider  shall  be  by  roll  call. 

The  Common  Council  may,  at  any  time,  order  that  ordinances,  resolu 
tions,  petitions,  memorials  or  other  papers  shall  be  printed  for  distribution 
among  the  members  or  other  persons. 

4.  Any  ordinance  ma)-  be  stricken  from  the  files  at  any  time  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  or  by  a  majority  vote  after  the 
ordinance  shall  have  passed  a  second  reading. 

5.  Any  ordinance  failing  to  receive  a  sufficient  number  of  votes  on  final 
passage  will  be  considered  as  lost  and  stricken  from  the  files  :  Provided. 
The  vote  be  not  reconsidered  within  the  time  and  manner  authorized  by 
Rule  4. 

6.  Any  amendment  to  an  ordinance  may  be  referred,  delayed,  or  other- 
wise disposed  of,  without  delay  or  prejudice  to  the  ordinance  itself. 

7.  Ordinances  reported  back  to  the  Council  by  committees  or  officers 
will  take  their  proper  places  in  first,  second  or  third  readings. 

8.  Ordinances,  resolutions  and  reports  may  be  committed  and  recom- 
mitted at  the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

9.  When  a  reference  is. made  of  any  subject  to  a  standing  or  special 
'committee,  the  member  introducing  the  same  shall  be  a  member  of  such 
committee  during  its  deliberations  thereon,  but  shall  have  no  right  to  vote. 
He  shall  be  notified  by  the  chairman  of  such  committee  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  of  said  committee. 

10.  All  reports  from  committees  shall  be  made  in  writing,  giving  both 
the  title  and  number  thereof,  and  must  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  thereof;  and  all  committees  shall  return  all  ordinances,  resolu- 
tions and  papers  referred  to  them,  and  report  upon  the  same  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  not  later  than  the  second  regular  meeting  night  after  the  same 
is  introduced :  Provided,  That  the  Council  may,  at  its  discretion,  extend 
the  time  for  making  such  reports.  ■ 

11.  Upon  call  of  the  roll  on  any  question  after  any  one  member  shall 
have  voted,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  offer  remarks  ex- 
cept in  explanation  of  his  vote ;  and  no  explanation  shall  be  in  order  under 
the  operation  of  the  "previous  question"  or  motion  to  "lay  on  the  table." 

RULE  3. 

MOTIONS,   THEIR    PRECEDENT,   ETC. 

1.  When  any  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
presiding  officer,  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Clerk  and 
read  aloud  before  debate,  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  with  the 
name  of  the  member  making  it,  unless  it  is  withdrawn  at  the  same  meeting. 

2.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  except  to  adjourn;  to  ad- 
journ to  a  day  certain;  to  reconsider  the  previous  question  or  the  second- 
ing thereof;  to  lay  on  the  table;  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain;  to  postpone 
indefinitely ;  to  commit ;  to  amend  ;  to  suspend  the  rules,  or  to  concur ;  and 
every  other  motion  not  so  reduced  to  writing  shall,  upon  the  objection  of 
any  one  member,  be  considered  out  of  order. 

3.  A  motion  to  "lay  on  the  table"  or  for  the  "previous  question"  shall 
not  be  in  order  if  prefaced  by  any  speech  or  remarks. 

4.  Any  motion  or  resolution  which  in  effect  contemplates  a  violation  of 
law,  or  is  in  conflict  with  any  ordinance,  shall  be  ruled  out  of  order. 

5.  A  motion  to  adjourn  cannot  be  repeated  unless  other  business  has 
intervened  between  the  motions. 
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6.  A  motion  to  adjourn  cannot  be  reconsidered. 

7.  Any  matter  laid  upon  the  table  may  be  taken  up  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council  at  any  time :  Provided,  A  motion  to  reconsider,  once  laid  upon 
the  table,  cannot  again  be  taken  up.  , 

8.  A  motion  to  "reconsider'  and  "that  when  the  Council  adjourn  it  ad- 
journ to  meet  on  a  day  certain,"  are  privileged  questions,  and  are  de- 
batable. 

9.  A  business  which  by  law  or  necessity  must  or  should  be  transacted 
within  or  by  a  certain  time  will  be  considered  a  question  of  privilege. 

10.  A  motion  to  "suspend  the  rules"  is  a  privileged  question,  is  not  de- 
batable, and  cannot  be  amended  except  to  the  acceptance  of  the  mover. 

RULE  4. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

When  any  question  has  been  once  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  negative, 
any  member  voting  with  the  majority  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof 
on  the  same  or  next  regular  meeting :  Provided,  That  no  such  motion 
shall  be  introduced  at  the  next  or  subsequent  meeting,  unless  the  member 
intending"  to  make  the  same  shall  have  given  written  notice  of  such  inten- 
tion at  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  which  he  desires  to  have  reconsidered 
was  taken.  A  resolution  once  adopted  may  be  rescinded  by  subsequent 
resolution,  and  ordinances  passed  may  be  repealed  by  subsequent  ordi- 
nances. 

RULE  5. 

PREVIOUS    QUESTION. 

The  "previous  question"  shall  be  put  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?' 

Tt  shall  only  be  admitted  when  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present,  and,  until  decided,  shall  preclude  all  other  motions  or  amendments, 
except  the  motion  to  adjourn.  If  the  motion  be  sustained,  the  Chair  shall 
at  once  put  the  question,  first  upon  the  pending  amendments  in  their  order, 
and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

RULE  6. 

ORDER    OF    BUSINESS. 

I.  The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed  by  the  Common 
Council  at  its  meetings : 

a.  Calling  of  Roll. 

b.  Reading    and    correcting    journal    of    the    preceding    regular    or 

special  meetings. 

c.  Communications,  etc.,  from  the  Mayor. 

d.  Reports,  etc.,  from  City  Officers. 

e.  Reports  from  Official  Boards,  in  the  following  order : 

1.  Board  of  Public  Works. 

2.  Board  of  Public  Safety. 

3.  Department  of  Public  Health.  ^ 

f.  Reports  from  standing  committees  in  the  following  order  : 

1.  Accounts  and  Claims. 

2.  Contracts  and  Franchises. 

3.  Elections. 

4.  Fees  and  Salaries. 

5.  Finance. 

6.  Judiciary. 

7.  Ordinances. 

8.  Printing. 

9.  Public  Health. 
10.  Public  Morals. 
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11.  Public  Property  and  Improvements. 

12.  Public  Safety  and  Comfort. 

13.  Railroads. 

14.  Rules. 

15.  Sewers,  Streets  and  Alleys. 

16.  Investigation  and  Impeachment. 
g.     Reports  from  select  committees. 

h.     Appropriation  ordinances.

2.  The  reading  of  the  journal  may  be  dispensed  with  at  any  time  by 
order  of  the  Council. 

3.  Special  orders  may  be  taken  up  immediately  after  "Reports  from 
Select  Committees."  if  so  ordered  by  the  Council. 

4.  The  Council  may  order  a  return  to  any  order  of  business  after  the 
call  of  the  regular  order  of  business. 

5.  The  chairman  of  each  standing  committee,  in  the  order  named  in 
Section  1  of  this  rule,  or  in  his  absence  some  other  delegated  member  of 
the  same  committee,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  asking  for  action  upon  all 
matters  reported  upon  by  his  committee,  before  reports  of  other  committees 
are  considered,  unless  a  majority  of  the  members  present  decide  to  the 
contrarv. 

RULE  7. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE   WHOLE. 

1.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  Council,  the  presiding  officer-, 
leaving  the  chair,  shall  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside. 

2.  Upon  the  ordinances  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  Coun- 
cil the  ordinance  shall  be  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again 
read  and  debated  by  sections.  The  body  of  the  ordinance  shall  not  be  de- 
faced or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  line  and  page,  shall  be 
duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  upon  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall  be 
agreed  to  by  the  committee  and  so  reported  to  the  Council ;  after  report, 
the  ordinance  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended  by  clauses 
before  a  question  to  engross  it  be  taken. 

3.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  Council  shall  be  observed  (as  well  as 
parliamentary  law)  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  Council,  so  far  as  they 
may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking" ;  but  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  any  question  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

RULE  8. 

DECORUM    AND   DEBATE. 

1.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the 
presiding  officer,  and,  on  being  recognized,  may  address  the  Council,  and 
shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality.  The 
chair  shall  not  recognize  any  member  as  in  order  unless  he  shall  be  in  his 
proper  seat. 

2.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  with- 
out leave  of  the  Council,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing 
to  speak  shall  have  spoken:  Provided,  All  speeches  shall  be  limited  to  five 
minutes,  unless  further  time  be  granted  by  the  Council.  Time  consumed 
in  answering  questions  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  speaker's 
time. 
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3.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  decide  which  shall  speak  first. 

4.  While  the  presiding  officer  is  putting  a  question  or  addressing  the 
Council,  or  when  any  member  is  speaking,  no  member  shall  engage  in  any 
private  discourse,  or  walk  across  or  leave  the  room  unnecessarily. 

5.  No  member  shall  impugn  the  motive  of  any  other. 

6.  Any  member  may  change  his  vote  before  the  announcement  of  the 
result  by  the  chair.  Every  member  must  vote  upon  every  question,  unless 
excused  from  voting  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

7.  If  any  member  in  any  wise  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Council,  any 
other  member  may  call  him  to  order,  in  which  case  the  alleged  offender 
shall  immediately  take  his  seat  unless  permitted  to  explain.  If  the  question 
of  order  be  decided  against  him,  he  shall  be  liable,  if  the  case  require  it, 
to  the  censure  of  the  Council.  If  the  decision  be  in  his  favor  he  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  proceed. 

MISCELLANEOUS   RULES. 

RULE  9. 

When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  if  objections  be  made,  the 
Council  shall  decide  whether  the  paper  shall  be  read ;  and  no  paper  shall 
be  read,  if  objected  to,  without  the  consent  of  the  Council. 

RULE  10. 

No  matter  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consid- 
eration shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  an  amendment. 

RULE  11. 

When  any  matter  is  postponed  indefinitely,  it  shall  not  be  again  voted 
upon  during  that  or  the  next  two  succeeding  meetings. 

'  Any  member  may  demand  the  "ayes  and  noes"  upon  any  question  to  be 
voted  upon  by  the  Council  and  when  such  demand  is  made  the  Clerk  shall 
call  the  roll. 

Any  member  may  demand  a  division  of  a  question  when  the  question  is 
capable  of  a  division. 

amending  the  rules. 

These  rules  may  be  amended  or  annulled  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Common  Council.  All  proposed  amendments  to  the  rules 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  without  debate,  and  said  com- 
mittee shall  have  the  right  to  report  at  any  time,  and  may  at  any  time  re- 
port any  change  in  the  rules :  Provided  however,  That  no  vote  on  any 
amendment  or  resolution  to  annull  shall  be  taken  until  at  least  two  weeks'^ 
notice  shall  be  given  of  such  intended  action.

The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  draw 
warrants  in  payment  for  the  expense  of  all  such  bonds  which  have  been  ex- 
ecuted and  filed,  or  which  may  be  executed  and  filed  during  the  present 
calendar  year,  1906. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council,  Indianapolis,  Ind.: 
Gentlemen:     In  transmitting  to  you  herewith  a  general  ordinance  re- 
vising the  list  of  officials  and  employes  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  I  feel 
that  a  word  explanatory  thereof  is  due  your  Honorable  Body. 

I  am  not  in  favor,  and  never  have  been  an  advocate,  of  salary  changes, 
especially  after  appointments  have  been  made,  and  I  have  not  consented  to 
the  preparation  and  introduction  of  this  ordinance  with  a  view  of  so  in- 
creasing the  remuneration  of  any  official,  but  I  believe  it  is  due  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Indianapolis  that  the  actual  number  of  employes  in  each  department 
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should  be  provided  for  by  law  in  such  a  way  that  every  citizen  will  be  able 
to  inform  himself,  if  he  so  desires,  as  to  just  the  number  of  employes  and 
the  amount  of  compensation  each  receives.  The  total  amount  of  additional 
positions  and  increases  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  aggregates  about 
$6,000.00  per  annum.  I  believe  careful  examination  of  the  sections  of  the 
ordinance  in  which  these  are  provided  for  will  satisfy  your  Honorable  Body 
that  there  has  been  no  effort  made  to  unduly  compensate  employes  of  any 
particular  department,  or  to  provide  for  employes  that  are  unnecessary. 

In  the  very  few  increases  of  compensation  that  have  been  recommended 
in  the  ordinance,  I  believe  it  will  be  found  that  in  every  instance,  the  work 
of  the  departments  has  so  grown  as  to  render  it  absolutely  essential  that  a 
higher  grade  of  talent  be  secured  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  positions. 
In  the  entire  list  embodied  in  this  ordinance  there  are  created  but  four  ad- 
ditional positions. 

The  salary  ordinance  at  present  upon  the  statute  books  is  one  that  was 
passed  over  twelve  years  ago,  at  a  time  when  the  work  of  the  city  govern- 
ment was  not  half  so  great  as  at  present,  and  I  believe  you  will  readily 
agree  with  me  that  the  time  has  come  when  there  should  be  a  complete  re- 
adjustment of  the  list  of  employes.  Every  employe  mentioned  in  the  ordi- 
nance with  the  four  exceptions  noted  above,  is  already  upon  the  pay-roll. 
It  has  grown  to  be  a  custom  for  the  increased  needs  of  each  department  to 
be  cared  for  arbitrarily  each  year  by  additions  to  the  clerical  force  for 
which  no  regular  compensation  has  been  fixed  by  ordinance.  I  am  not  in 
favor  of  a  continuation  of  this,  and  hence  have  agreed  with  the  Controller 
and  City  Attorney  in  the  preparation  of  this  ordinance.  It  is  much  better 
policy  to  be  absolutely  frank  with  the  people.

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 

By  Mr.  Hamlet: 

Special  Ordinance  No.  1 — 1906:  An  ordinance  defining  a  part  of  the

We  ask  that  the  above  described  property  be  annexed  and  we  ask  this 
because  we  deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  people  residing  within  the  said  above  described 
territory.  We  further  represent  that  the  said  annexation  will  prove  a  great 
benefit  to  all  of  the  people  residing  in  said  territory  and  that  it  will  be  of 
no  manifest  injury  to  persons  owning  property  within  the  said  territory. 
We  believe  that  great  benefit  will  result  to  both  corporations  by  said  an- 
nexation. 

Wherefore  we  respectfully  ask  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis and  the  honorable  Common  Council  of  said  city  grant  the  above  request 
and  petition,  and  that  all  legal  and  proper  steps  be  taken  to  affect  the  an- 
nexation of  said  territory.

General  Ordinance  No.  2 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  concerning  the  com- 
pensation of  all  officers,  heads  of  departments,  clerks,  assistants  and  em- 
ployes of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  repealing  all  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  all  officers,  heads  of  departments,  clerks,  assist- 
ants and  employes  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Indiana,  shall  receive  the 
compensation  hereinafter  in  this  ordinance  named  and  fixed  for  the  posi- 
tions held  by  each  of  them  respectively.  Such  compensations  as  have  here- 
tofore been  fixed  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  In- 
diana of  March  6,  1905,  and  known  as  the  Cities  and  "Towns  Act,  are  here- 
in retained  the  same  as  thereby  fixed.

Proof  of  the  ownership  of  any  dog  or  dogs  abandoned  or  turned 
over  to  said  institution  at  or  within  thirty  days  before  the  period  fixed  for 
taking  out  a  license  for  the  same  shall  be  sufficient  to  establish  the  fact 
that  such  animal  was  abandoned  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  taxes. 

Sec.  4.  Onwers  of  such  animals  as  may  be  captured  or  otherwise  fall 
into  possession  of  said  Home,  may  secure  said  anmials  from  said  Home 
within  thirty  clays,  by  presenting  proper  proof  to  the  Home  management, 
after  paying  for  the  maintenance  of  each  animal  claimed  the  sum  of  fifteen 
(15)  cents  per  day  for  every  day  the  animal  has  been  in  the  custody  of  the 
said  Home. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication  for  two  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Daily  Sun.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  After  frequent  conferences  with  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Safety  and  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  from  personal  observa- 
tion, I  feel  that  I  am  justified  in  departing  from  the  usual  custom  in  thus 
writing  you  relative  to  the  merits  of  the  proposed  ordinance  regulating 
dance  halls  which  will  be  introduced  this  evening. 

If  there  is  any  one  evil  above  another  which  demands  most  earnest  effort 
on  the  part  of  public  officials  to  absolutely  abolish,  it  is  the  dance-house 
evil,  threatening  as  it  does  the  purity  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  Indianapolis. 
These  places  are  recruiting  stations  for  the  brothel  and  the  penitentiary, 
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and  have  no-  right  to  exist.  I  most  earnestly  recommend  to  your  honor- 
able body  that  early  and  favorable  consideration  be  given  the  ordinance  in 
question. 

It  is  not  the  intent  or  purpose  of  this  ordinance  to  in  any  way  interfere 
with  reputable  clubs  or  organizations  which  give  entertainments  for  any 
proper  purpose;  but  the  City  Attorney  is  of  opinion  that  it  will  require 
legislation  of  the  kind  contemplated  in  order  to  give  the  police  department 
absolute  control  of  the  questionable  dances  which  have  been  a  feature  of 
Indianapolis  underlife  for  so  many  years. 

The  provision  of  the  ordinance  compelling  every  one  to  secure  a  permit 
from  the  Controller  does  not  provide  a  fee  which  can  in  any  way  be  con- 
sidered a  burden,  while  the  condition  that  such  permit  shall  be  based  upon 
the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Police  is  most  necessary.  The  asking  for  a 
permit  of  this  kind  gives  the  police  authorities  (i)  an  opportunity  to  satisfy 
themselves  as  to  the  character  of  the  proposed  entertainment,  and  (2)  at 
the  same  time  serves  notice  upon  such  authorities,  if  the  permit  be  granted, 
of  the  intention  of  holding  such  dance,  and  thus  make  it  possible  for  all 
such  entertainments  to  be  properly  policed. 

One  of  the  most  serious  evils  connected  with  these  dances  is  the  attend- 
ance of  young  boys  and  girls,  which  attendance,  under  the  ordinance  now 
in  existence,  is  not  an  offense.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance  it  is  just  as 
illegal  for  a  person  to  attend  dances  of  this  kind  as  it  is  for  the  parties 
giving  a  dance  to  attempt  to  do  so  without  first  receiving  proper  sanction. 
The  provision  gives  the  police  authorities  that  control  over  young  boys  and 
girls  which  is  necessary  to  make  effective  any  effort  to  keep  minors  away 
from  these  evil  influences. 

With  the  co-operation  of  your  honorable  body,  I  pledge  to  the  people  of 
Indianapolis  that  this  evil  shall  be  removed  absolutely.

CONTROLLER'S  REPORT. 

Department  of  Finance, 

Office  of  the  City  Controller, 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  January  1,  1906. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  accounts 
of  the  city  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1905,  show- 
ing the  city  indebtedness,  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  its 
financial  condition. 

There  has  been  a  reduction  of  $60,000  in  the  funded  debt 
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during  the  year,  of  which  $27,000  was  paid  from  the  Sinking 
Fund  tax,  and  $33,000  from  ordinary  revenues.  This  leaves 
the  total  debt  $2,585,800,  of  which  amount  $2,491,500  is  debt 
of  the  city  proper,  and  $94,300  is  debt  of  the  annexed  munici- 
palities, assumed  by  the  city.  Of  the  debt  of  the  city  proper 
$1,709,500  bears  4  per  cent,  interest,  and  $782,000  bears  3^  per 
cent,  interest.  Of  the  assumed  debt,  $3,500  bears  3.65  per 
cent,  interest;  $8,000  bears  4  per  cent,  interest;  $12,800  bears 
5  per  cent,  interest ;  and  $70,000  bears  6  per  cent,  interest. 
There  have  been  no  bonds  issued  during  the  year  excepting 
$45,000  of  3^  per  cent,  refunding  bonds  which  were  issued  to 
take  up  a  like  amount  of  4  per  cent,  bonds  of  1890,  payment  of 
which  was  optional.  Owing  to  lack  of  time,  the  old  bonds 
were  taken  up  by  an  advance  from  the  General  Fund,  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  were  used  to  repay  the  advance,  thus  mak- 
ing the  transaction  appear  a  cash  one  on  the  books,  but  in  actual 
effect  it  was  a  mere  refunding,  except  that  the  premium  of 
$1,444.50  received  on  the  new  bonds  was  profit  to  the  city. 

With  all  1905  bills  paid,  the  available  cash  balance  in  the 
treasury  on  January  1,  1906,  exclusive  of  proceeds  of  bond 
sales,  is  $224,048.63.  This  is  the  largest  available  cash  balance 
the  city  has  ever  had  at  this  date,  and  is  $159,199.69  more  than 
was  in  the  treasury  on  January  1,  1904.  This  does  not  show 
the  full  improvement  of  the  city's  financial  condition  under 
your  administration,  because  there  have  been  investments, 
especially  during  the  last  year,  that  were  not  contemplated  in 
the  original  estimates,  or  provided  for  in  the  tax  levy.  Among 
these  were  the  payment  of  $37,000  for  the  ground  for  a  new 
central  engine  house;  $14,767.24  for  land,  building  and  equip- 
ment of  the  Raymond  street  engine  house;  $1,000  for  an  addi- 
tional strip  of  ground  at  the  South  street  engine  house ;  and 
$9,000  for  the  Jackson  Place  opening.  The  purchase  of  the 
street  cleaning  equipment  was,  in  a  sense,  contemplated  in  the 
estimate  for  street  cleaning,  but  it  resulted  in  special  appropria- 
tions for  that  purpose  during  the  year  amounting  to  $8,000. 
In  money  and  property,  therefore;  the  improvement  in  the  two 
years  is  in  excess  of  $200,000;  and  this  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that,  as  conceded  on  all  sides,  the  Council  cut  the  appro- 
priations as  closely  as  could  prudently  be  done. 

The  increase  of  ordinary  receipts  from  sources  other  than 
taxation  has  continued  satisfactory.  For  1905  the  receipts 
from  fees,  licenses,  franchise  payments,  etc.,  were  $405,682.09, 
which  is  $25,842.07  more  than  in  1904.  and  $81,595.17  more 
than  in  1903.     The  justice  of  the  principle  that  those  who  re- 
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ceive  special  benefits  from  the  city  government  should  make 
reasonable  compensation  for  them  is  now  generally  conceded, 
and  it  will  doubtless  be  insisted  upon  for  the  future. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  city,  for 
1905,  is  $152,978,350,  and  the  constitutional  debt  limit  of  2  per 
cent,  is  $3,059,567,  leaving  a  margin  of  $473,767  for  use  in 
case  of  emergency. 

As  to  the  matter  of  official  bonds,  I  am  satisfied  that  those  of 
reliable  surety  companies  are  much  to  be  preferred  to  bonds 
with  personal  sureties,  because  the  city  is  more  certain  of  full 
indemnification;  because,  an  official  is  necessarily  put  under 
some  obligation  to  persons  who  become  sureties  for  him ;  and 
because  surety  companies  usually  maintain  independent  super- 
vision over  officials  whose  bonds  they  sign.  Some  of  our  city 
officials  have  been  giving  surety  company  bonds  from  personal 
preference,  and  paying  for  them  themselves.  I  believe  it  would 
be  a  wise,  fair,  and  eventually  profitable  course,  for  the  city  to 
require  surety  company  bonds  of  all  officials  who  have  custody 
of  city  funds  and  property,  and  to  pay  for  them  out  of  the  city 
treasury.

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 


By  Mr.  Bangs: 

General  Ordinance  No.  4 — 1906:  An  ordinance  regulating  and  requiring 
licenses  for  dances  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  suppressing  public  dance 
halls  and  prohibiting  the  sale  or  distribution  of  any  intoxicating  liquors  in 
any  public  hall  where  dancing  is  conducted. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  no  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  shall 
keep  a  public  dance  hall  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  shall  be 
open  promiscuously  to  the  public,  either  upon  the  payment  of  an  admisssion 
fee  or  otherwise ;  nor  shall  any  person  visit  or  attend  any  such  public  dance 
house  or  public  dance  held  therein. 

Sec.  2.  No  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  shall  knowingly  let 
or  lease  to  another  any  room,  house  or  building  for  the  purpose  of  having 
carried  on  or  maintaining  therein  any  public  dance  house,  to  which  the 
public  are  invited  promiscuously  to  visit  or  attend,  either  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  an  admission  fee  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  No  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  shall  sell,  give  away 
or  distribute  any  wine,  bejsr  or  intoxicating  liquors  at  any  place  where  any 
dancing  is  being  conducted,  or  in  any  premises  adjoining  or  connected 
therewith.  .  . 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  club, 
society  or  association  to  give  or  hold  any  dance  in  any  room,  hall  or  build- 
ing, other  than  a  private  residence,  without  a  permit  or  license  first  ob- 
tained from  the  City  Controller,  for  which  the  siim  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar 
shall  be  paid.  The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  permits 
or  licenses  for  dances  only  upon  the  presentation  of  applications  properly 
signed  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Sec.  5.     Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
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shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  ($to.oo)  dollars  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinace  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the 
Indianapolis  ,  a  newspaper  generally  cir- 
culated, printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

The  plinths  and  columns  of  porticos  or  entrances  to  buildings  may  ex- 
tend not  to  exceed  ten  (10)  inches  and  such  porticos  shall  not  be  over 
thirty  (30)  feet  in  height. 

Steps  or  stairs  to  any  building  shall  not  project  over  the  property  line, 
except  where  an  open  area  is  permitted  under  Section  97  of  this  ordinance, 
and  in  no  case  shall  such  steps  project  beyond  such  area. 

Oriel  or  balcony  windows  shall  not  project  over  the  street  line  more  than 
three  (3)  feet,  and  no  such  window  shall  be  at  a  less  distance  than  twelve 
(12)  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk. 

Balconies  for  hotels  and  theaters  may  be  constructed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

Gentlemen:  I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  General  Ordinance 
No.  3,  1906,  being  "An  ordinance  relative  to  the  licensing  of  dogs,  and  the 
disposition  of  the  funds  so  derived  therefrom." 

I  am  constrained  to  take  this  action  for  the  following  reasons  : 
( 1 )  I  cannot  agree  to  the  appropriation  of  the  amount  of  money  named 
in  this  ordinance  for  the  purpose  intended,  considering  the  sum  excessive ; 
(2)  I  consider  it  a  dangerous  precedent  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  ap- 
propriate money  to  a  private  enterprise,  all  of  such  money,  under  the  terms 
of  the  ordinance,  being  placed  at  the  disposal  of  an  institution  over  which 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  no  control  whatever;  and  (3)  the  terms  of  the 
ordinance  are  vague,  providing  in  no  way  for  the  final  disposition  of  the 
dogs  placed  in  such  institution. 

I  recognize  the  necessity  existing  for  some  means  of  ridding  the  city  of 
the  stray  dogs  now  to  be  found  in  such  large  numbers,  and  would  favor 
any  reasonable  appropriation  looking  towards  the  establishment  of  a  city 
pound,  the  same  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  chief  of  police.  If  such 
pound  is  established  it  should  be  provided  by  law  that  all  dogs  impounded 
should  be  held  a  specified  time,  not  exceeding  seventy-two  hours,  and  after 
such  time  has  expired  the  same  should  be  disposed  of  in  some  humane 
manner. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  better  service  and  better  results  can  be  secured 
through  the  city  controlling  all  phases  of  this  question  than  can  be  had  b\ 
means  of  the  method  sought  to  be  established  in  this  ordinance ;  and  at  the 
same  time  a  material  sum  of  money  will  be  saved  to  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis.

Gentlemen  :  Your  Committee  on  Public  Safety  and  Comfort,  to  which 
was  referred  General  Ordinance  No.  5,  1906,  have  had  same  under  consid- 
eration and  recommend  that  Section  One  of  said  ordinance  be  amended  by 
striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  words  "Amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows" and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Sec.  No.  no.  The  face  of  any  wall,  pilaster  or  column  of  any  building 
above  the  level  of  its  main  water  table  shall  not  project  beyond  the  build- 
ing line,  except  as  hereafter  provided. 

The  plinths,  pilasters,  columns,  porticoes  or  entrances  of  buildings  may 
extend  not  to  exceed  twenty-eight  (28)  inches  and  such  porticoes  or  en- 
trances shall  not  be  over  one  story  in  height,  but  no  such  extended  entrance 
shall  be  allowed  on  sidewalks  of  less  than  twelve  (12)  feet  in  width. 

Steps  or  stairs  to  any  building  shall  not  project  over  the  property  line, 
except  where  an  open  area  is  permissable  under  Section  97  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  in  no  case  shall  such  steps  project  beyond  .such  area,,  nor  shall 
any  such  steps  remain  after  any  such  area  is  closed  or  removed. 

Oriel  or  balcony  windows  shall  not  project  over  the  street  line  more  than 
three  (3)  feet,  and  no  such  window  shall  be  at  a  less  distance  than  twelve 
(12)  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk. 

Balconies  for  hotels  and  theaters  may  be  constructed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  as  hereinafter  provided.

nine  (49)  degrees,  twenty-two  (22)  minutes  east  on  a  line  tangent  to  said 
one  (1)  degree  curve  across  an  east  and  west  alley  to  a  point  in  the  north 
line  of  New  York  street  five  hundred  forty-eight  and  eight-tenths  (548.8) 
feet  east  from  the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Hanson  avenue  and  north 
line  of  New  York  street ;  thence  with  said  tangent  across  New  York  street 
ten  hundred  twenty-one  (1021)  feet  to  the  beginning  of  a  three  (3)  degree 
curve  to  the  left;  thence  with  said  three  (3)  degree  curve  to  a  point  in  the 
line  of  Wabash  street  twenty-three  (23)  feet  west  of  the  intersection  of 
west  line  of  Blake  street  and  north  line  of  Wabash  street ;  thence  with  said 
three  (3)  degree  curve  in  Wabash  street  and  across  Blake  street  to  a  point 
in  the  east  line  of  Blake  street,  three  hundred  one  (301)  feet  north  from 
the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  Market  and  east  line  of  Blake  streets ; 
thence  with  the  said  three  (3)  degree  curve  across  an  east  and  west  alley, 
and  north  and  south  alley,  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Douglas  street  two 
hundred  seven  (207)  feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  the  west  line  of 
Douglas  street  and  the  north  line  of  Market  street ;  thence  across  Douglas 
street  and  a  north  and  south  alley  with  said  three  (3)  degree  curve  to  a

(2)  additional  tracks  in  addition  to  the  main  tracks  aforesaid,  branching 
from  the  said  main  tracks  at  or  near  the  south  line  of  Holborn  street,  and 
running  along  the  south  side  of  said  main  tracks  in  a  southeasterly  direc- 
tion, the  said  additional  tracks  to  cross  the  north  line  of  Vermont  street  at 
a  point  about  twenty-six  (26)  feet  west  of  the  center  of  the  two  aforesaid 
main  tracks ;  thence  crossing  Vermont  street,  one  hundred  and  forty-two 
and  two-tenths  (142.2)  feet  to  a  point  about  twenty-six  (26)  feet  west  of 
the  end  of  the  one  degree  curve  of  the  said  two  main  tracks ;  thence  on  a 
line  nearly  parallel  to  and  south  of  the  main  line  heretofore  described, 
across  an  east  and  west  alley  to  a  point  in  the  north  line  of  New  York 
street  four  hundred  eighty-nine  (489)  feet  east  from  the  intersection  of  the

said  curve,  crossing  a  north  and  south  alley  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  Blake 
street,  ninety-eight  (98)  feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  Market  and 
Blake  streets ;  thence  on  said  curve  with  a  radius  of  eight  hundred  seventy- 
two  (872)  feet  to  the  end  of  said  curve,  a  distance  of  three  hundred  three 
(303)  feet  from  the  center  of  Blake  street,  measured  alona^  said  curve; 
thence  with  the  tangent  to  said  curve  four  hundred  (400)  feet  to  the  b€ 
ginning  of  a  curve  to  the  south  or  left,  with  a  radius  of  six  hundred  sixty- 
seven  (667)  feet;  thence  with  said  curve  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  Wash- 
ington street,  three  hundred  ninety-three  (393)  feet  west  from  the  inter- 
section of  Washington  street  and  Perry  avenue ;  thence  with  said  curve  to  a 
point  in  the  west  line  of  Plum  street,  four  (4)  feet  south  from  the  inter- 
section of  the  south  line  of  Washington  street  with  the  west  line  of  Plum 
street ;  thence  with  said  curve,  crossing  an  east  and  west  alley  between 
Washington  and  Maryland  streets  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  Maryland 
street,  eighty-two  (82)  feet  west  of  the  intersection  of  Maryland  and  Plum 
streets;  thence  with  said  curve  across  Maryland  street.  Also  a  north  con- 
necting track  with  the  track,  or  tracks,  (commonly  known  as  the  Belt  Rail- 
road) of  The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  starting  at  a  point  in 
the  west  line  of  Elder  avenue,  a  distance  of  five  hundred  forty-nine  (549) 
feet  from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  Tenth  street  and  west  line 
of  Elder  avenue,  following  a  six  (6)  degree  curve  to  the  left  from  the  main 
line  across  Elder  avenue,  and  a  north  and  south  alley,  between  Miley  and 
Elder  avenues  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Miley  avenue,  a  distance  of 
three  hundred  thirty-five  (335)  feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  the 
north  line  of  Tenth  str.eet  and  west  line  of  Miley  avenue ;  thence  with  said 
six  (6)  degree  curve  across  Miley  avenue,  and  a  north  and  south  alley,  be- 
tween Miley  avenue  and  Cable  street,  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Cable 
street,  a  distance  of  two  hundred  seventy  (270)  feet  from  the  intersection 
of  the  north  line  of  Tenth  street  and  the  west  line  of  Cable  street ;  thence 
with  said  six  (6)  degree  curve  across  Cable  street  and  in  Torbett  street,  a 
distance  of  two  hundred  twelve  and  five-tenths  (212.5)  feet  to  a  point  in 
the  north  line  of  Torbett  street,  one  hundred  fifty-five  (155)  feet  east  from 
the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Cable  street  and  the  north  line  of  Tor- 
bett street ;  thence  with  said  six  (6)  degree  curve,  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
(115)  feet  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  a  fifty  (50)  foot  street  with  no 
name,  thirty  (30)  feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of 
Torbett  street  and  west  line  of  said  fifty  (50)  foot  street;  thence  with  said 
six  (6)  degree  curve  across  said  fifty  (50)  foot  street  and  an  alley  to  a 
point  on  the  Belt  Railroad  to  the  end  of  said  six  (6)  degree  curve.  Also 
a  south  connecting  track  with  the  track,  or  tracks,  (commonly  known  as 
the  Belt  Railroad)  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  starting  at 
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a  point  in  the  east  line  of  Miley  avenue  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  feet  north 
from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  Tenth  street  and  east  line  of 
Miley  avenue;  thence  with  a  ten  (10)  degree  curve  to  the  right,  crossing  an 
east  and  west  alley,  between  Tenth  and  Eleventh  streets  and  a  north  and 
south  alley  between  Miley  avenue  and  Cable  street,  to  a  point  in  the  west 
line  of  Cable  street  five  (5)  feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line 
of  Tenth  and  the  west  line  of  Cable  street;  thence  with  said  ten  (10)  de- 
gree curve  across  Tenth  street  to  a  point  in  the  south  line  of  Tenth  street, 
thirty  (30)  feet  west  from  the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Cable  street 
produced,  to  the  south  line  of  Tenth  street;  thence  with  said  ten  (10)  de- 
gree curve  to  a  point  on  said  Belt  Railroad.  The  general  route  of  said 
Railway  shall  be  substantially  as  herein  above  provided  but,  as^  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  case  may  require,  in  the  work  of  construction,  or  subsequent  re- 
No  substantial  construction  or  renewal,  of  any  of  the  work,  the  precise  points,  distances, 
vanation.  curves  and  angles  hereinabove  shown  may  be  varied 'from;   provided  no 

such  variation  shall  depart  substantially  from  the  general  plan  and  route 
as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  such  variation  be  such  as  to  cross  any  other 
street  or  alley,  or  as  to  cross  any  street  or  alley  between  other  streets,  than 
as  hereinabove  shown. 

Provided,  however,  That  the  right  of  said  Railway  Companv  to  construe! , 
maintain  and  operate  said  railway  in  said  City,  as  aforesaid,  is  granted  and 
held  upon  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  following,  to-wit: 

I.  All  tracks  of  said  Railway  Company — excepting  only  two  (2)  tracks 
to  descend  from  the  elevation  so  as  to  cross  Wabash  street  and  Blake  street 
at  grade  of  Blake  street  and  continuing  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  to 
tracks.6  tne  west  line  of  Missouri  street,  and  intended  for  the  carriage  of  freight  to 

and  from  the  elevation  to  the  surface  of  the  ground  (elsewhere  hereinafter 
called  the  freight  tracks)  ;  and  excepting  tracks  north  and  west  of  Michi- 
gan street  (to  be  elevated  in  the  future  as  hereinafter  provided) — shall  be 
elevated,  with  steel  structures,  or  steel' bridges,  at  street  and  alley  crossings, 
all  as  follows : 

Michigan  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  abut- 
ments on  the  street  lines  and  supporting  columns  on  the  curb  lines,  giving 
a  clear  span  from  curb  to  curb,  and  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  four- 
teen (14)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Hanson  avenue  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  abut- 
ments on  the  street  lines,  giving  a  clear  span  across  the  street,  and  with  a 
clearance  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  feet  beneath  the  bridge.  Holborn 
street  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be  crossed  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  712.5  city  datum. 

Vermont  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  abut- 
ments on  the  street  lines,  and  supporting  columns  at-  the  curb  lines,  giving 
a  clear  span  between  the  curbs  and  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  four- 
teen (14)  feet  beneath  the  bridge.  An  east  and  west  alley  between  New 
York  and  Vermont  streets  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be 
crossed  at  an  elevation  of  not  to  exceed  718.6  city  datum. 

New  York  street  will  be  crossed  by  overhead  steel  bridge,  or  bridges, 
with  abutments  at  the  street  lines,  and  supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines, 
giving  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs,  and  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than 
fourteen  (14)  feet  and  six  inches  beneath  the  bridge,  or  bridges. 

Sanborn  street  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be  crossed  at 
an  elevation  of  about  710.4  city  datum.  An  east  and  west  alley  between 
Sanborn  street  and  Owosso  avenue  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided) 
will  be  crossed  at  an  elevation  of  about  708.8  city  datum. 

From  the  west  side  of  Blake  street  to  a  point  thirty  (30)  feet  west  of  the 
first  alley  east  of  Missouri  street  all  tracks  (excepting  onlv  said  freight 
tracks)  shall  be  upon  elevated  steel  structure,  or  structures,  with  street  and 
alley  crossings  as  follows : 

At  Wabash  and  Blake  streets  there  shall  be  supporting  solumns  at  curb 
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lines,  with  clear  spans  from  curb  to  curb,  and  a  clearance  of  not  less  than 
eighteen  (18)  feet  beneath  the  bridge  or  bridges. 

The  north  and  south  alley,  and  the  east  and  west  alley  between  Blake  and 
Douglas  streets  will  be  crossed  by  overhead  steel  bridge,  or  bridges,  with 
clear  spans  across  said  alleys,  giving  a  clearance  beneath  the  bridge,  or 
bridges,  of  about  eighteen  (18)  feet  above  the  rails  of  said  two  (2)  freight 
tracks. 

Douglas  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  giving  a  clearance  beneath  the  bridge  of  about 
eighteen  (18)  feet  above  the  rails  of  said  two  (2)  freight  tracks. 

The  north  and  south  alley  between  Douglas  and  Geisendorf  streets  will 
be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear  span  across  said  alley, 
having  a  clearance  of  about  eighteen  (18)  feet  beneath  the  bridge  above  the 
rails  of  said  two  (2)  freight  tracks. 

Geisendorf  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a 
clear  span  across  the  street,  giving  a  clearance  beneath  the  bridge  above  the 
rails  of  said  freight  tracks  of  about  eighteen   (18)   feet. 

Blackford  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  sup- 
porting columns  at  the  curb  lines,  having  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs, 
with  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-one  and  one-half  (21  J- )  feet  beneath  the 
bridge  to  the  top  of  the  rails  of  said  freight  tracks.  A  north  and  south 
alley  between  Blackford  and  California  streets  (to  be  vacated  as  herein- 
after provided)  will  be  crossed  at  an  elevation  of  about  731.3  city  datum. 
California  street  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be  crossed  at 
an  elevation  of  about  731.3  city  datum.  A  north  and  south  alley  between 
California  and  West  streets  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be 
crossed  at  an  elevation  of  731.3  city  datum. 

West  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  or  bridges,  with 
supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines,  with  a  clear  span,  or  spans,  between 
the  curbs,  and  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-one  and  one-half  (21^)  feet  be- 
neath the  bridge,  or  bridges.  A  north  and  south  alley  between  West  and 
Missouri  streets  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be  crossed  at 
an  elevation  of  731.3  city  datum. 

Missouri  street  will  be  crossed  by  overhead  steel  bridge,  or  bridges,  hav- 
ing supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines,  with  clear  span,  or  spans,  between 
the  curbs,  and  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  twenty-one  and  one-half  (2i|-) 
feet  beneath  the  bridge,  or  bridges,  and  the  top  of  the  rails  of  the  railroad 
track  now  on  said  street. 

All- tracks  on,  or  in,  Market  street  will  be  upon  elevated  steel  structure 
or  structures,  as  aforesaid,  extending  along  the  line  of  the  route  from  west 
to  east  in  said  street,  and  between  the  south  line  of  said  street  and  the 
aforesaid  line  for  a  curb  on  the  north  side  of  said  street,  the.  columns  in 
said  street  supporting  tiie  same  to  be  along  a  line  parallel  with  and  ten 
(10)  feet  north  of  the*  south  line  of  said  street  and  along  said  line  for  a 
curb  on  the  north  side,  as  aforesaid,  and  along  a  line  parallel,  as  near  as  may 
be,  and  midway  between  said  line  ten  (10)  feet  from  the  south  line  of  said 
street  and  said  line  for  a  curb  on  the  north  side  of  said  street ;  none  of  said 
columns  to  be  nearer  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  apart  from  east  to  west, 
and  at  the  crossings  of  West  street  and  Missouri  street  there  shall  be  a 
clear  span  from  curb  to  curb  across  the  street,  and  the  clearance  underneath 
all  of  said  structure  on  Market  street  to  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  and 
one-half  (2i|-)  feet;  Provided  further,  That  in  consideration  of  the  right  to 
occupy  said  Market  street  with  elevated  structure,  or  structures,  as  afore- 
said, said  Railway  Company  shall,  and  agrees  to,  when  it  shall  have  com- 
pleted said  construction  on  said  street,  at  its  own  expense,  improve  the  then 
unimproved  portion  of  said  street  underneath  said  elevated  structure  with 
brick,  or  with  like  material  then  in  use  on  the  improved  part  of  that  part 
of  said  Market  street,  between  the  curbs  (to  be  twenty  (20)  feet  from  the 
property  line  on  the  north  side  and  ten  (10)  feet  from  the  property  line  on 
the  south  side  of  said  street)  from  the  west  line  of  Senate  avenue  westerly 
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to  the  east  line  of  West  street;  with  the  necessary  inlets  and  catch  basins"; 
said  improvement  of  said  street  to  be  made  when,  and  as  required,  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City,  and  to  conform  to  the  reasonable  re- 
quirements of  said  Board. 

On  the  said  line  running  in  a  westerly  and  southerly  direction  from  the 
east  side  of  Blackford  street  to  the  south  line  of  Maryland  street  all  tracks 
shall  be  elevated  on  steel  bridges  at  street  and  alley  crossings  as  follows  : 

Blackford  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  sup- 
porting columns  at  the  curb  lines,  having  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs, 
with  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-two  (22)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Geisendorf  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  and  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-six  (26)  feet  or 
more  beneath  the  bridge. 

A  north  and  south  alley  between  Geisendorf  street  and  Douglas  street 
will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  having  a  clear  span  across  the 
alley,  with  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-five  (25)  feet  or  more  beneath  the 
bridge. 

Douglas  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  and  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-four  (24)  feet  or 
more  beneath  the  bridge. 

A  north  and  south  alley  bewteen  Douglas  street  and  Blake  street  will  be 
'crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge  having  a  clear  span  across  the  alley, 
with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Blake  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  supporting 
columns  at  curb  lines,  having  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs,  with  a  clear- 
ance of  not  less  than  about  eighteen  (18)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Washington  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  having 
supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines,  with  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs, 
and  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fifteen   (15)  feet  underneath  the  bridge. 

Plum  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  having  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet 
beneath  the  bridge. 

An  east  and  west  alley  between  Washington  street  and  Maryland  street 
will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge  having  a  clear  span  across  the 
alley,  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Maryland  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  at  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  be- 
neath the  bridge. 

It  is  expressly  agreed  that  all  overhead  iron  bridges  at  crossings  of 
streets  between  the  property  lines  on  either  side,  and  the  full  width  of  the 
bridges;  and  also  the  said  overhead  structure  on  Market  street  covering 
the  space  extending  ten  (10)  feet  from  the  south  line  of  said  street,  shall 
be  fully  covered  by  good  and  sufficient  flooring  to  the  approval  of  the  City 
Engineer  of  said  City  and  there  shall  also  be  likewise  covered  with  such 
flooring  if,  and  when  and  as,  required  by  written  order  of  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  the  remainder  of  said  structure  in  Market  street. 
Freight  Said  two   (2)    freight  tracks  crossing  Wabash  and  Blake  streets  at  the 

grade  of  Blake  street  and  continuing  in  an  easterly  direction  will  be  a  grade 
crossing  over  the  first  alley  east  of  Blake  street  at  an  elevation  requiring 
the  present  grade  to  be  raised  to  an  elevation  of  706  city  datum;  and  will 
cross  Douglas  street  with  an  elevated  steel  structure  with  a  clear  span 
crossing  the  street,  and  a  clearance  underneath  the  structure  of  about  eight 
and  three-tenths  (8.3)  feet;  and  will  cross  the  first  north  and  south  alley 
east  of  Douglas  street  on  an  elevated  steel  structure,  with  a  clear  span 
across  the  alley,  having  a  clearance  of  about  eight  and  a  half  (Sh)  feet  be- 
neath the  structure ;  and  will  cross  Geisendorf  street  on  an  elevated  steel 
structure,  with  a  clear  span  across  the  street,  having  a  clearance  of  about 
nine  and  two-tenths -(9-2)  feet  underneath  the  structure;  and  will  cross 
Blackford  street  at  grade  crossing  requiring  the  present  grade  of  the  street 
to  be   raised  to  an  elevation  of  706  city  datum ;   and   said   freight   tracks 
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thence  continuing  to  the  west  side  of  Missouri  street  with  one  of  them  run- 
ning from  the  southwest  corner  of  California  and  Market  streets  along  and 
on  the  south  side  of  Market  street,  within  ten  (io)  feet  from  said  south 
line,  to  the  west  side  of  Missouri  street;  Provided,  That  so  long  as  any 
street  cars  shall  run  over  or  along  West  street  between  Court  street  and 
Market  street  no  locomotive  or  trains  shall  be  run  by  said  Railway  Com- 
pany ov*er  or  across  West  street  at  grade  excepting  between  the  hours  of 
8  :oo  o'clock  and  io.oo  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  between  12:00  o'clock 
midnight  and  6:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon. 

2.  All   crossings   of   tracks   of   said   Railway    Company   over   or   across  Gra(jP  cross- 
streets  and  alleys  from  the  western  corporation  line  of  said  City  to  Walnut  ings. 
street  (they  to  be  elevated  in  the  future  as  hereinafter  provided)   shall  be

10;  Clark  street  requiring  the 
lowering  of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of  710.15  at  the  intersection 
of  the  railway  with  the  center  of  the  street ;  Sheffield  avenue  requiring  the 
lowering  of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of  709.15  ;  the  north  and  south 
alley  between  Sheffield  avenue  and  Belmont  avenue  requiring  the  raising 
of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of  708.5  ;  Belmont  avenue  requiring  the

avenue  and  Miley  avenue  requiring  the  raising  of  the  present  grade  to  an 
elevation  of  702.0;  Miley  avenue  requiring  the  lowering  of  the  present 
grade  to  an  elevation  of  700.65  ;  a  north  and  south  alley  and  an  east  and 
west  alley  between  Miley  avenue  and  Cable  street,  requiring  the  lowering 
of  the  alleys  to  an  elevation  of  699.6 ;  Cable  street  requiring  the  lowering 
of  the  present  street  grade  to  an  elevation  of  698.65  ;  Tenth  street  at  an 
elevation  of  698.0;  and  crossing -the  Belt  Railroad  at  grade;  Sherman  Drive 
(Boulevard)  at  its  present  elevation  of  695.4.  All  approaches  are  to  be 
built  on  each  side  of  the  Railway  with  gradients  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  feet 
in  one  hundred  (100)  feet.  All  crossings  of  streets  and  alleys  by  the  said 
north  connecting  track,  and  south  connecting  track,  with  said  track,  or 
tracks,  (commonly  known  as  the  Belt  Railroad)  of  The  Indianapolis  Union 
Railway  Company  shall  be  at  grade.  From  the  west  line  of  Walnut  street 
to  the  north  line  of  Michigan  street  all  streets  and  alleys  are  to  be  crossed 
overhead,  with  supporting  columns  at  the  curbs  of  streets,  except  at  North 
street  where  there  will  be  supporting  columns  at  the  curbs  and  center  of 
the  street,  giving  a  clearance  beneath  the  bridges,  at  each  crossing,  of  not 
less  than  fourteen  (14)  feet,  except  at  Walnut  street  which  shall  have  a 
clearance  of  not  less  than  twelve  and  six-tenths  (12.6)  feet. 

3.  It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed,  as  one  of  the  conditions  to  the  Future  eleva-

way from  the  corporate  limits  of  said  City  on  the  west  in  an  easterly  direc- 
tion to  Michigan  street,  that  said  Railway  Company  will  promptly  observe, 
perform  and  execute  the  work  of  elevation  so  required  in  strict  conformity 
with  such  requirements  as  to  method  and  manner  of  construction,  and 
limit  of  time,  and  otherwise  in  all  respects  according  to  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  such  requirements ;  and  all  at  the  expense  of  said  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  without  any  charge,  cost,  or  expense  to  said  City.  Should  said 
Railway  Company  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  any  such  require- 
ments for  the  elevation  of  any  of  its  said  tracks,  the  said  City  shall  have 
the  right  to  advertise  and  contract  for  such  elevation  of  said  tracks  and 
the  cost  of  such  work  shall  be  recovered  in  a  proper  action  brought  by  said 
City  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction.

(185)  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  Hanson  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred 
and  fifteen  (315)  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  Hanson  avenue.

The  compensation  to  be  received  by  the 
Railway  Company,  party  hereto  of  the  second  part,  for  the  use  of  its  main 
or  passing  tracks  by  other  companies  shall  be  such  as  is  usual  and  cus- 
tomary under  similar  circumstances  between  railroad  companies,  and  shall 
in  no  event  be  less  than  the  Railway  Company,  party  hereto  of  the  second 
part,  would  be  entitled  to  receive  if  such  use  of  the  said  tracks  were  ac- 
quired by  condemnation  proceedings  on  behalf  of  the  other  companies  ac- 
quiring such  use  of  such  main  or  passing  tracks.  Provided,  further,  how- 
ever, That  said  Railway  Company,  party  hereto  of  the  second  part,  shall 
have  the  right,  upon  the  terms  and  compensation  to  be  agreed  on  between 
the  companies,  to  permit  the  use,  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  to  any 
other  railroad  company,  or.  companies,  of  any  of  its  facilities,  including  side- 
tracks, spur  tracks,  yards  or  stations,  as  well  as  of  its  main  tracks  and 
passing  tracks  to  the  use  of  its  main  tracks.

7.  The  granting  of  said  right,  as  aforesaid,  shall  in  no  wise  be  con- 
strued as  granting  a  right-of-way  over  private  property,  and  said  Railway 
Company  shall  be  and  become  liable  for  all  damages  for  which  said  Rail- 
way Company  or  City  may  be  legally  liable  which  may  be  sustained  by  any 
person  on  account  of  the  construction  or  operation  of  said  railway,  as  afore- 
said, either  to  property,  by  reason  of  the  depreciation  of  value  thereof  along 
said  right-of-way,  or  by  reason  of  the  carelessness,  negligence  or  miscon- 
duct of  any  of  its  agents,  servants  or  employes  in  the  construction  or  use  of 
said  railway  as  aforesaid ;  and  said  Railway  Company  hereby  agrees,  when 
duly  notified  in  writing  and  permitted  to  defend  and  appeal,  to  indemnify 
and  hold  harmless  said  City  from  any  liability  as  aforesaid,  and  agrees  to 
pay  any  final  judgment,  or  judgments  with  all  costs,  rendered  against  said 
City  on  account  thereof,  and  to  defend,  upon  written  notice  from  and  in  the 
name  of  said  City,  any  action  against  it  on  account  thereof ;  and  the  record 
of  judgment  against  said  City  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  evidence  in  the 
cause  to  entitle  said  City  to  recover  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
against  said  Railway  Company ;  and  upon  entering  upon  any  of  the  city 
streets  or  alleys  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  its  said  structures,  grade 
and  track,  or  tracks,  said  Railway  Company  shall  immediately  file,  with  the

8.  At  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  work  of 
construction  over  any  public  street  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  City  Engineer  of  the  City  for  his  examination,  and 
if  he  find  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof,  he  shall  ap- 
prove the  same  and  work  done  in  accordance  therewith  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  conformity  with  this  agreement. 

9.  Said  Railway  Company  shall,  except  where  said  tracks  are  elevated 
as  provided  herein,  and  grades  changed  as  provided  herein,  (no  substantial 
variation  therefrom  to  be  made)  construct  and  maintain  its  said  grade  and 
tracks  so  as  to  conform,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  to  the  grade  of  all  streets 
and  alleys  as  now  established,  or  as  hereafter  may  be  established,  and  shall 
not  impede  travel  or  interfere  with  the  free  use  of  the  street  at  the  cross- 
ings thereof ;  and  shall  keep  all  said  crossings  so  improved  and  repaired  as 
may  be  required  by  the  City  Engineer  of  said  City  under  the  written  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Public  Works ;  said  Railway  Company  shall  also  con- 
struct and  keep  in  repair  any  bridges  which  may  be  necessary  for  it  to  use 
along  its  right-of-way,  and"  shall  construct  and  keep  in  repair  any  ap- 
proaches to  the  approval  of  the  City  Engineer,  under  the  written  directions 
of  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  wherever  the  grade  of  its  said  tracks  does 
not  conform  to  the  grade  of  any  street  or  alley  crossing  ^aid  track,  or 
tracks :  And  said  Railway  Company  shall  pay  all  expenses  of  or  incident, 
to,  the  change  of  grade  of  any  street  and  alley  crossing,  as  herein  provided, 
and  damages,  if  any,  to  property  occasioned  thereby. 

10.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  any  re- 
quirements of  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  permit  the  crossing  of  its 
right-of-way,  through,  under,  or  over,  by  any  viaduct:  or  the  passage, 
through,  or  under  its  right-of-way,  of  any  sewer,  tunnel,  or  subway,  that 
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may  be  authorised  to  be  constructed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  as 
shall  not  interfere  with  traffic  of  said  Railway  Company ;  Provided,  That 
said  Railway  Company,  upon  not  less  than  ten  (io)  days  previous,  written 
notice"  from  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  provide  and  construct  all 
supports  or  other  structures  necessary  to  maintain  and  protect  its  said 
tracks  during  the  progress  of  such  work  and  failing  so  to  do  shall  bear  and 
pay  all  additional  expense  necesssarily  incurred  by  said  City  in  providing 
the  support,  protection  or  maintenance  of  the  tracks  made  necessary  by  the 
work  so  ordered  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

ii.     Said  Railway  Company  shall  construct  and  continually  keep  in  good  Culverts< 
repair  through  and  along  its  grade  and  tracks  as  aforesaid  at  such  points  drains  and 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  Engineer  under  written  orders  by  sewers, 
the  Board  of  Public  Works,  sufficient  culverts,  ditches,  drains  and  sewers 
to  permit  the  free  discharge  of  water  under  its  said  grade  and  track,  or 
tracks,  and  along  and  over  the  streets  and  alleys  aforesaid. 

12.  A-ll  acts  and  things  required  to  be  done  by  said  Railway  Company  Bonds  secures 
with  reference  to  said  streets  and  alleys  and  public  places,  or  the  crossings  requirement 
thereof,  and  the  approaches  thereto,  or  the  construction  and  maintenance  as  to  streets, 
of  culverts  and  drains,  shall  be  done  promptly  after  the  construction  of  said  vertst'etc, 
grade  and  tracks  along,  across  or  over  said  streets,  alleys  and  public  places  with  damages, 
as  aforesaid ;  and  in  case  said  Company  shall  fail  to  perform  said  acts  and 

things  required  to  be  done,  and  to  keep  the  same  properly  improved  and 
repaired  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Engineer,  or  said  Board  of  Public 
Works,  said  City  may  perform  such  work  and  collect  the  cost  thereof  with 
twenty  per  cent.  (20%)  damages  in  addition  thereto  by  suit  against  said 
Company  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  and  the  bond  heretofore 
required  of  said  Railway  Company  shall  also  be  conditioned  to  cause  said 
surety  to  become  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  judgment  rendered  in  such 
proceeding.

14.  Permission  and   authority  are  hereby  given  to  said  Railway  Com- 
pany, whenever  the  same  shall  be  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  Temporary  ob- 
it is  herein  authorized  or  required  to  perform,  to  obstruct  temporarily  any  in^construc- 
public  street,  avenue  or  alley  to  such  extent,  and  for  such  length  of  time,  tion. 

as  may  be  approved  by  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  it  is  also  here- 
by authorized,  whenever  the  same  shall  become  necessary,  to  erect  and 
maintain  temporary  structures  and  false  work  in  any  of  said  streets  and 
alleys  during  the  construction  of  its  said  elevated  railway,  subject  to  like 
approval  of  the  said  Board. 

15.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  provide  and  maintain  flagmen,  or  erect  Flagmen, 
and  maintain  safety  gates,  or  such  other  approved  protections,  at  such  alley  safety-gates, 
and  street  grade  crossings  as  may  be  ordered  or  directed  by  said  Board  of 

Public  Works  in  writing  at  any  time,  or  from  time  to  time. 

[6.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  not  permit  any  car  or  locomotives  to 
stand  at  the  crossings  of  any  street  or  alley  crossing  said  right-of-way  so 
as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  teams,  vehicles  or  persons  over  said  right 
of-way,  or  to  cause  danger,  or  inconvenience,  and  said  Railway  Company 
shall  in  all  cases  cause  the  engine  bell  to  ring  as  its  locomotives  and  trains 
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are  moving  along  said  tracks,  and  said  Railway  Company  shall  not  run  any 
locomotives  or  cars  along  its  said  tracks  at  a  faster  rate  than  allowed  by 
the  general  ordinance  of  said  City  under  the  penalties  therein  prescribed. 

17.  When  said  Railway  shall  have  been  constructed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  agreement  from  time  to  time,  as  soon  as  the  same 
shall  be  ready  for  use,  then,  and  thereupon,  all  ordinances  of  said  City  re- 
lating to  the  speed  of  railway  trains,  length  of  trains,  and  number  of  cars 
to  constitute  a  train,. and  maintenance  of  gates,  flagmen,  watchmen,  signals 
and  signal  towers,  and  the  ringing  of  bells,  and  construction  of  crossings, 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  that  part  of  said  railway  which  shall  be  elevated

to  within  said  City,  all  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  said  Railway 
Company  may  be  forfeited,  and  said  City  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  the 
streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  (the  right  to  cross,  run  upon,  and  use 
which  is  granted  herein)  and  remove  therefrom  the  tracks  and  other  prop- 
erty of  said  Railwa}^  Company  upon  proper  written  resolution  of  said  Board 
of  Public  Works. 

19.  This  agreement,  and  all  rights,  privileges,  powers,  and  authority 
hereby  given  or  granted  to  said  Railway  Company  shall  be  assignable  and 
transferable  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  said  Board  of  Public 
Works  first  had  and  obtained  and  not  otherwise. 

20.  This  contract  shall  take  effect,  and  be  in  full  force,  from  and  after 
the  date  of  its  approval  and  ratification  by  ordinance  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil of  said  City.

PETITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  :  The  undersigned,  The  Talge  Mahogany  Company,  a  cor- 
poration under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  a  citizen  and  an  owner 
of  real  estate  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  respectfully  petition  this  Honorable 
Board  for  the  passage  of  a  resolution  granting  it  the  privilege  of  laying  a 
switch  crossing  Lewis  street,  beginning  50  feet  north  of  the  street  line  of 
Thirteenth  street  and  the  right-of-way  of  the  L.  E.  &  W.  R.  R.,  crossing

(3)  The    crossing    where     said     track    intersects     , 

shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from 
obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to 
obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  ab- 
solutely necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no 
time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public 
travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  at  the  pleasure  and  written  order 
of  said  Board,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's  fail- 
ure so  to  do,  upon  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to  promptly  pay 
the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  re- 
leases all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such 
removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said 
Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a  tresspasser.

General  Ordinance  No.  io — 1906 :  An  ordinance  regulating  the  weighing 
and  sale  of  coal  and  coke  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  to 
engage  in  the  business  of  selling  coal  or  coke,  in  less  quantities  than  a  car 
load,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  without  first  having  obtained  a  license  as 
a  coal  and  coke  dealer,  as  in  this  ordinance  prescribed. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Controller  upon  the  application  of  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  desiring  to  engage  in  the  business  of  selling  and  delivering  coal 
or  coke  in  less  quantities  than  a  car  load,  shall  issue  to  such  person,  firm 
or  corporation  a  license :  Provided,  That,  before  such  license  shall  be 
issued,  the  applicant  shall  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
for  one  yard,  including  one  office,  and  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  addi- 
tional yard  or  office.  Such  license  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
general  ordinances  now  in  force  prescribing  the  mode  of  issuing  license, 
and  shall  run  for  the  period  of  one  year,  unless  revoked  or  annulled  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Every  such  license  shall  state  the  name  of  the  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  to  whom  it  is  issued  ;  that  it  is  not  transferable  or 
assignable ;  and  the  "date  when  the  same  expires. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  selling  and 
delivering  of  coal  or  coke  shall  cause  the  name  of  such  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration to  be  plainly  painted  on  each  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle  used  in 
hauling  and  delivering  coal  or  coke.  Any  person  or  the  members  of  any 
firm,  or  the  officers  and  agents  of  any  corporation,  which  shall  fail  to  com- 
ply with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  of  either  of  the  preceeding 
sections,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  And  each  day's  sell- 
ing, or  use  of  a  vehicle,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  these  sections  shall 
constitute  a  distinct  offense. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  hereby  further  ordained  and  provided  that  any  person  or 
persons,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  sale  or  delivering  of  coal  or 
coke  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  sell  such  coal  or  coke  by  weight 
only.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  selling  coal  or  coke  in 
said  city  shall  send,  with  each  and  every  load,  a  certificate  showing,  separ- 
ately, the  weight  of  the  cart,  vehicle  or  receptacle  in  which  delivered  and 
the  weight  of  the  coal  or  coke ;  which  certificate  shall  show  the  date,  name 
and  place  of  business  of  the  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  selling 
the  coal  or  coke  and  which  shall  be  delivered  with  the  load  to  the  purchaser 
thereof.  Any  person  or  the  members  of  any  firm,  or  the  officers  and  agents 
of  any  corporation,  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  upon 
conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.

any  convenient  scales  in  the  city,  which  have  been  duly  inspected,  sealed 
and  stamped  by  the  "Inspector  of  Scales,  Weights  and  Measures  :"  Pro- 
vided, The  purchaser  shall  pay  the  keeper  of  said  scales  for  weighing  the 
same.  If  the  owner,  agent,  driver  or  other  person,  as  aforesaid,  shall  fail 
or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  demands  and  requirements  of  this  section,  he 
or  they  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  or  the  members  of  any  firm  or  the  officers  of  any 
corporation,  convicted  of  having  sold,  or  offered  to  sell,  any  load  of  coal 
or  coke,  the  certificate  of  which  represented  the  same  to  be  of  greater 
weight  than  it  in  fact  was,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and 
members  of  the  Police  Force,  or  any  Special  Officer  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Safety,  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
strictly  enforced,  and  to  prosecute  any  violations  of  its  provisions.  Said 
superintendent  and  members  of  the  Police  Force,  of  any  Special  Officer 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  shall  be  empowered  to  require 
any  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  load  of  coal  or  coke,  to  show  to  any 
such  officer  the  certificate  of  the  weight  of  any  such  load,  and  to  require 
such  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  load  of  coal  or  coke,  to  drive  the 
same  to  any  convenient  scales,  which  have  been  duly  inspected,  sealed  and 
stamped  by  the  "Inspector  of  Scales,  Weights  and  Measures,"  and  there 
weigh  the  same ;  and  after  the  load  shall  be  delivered,  to  return  and  weigh 
the  vehicle.  Any  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  any  load  of  coal  or  coke, 
who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  exhibit  to  any  such  police  officer  the  certificate 
showing  weight  of  any  such  load,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  offered  to  sell 
the  same  without  a  certificate  of  weight  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  Any  driver  or  person  m 
charge  of  any  load  of  coal  or  coke,  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  weigh  the 
same  and  to  return  and  weigh  the  vehicle,  when  required  by  any  such  police 
officer  so  to  do ;  or  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  allow  any  such  officer  to 
compare  the  same  with  the  certificate,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  or  firm  whose  members,  or  corporation  whose  offi- 
cers or  agents  shall  have  been  convicted  twice  within  twelve  months,  of  a 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,shall  forfeit  the  license 
herein  provided,  and  a  new  license  shall  not  be  issued  again  to  any  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation  for  the  period  of  one  year. 

Sec.  9.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  now  in  force  in  relation  to 
the  weighing  and  selling  of  coal  and  coke  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  for  one  day  each  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Daily  Sun,  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation, 
printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

Gentlemen  :  I  submit  herewith  a  communication  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  showing  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the 
police  department  of  this  city  by  adding  to  the  numerical  strength  thereof. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  efficiency  of  this  department,  number  of 
men,  has  not  been  increased  ii  proportion  to,  and  with  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  city,  both  as  to  populate  n  and  extension  of  city  limits,  and  that  in  the 
near  future  provision  will  nave  to  be  made  for  a  largely  increased  force, 
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involving  an   additional   expenditure  in  excess  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

Believing  that  there  is  an  immediate  necessity  for  some  relief,  that  the 
demands  upon  this  department  are  greater  than  can  be  properly  met  with 
the  present  force,  I  have  prepared  and  herewith  submit  for  your  consider- 
ation an  ordinance  appropriating  a  sum  sufficient  to  permit  the  appoint- 
ment of  twenty-five  additional  men,  and  making  provision  for  four  mounted 
policemen,  and  do  recommend  the  passage  of  such  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  :  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  held  on  March 
29,  1906,  I  was  directed  to  request  you  to  ask  the  Common  Council  to  ap 
propriate  the  sum  of  $25,217.50  to  the  police  pay-roll  account. of  this  de- 
partment, such  sum  covering  the  compensation  of  thirty-five  additional 
men,  which  number  we  believe  absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper  policeing 
of  the  city;  and  which  amount  also  covers  the  cost  of  the  purchase  of  four 
horses  with  equipment. 

In  asking  for  this  appropriation  the  Board  has  taken  into  consideration 
the  inadequate  protection  that  the  police  department  has  been  able  to  give 
to  the  general  public.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  city,  together  with  con- 
templated annexation  of  considerable  territory,  has  made  it  a  matter  of 
impossibility  for  the  present  department  to  furnish  that  degree  of  protec- 
tion which  the  people  are  entitled  to  expect.  In  addition  to  this  growth 
the  Board  has  already  had  requests  made  upon  it  for  police  protection  for 
the  public  parks  and  other  places  of  amusement,  which  if  complied  with, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  must  be  complied  with,  would  so  far  re- 
duce the  number  of  men  available  for  active  patrol  duty  as  to  create  a  con- 
dition which  we  believe  should  not  be  permitted. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  time  has  come  to  make  material  addi- 
tions to  the  police  department,  and  while  the  Board  is  unanimous  on  the 
proposition  that  a  large  number  of  men  should  be  provided,  the  recom- 
mendation heretofore  made  has  been  with  the  idea  on  its  part  that  the 
present  financial  condition  of  the  city  would  not  permit  the  appointment  of 
a  greater  number  of  men  at  this  time  without  some  provision  being  spe- 
cifically made  in  the  regular  annual  tax  levy, 

The  four  horses  provided  for  by  resolution  of  the  Board  will  be  used  in 
the  parks,  and  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  their  use  will  not  only  serve  to 
better  police  these  popular  places  of  recreation  on  Sundays,  as  well  as  other 
days  when  unusually  large  crowds  of  people  are  to  be  found  in  those  parks, 
thus  furnishing  protection  to  the  women  and  children  who  are  in  great 
majority  on  these  days,  but  will  on  all  ordinary  days  afford  sufficient  pro- 
tection, thus  relieving  the  department  of  the  necessity  of  further  increasing 
the  number  of  patrolmen.

Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered  to 
conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  estab- 
lished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  made 
to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board,  for  the  eleva- 
tion or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  Liberty  street, 
shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from 
obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to 
obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  ab- 
solutely necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no 
time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public 
travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's  fail- 
ure so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  ( 10)  days,  to  promptly 
pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby 
releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such 
removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said 
Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a  tresspasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  tracks  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall  be  or 
become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any 
way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge), 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly  repair  or 
remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of  ten  (10) 
days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and  cost  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims  for 
damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said  track, 
and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account  be  rendered 
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against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses 
that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such  claim. 

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled,  "An  act  concerning 
municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  consideration  of 
the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and  provisions  stipu- 
lated, hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  the  first  part  the 
right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  an  additional  side-track 
or  switch  across  Liberty  street,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as  shown 
by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  filed  herewith  and  for  greater  certainty 
marked  "Exhibit  A."

General  Ordinance  No.  13 — 1906:  An  ordinance  authorizing  the  sale  of 
one  hundred  (100)  bonds  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  each  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  payable  from  the  general  revenues  and  funds 
of  said  City,  or  from  the  Sinking  Fund  of  said  City,  or  as  may  be  required 
by  law,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  to  be  used  to  remodel  and 
make  additions  to  and  general  improvements  on  the  City  Hospital,  to  pay 
the  City's  portion  of  cost  of  improving  the  several  streets  adjoining  the 
grounds  thereof,  and  for  the  purchase  or  condemnation  of  land  and  vaca- 
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tion  of  streets  and  alleys  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  City  Hospital ;  pro- 
viding for  the  time  and  manner  of  advertising  sale  of  said  bonds,  and  of 
.the  receipt  of  bids  for  the  same,  together  with  the  mode  and  terms  of  sale ; 
appropriating  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds ;  and  fixing  a  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  necessary  and  proper  and  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  remodel  the  City

Whereas,  There  are  not  now  and  will  not  be  sufficient  funds  in  the 
treasury  of  said  City  with  which  to  meet  the  aforesaid  expenditures  for 
said  City  Hospital,  and  it  being  necessary  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000.00)  dollars,  and  to  issue 
and  sell  its  bonds  iri  that  amount  payable  from  the  general  revenues  and 
funds  of  said  City,  or  from  the  Sinking  Fund,  or  as  may  be  required  by 
law,  therefore, 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  the  City  Controller  of  said  City  be,  and  is  hereby, 
•authorized  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  to  be  used  to  remodel  and 
make  additions  to  and  general  improvements  on  the  City  Hospital,  to  pay 
the  City's  portion  of  cost  of  improving  the  several  streets  adjoining  the 
grounds  thereof,  and  for  the  purchase  or  condemnation  of  land  and  the 
vacation  of  streets  and  alleys  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  City  Hospital, 
to  prepare  and  sell  one  hundred  (100)  new  bonds  of  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis, Marion  County,  Indiana,  of  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars 

each,  which  bonds  ^shall  bear  date  of ,  1906, 

and  shall  be  numbered  from  one  (1)  to  one  hundred  (100)  inclusive;  shall 
be  designated  "Indianapolis  City  Hospital  Bonds  of  1906" ;  shall  bear  inter- 
est at  the  rate  of  three  and  one-half  (3^%)  per  cent,  per  annum,  which  in- 
terest shall  be  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  the 
first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  beginning  with  January  first,  1907,  and  said 
installments  of  interest  shall  be  evidenced  by  interest  coupons  attached  to 
said  bonds,  and  the  first  coupon  attached  to  each  bond  shall  be  for  the  in- 
terest on  said  bond  from  date  of  issue  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1907.

Said  bonds  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  City  Controller  in  due  form,  irrevocably  pledging  the  faith  and  credit 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  stip- 
ulated therein  respectively.

Such  advertise- 
ments shall  describe  said  bonds  with  such  minuteness  and  particularity  as

If 
the  Controller  shall  award  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  bonds  upon  any  bid

General  Ordinance  No.  14 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  to  insure  better  protec- 
tion of  buildings  from  fire  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  erect  or  cause  to  be  erected,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  any 
building  containing  a  basement,  cellar  or  sub-cellar  in  which  any  goods,  or 
articles  of  merchandise  of  any  kind  are  to  be  stored,  or  in  which  any  manu- 
facturing is  to  be  carried  on,  without  providing  in  said  basement,  cellar  or 
sub-cellar,  as  a  part  of  its  construction  and  equipment,  lines  of  iron  water 
pipes  of  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter  for  an  area 
surface  space  of  four  thousand  .(4,000)  square  feet  or  less,  and  with  an  in- 
crease of  one-half  inch  in  diameter  size  of  pipe  for  every  one  thousand 
(1,000)  additional  square  feet  of  basement,  cellar  or  sub-cellar  area  sur- 
face. It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  to 
omit  to  provide  said  lines  of  pipe  with  branches  of  iron  water  pipes  run- 
ning therefrom,  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter,  or  to 
omit  to  provide  said  pipe  lines  and  branches  with  automatic  rotary  nozzles, 
with  adjustable  tips,  in  the  proportion  of  one  such  nozzle  to  every  four 
hundred  (400)  square  feet  of  said  area  surface  or  fraction  thereof.  And 
it  shall  likewise  be  unlawful  for  any  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  to 
omit  to  provide  said  system  of  basement,  cellar  or  sub-cellar  pipes  with  as 
many  Siamese  connections  on  the  outside  of  said  building,  as  may  be  de- 
signated and  required  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Force  of  said  City. 
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Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  owning 
any  building  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  already  erected,  containing  a  base- 
ment, cellar  or  sub-cellar  in  which  any  goods  or  articles  of  merchandise  of 
any  kind  are  stored,  or  in  which  any  manufacturing  is  being  carried  on,  or 
in  which  basement,  cellar  or  sub-cellar  any  such  goods  or  articles  are  to  be 
stored  or  manufacturing  is  to  be  carried  on,  to  continue  to  so  store  any 
such  goods  or  articles  or  to  continue  to  carry  on  any  manufacturing  there- 
in, after  a  notice  of  ninety  days  has  been  served  on  such  person,  firm  or 
corporation,  requiring  such  service  to  be  installed,  without  having  first  pro- 
vided said  basement,  cellar  or  sub-cellar  with  a  system  of  water  pipes,  with 
automatic  rotary  nozzles,  adjustable  tips  and  Siamese  connections,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  one  (i)  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Force  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  may, 
in  his  discretion,  require  the  system  of  pipe  equipment  described  in  Section 
one  (1)  of  this  ordinance,  to  be  placed  in  any  part  of  any  theater,  hotel  or 
public  assembly  hall  in  said  City,  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  giving 
notice  to  the  owner  so  to  do.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  such  owner 
to  neglect  or  refuse  to  so  equip  any  such  theater,  hotel  or  public  assembly 
hall,  when  so  notified  by  said  Chief  of  the  Fire  Force,  beyond  the  said 
space  of  ninety  (90)  days. 

Sec.  4.  In  any  case  where  the  owner  of  any  such  building  already 
erected  is  not  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  notices  provided 
for  in  Sections  two  (2)  and  three  (3)  hereof,  may  be  served  on  any  agent 
or  representative  of  such  owner. 

Sec.  5.  All  notices  authorized  or  required  to  be  served  on  the  owners 
of  premises  or  their  agents  or  representatives,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  may  be  served  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Force  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  or  any  Assistant  of  said  Force,  designated  by  him,  in  his 
name. 

Sec.  6.  Any  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  provision  of  Sec- 
tion one  (1),  two  (2)  or  three  (3)  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion, be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  ($10)  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  ;  and  each  day  that  any  such  owner  shall  allow 
goods  or  merchandise  to  be  stored  or  manufacuring  to  be  carried  on  in  any 
such  basement,  cellar  or  sub-cellar,  without  having  the  same  provided  with 
water  pipes  and  equipment  described  in  Sections  one  (1)  hereof,  as  re- 
quired by  Sections  one  (1),  two  (2)  or  three  (3),  shall  constitute  a  sepa- 
rate offense.

Special  Ordinance  No.  2 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  annexing  certain  terri- 
tory to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  defining  a  part  of  the  boundary  line  of  said 
City,  and  fixing  the  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  if  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  the  boundary  lines  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  extended,  so  as  to  include  the  following  described 
contiguous  territory,  all  of  which  is  hereby  annexed  to  and  made  a  part  of 
the  territory  constituting  and  forming  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion 
County,  Indiana : 

Beginning  on  the  present  north  boundary  line  of  said  City  at  the  inter- 
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section  of  the  center  line  of  Thirtieth  street  with  the  center  line  of  the 
right-of-way  of  the  Chicago,  Indianapolis  &  Louisville  Railroad  Company; 
thence  in  a  northerly  direction  along  the  center  line  of  the  right-of-way  of 
said  C,  I.  &  L.  R.  R.  Co.,  to  the  intersection  of  the  north  property  line  of 
the  real  estate  now  owned  by  Silas  H.  Johnson ;  thence  in  a  westerly  direc- 
tion along  the  north  property  line  of  said  real  estate  owned  by  Silas  H. 
Johnson  to  the  point  of  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  center  line  of 
Delaware  street  produced ;  thence  south  along  the  center  line  of  Delaware 
street  produced  to  the  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  north  property  line 
of  what  is  now  known  as  Meridian  Heights ;  thence  in  a  westerly  direc- 
tion along  the  north  line  of  Meridian  Heights  to  the  point  of  intersection 
of  said  line  with  the  center  line  of  Senate  avenue  produced ;  thence  south 
along  said  center  line  of  Senate  avenue  produced  to  the  point  of  intersec- 
tion of  said  line  with  the  north  line  of  Columbia  Place ;  thence  west  along 
said  north  line  of  Columbia  Place  to  the  point  of  intersection  of  said  line 
with  the  center  of  the  first  street  or  highway  west  of  Columbia  Place ; 
thence  south  along  the  center  line  of  said  street  or  highway  to  the  point 
of  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  center  line  of  Haughey  avenue ;  thence 
in  an' easterly  direction  along  the  center  line  of  Haughey  avenue  to  the 
point  of  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  east  property  line  of  Crown  Hill 
Cemetery  produced ;  thence  south  along  the  said  east  property  line  of 
Crown  Hill  Cemetery  produced  to  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  east 
property  line  of  Crown  Hill  Cemetery  with  the  center  line  of  Thirty-eighth 
street;  thence  west  along  the  center  line  of  Thirty-eighth  street  to  the  point 
of  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  center  line  of  the  Michigan  road; 
thence  in  a  southeasterly  direction  along  the  center  line  of  the  Michigan 
road  to  the  point  of  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  south  boundary  line 
of  the  land  comprising  what  is  now  known  as  the  Country  Club ;  thence 
westwardly  along  the  south  property  line  of  the  Country  Club  to  the  point 
of  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  present  west  boundary  line  of  the  City 
running  along  the  east  bank  of  the  Canal ;  thence  south  along  the  present 
boundary  line  on  the  east  side  of  the  Canal  to  the  present  north  boundary 
line  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis ;  thence  along  the  present  north  boundary 
line  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Sec.  2.  This/  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis 
Sun,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed  and  published  in  said 
City.

INTRODUCTION    OF     GENERAL    ORDINANCES. 


General  Ordinance  No.  15 — 1906:  An  ordinance  ratifying,  confirming  and 
approving  a  certain  contract  and  agreement  made  and  entered  into  on  the 
nth  day  of  April,  1906,  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through 
its  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Evansville 
Railway  Company,  whereby  said  Railway  Company  is  authorized  to  con- 
struct its  track,  or  tracks,  along  and  across  certain  streets,  alleys  and  public 
places  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  maintain  same  and  operate  there- 
on; prescribing  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  such  rights  are 
granted;  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Whereas,  heretofore,  to-wit :  On  the  nth  day  of  April,  1906,  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered  into  the 
following  agreement  with  the  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Evansville  Railway 
Company,  viz. : 

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  nth  day  of  April,  1906,  by 
and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana,  (hereinafter 
called  the  City)  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  the  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Evansville  Railway  Company, 
(hereinafter  called  the  Railway  Company)  a  corporation  duly  organized  and 
incorporated  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  party 
of  the  second  part,  Witncsscth:     That 

Whereas,  Said  Railway  Company  has  presented  its  written  petition  to 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis  asking  permission 
to  be  allowed  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  line  of  railway  from  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  City  on  the  western  side  thereof  to,  or  near,  Senate 
avenue  in  said  City  between  Market  street  on  the  north  and  Court  street 
on  the  south,  with  switches,  side-tracks  and  turn-outs,  including  a  line  or 
turn-out,  in  a  southwesterly  direction  from  the  east  side  of  Geisendort 
street  to  a  point  south  of  Maryland  street  between  Plum  street  and  the  first 
alley  west  of  Plum  street,  as  shown  by  the  plat  of  said  line  of  railway  filed 
in  the  office  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  asking  permission  of  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  to  authorize  said  Railway  Company  to  so  construct, 
lay,  maintain  and  operate  its  line  of  railway  with  tracks,  necessary  switches, 
side-tracks  and  turn-outs  on,  over,  across  and  along  public  grounds,  streets 
and  alleys  in  and  through  said  City. 

Now,  Therefore,  Said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, in  consideration  of  the  several  agreements  of  said  Railway  Company, 
party  of  the  second  part,  hereinafter  contained,  prescribed,  expressed,  and 
set  forth,  does  hereby  (subject  to  the  ratification  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  said  City),  consent,  authorize,  empower  and  permit  said 
Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Evansville  Railway  Company,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions hereinafter  prescribed  and  expressed,  to  construct  its  grade,  struct- 
ures, lay  its  ties  and  rails,  construct,  equip,  operate  and  run  its  line  of  rail- 
way upon  the  following  route  within  the  limits  of  said  City,  to-wit : 
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Beginning  with  the  center  line  of  a  double  track  railway,  at  a  point  on  Route, 
the  west  corporation  line  of  said  City  about  sixty-nine  (69)  feet  north  of 
the  center  line  of  Clark  street  produced;  thence  north  eighty-eight  (88) 
degrees,  fifteen  (15)  minutes  east  (Magnetic,  February  12,  1906,)  across  a 
north  and  south  alley  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  (185)  feet  to  the  center 
of  Tremont  street,  seventy-two  (72)  feet  north  of  the  intersection  of  Tre- 
mont  and  Clark  streets ;  thence  across  Tremont  street  north  eighty-eight

mark avenue  to  the  north  line  of  Clark  street,  seventy-nine  and  five-tenths 
(79-5)  feet  from  the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Bismark  avenue  and 
north  line  of  Clark  street;  thence  with  said  three  (3)  degree  curve  across 
Clark  street  to  west  line  of  Sheffield  avenue,  seven  and  five-tenths  (7.5) 
feet  from  the  intersection  of  the  west  line  of  Sheffield  avenue  and  south 
line  of  Clark  street;  thence  with  said  three  (3)  degree  curve  across  Shef- 
field avenue  and  a  twenty-five  (25)  foot  alley,  between  Sheffield  and  Bel- 
mont avenues,  to  east  line  of  Belmont  avenue,  one  hundred  and  ninety-three 
and  six-tenths  (193.6)  feet  south  of  the  intersection  of  the  A«est  line  of 
Belmont  avenue  and  south  line  of  Clark  street ;  thence  across  Belmont 
avenue  one  hundred  seventy  and  three-tenths  (170.3)  feet  to  the  end  of 
said  three  (3)  degree  curve;  thence  south  fifty-four  (54)  degrees,  thirty 
(30)  minutes  east  on  a  line  tangent  to  said  three  (3)  degree  curve,  across 
alley,  to  the  west  line  of  Reynolds  avenue,  one  hundred  and  forty-two  and 
five-tenths  (142*5)  feet  north  of  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of 
Eleventh  street  and  west  line  of  Reynolds  avenue ;  thence  with  said  tangent 
across  Reynolds  avenue  and  the  alley  between  R.eynolds  and  Elder  avenues

in  the  east  line  of  Blake  street,  three  hundred  one  (301)  feet  north  from 
the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  Market  and  east  line  of  Blake  streets ; 
thence  with  said  three  (3)  degree  curve  across  an  east  and  west  alley, 
and  north  and  south  alley,  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Douglas  street  two 
hundred  seven  (207)  feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  the  west  line  of 
Douglas  street  and  the  north  line  of  Market  street;  thence  across  Douglas 
street  and  a  north  and  south  alley  with  said  three  (3)  degree  curve  to  a 
point  in  the  west  line  of  Geisendorf  street,  one  hundred  thirty-three  (133) 
feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  Market  street  and  the 
west  line  of  Geisendorf  street;  thence  across  Geisendorf  street,  one  hun- 
dred sixty-one  (161)  feet  to  the  end  of  said  three  (3)  degree  curve;  thence 
south  seventy-four  (74)  degrees,  fifty-two  (52)  minutes  east  on  a  line  tan- 
gent to  said  three  (3)  degree  curve,  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  (292) 
feet  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Blackford  street,  fifteen  (15)  feet  north

twenty  (20)  feet  south  from,  the  north  line  of  said  Market  street,  across 
Blackford  street,  the  first  alley  east  of  Blackford  street,  California  street, 
the  first  alley  east  of  California  street,  West  street,  the  first  alley  east  of 
West  street,  and  Missouri  street,  and  in  said  Market  street  to  a  point 
thirty  (30)   feet  west  of  the  first  alley  east  of  Missouri  street.     Also  two

and  two-tenths  (142.2)  feet  to  a  point  about  twenty-six  (26)   feet  west  of 
the  end  of  the  one  degree  curve  of  the  said  two  main  tracks ;  thence  on  a 
line  nearly  parallel  to  and  south  of  the  main  line  heretofore  described, 
across  an  east  and  west  alley  to  a  point  in  the  north  line  of  New  York 
street  four  hundred  eighty-nine  (489)  feet  east  from  the  intersection  of  the 
east  line  of  Hanson  avenue  and  the  north  line  of  New  York  street ;  thence 
continuing  on  a  straight  line  across  New  York  street  to  a  point  in  the  west 
line  of  Sanborn  street  three  and  five-tenths  (3.5)  feet  south  from  the  inter- 
section of  the  south  line  of  New  York  street  and  west  line  of  Sanborn 
street;  thence  with  said  straight  line  across  Sanborn  street,  and  across  an 
east  and  west  alley,  to  a  point  in  the  north  line  of  Owosso  avenue,  a  dis- 
tance of  two  hundred  (200)  feet  east  from  the  intersection  of  the  east  line 
of  Sanborn  street  and  north  line  of  Owosso  avenue ;  thence  to  a  point  in  the 
west  line  of  Wabash  street,  twenty-three  (23)  feet  west  of  the  intersection 
of  west  line  of  Blake  street  and  north  line  of  Wabash  street ;  thence  follow- 
ing underneath  the  line  of  the  two   (2)   main  tracks  heretofore  described 
(said  two   (2)   main  tracks  to  be  elevated  as  hereinafter  provided)    from 
the  north  side  of  Wabash  street  to  the  east  line  of  Blackford  street.     Also 
beginning  and  running  with  four  tracks  from  a  point  in  the  east  line  of 
Blackford  street  about  sixty-four  (64)   feet  south  from  the  intersection  of 
the  east  line  of  Blackford  street  with  the  south  line  of  Market  street ;  run- 
ning thence  in  a  westerly    direction    on    a    tangent    across    Blackford  and 
Market  streets  to  the  beginning  of  a  curve  to  the   south  or  left,  with  a 
radius  of  eight* hundred  seventy-two    (872)    feet,  which  point  of  curve  is 
three  hundred  and  eighty-two  (382)  feet  west  from  the  west  line  of  Black- 
ford street;  thence  with  said  curve,  with  a  radius  of  eight  hundred  seventy- 
two   (872)   feet  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  Geisendorf  street  one  hundred 
twenty-one   (121)   feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Geisen- 
dorf streets ;  thence  with  said  curve,  crossing  a  north  and  south  alley  to  a 
point  in  the  center  of  Douglas  street  one  hundred  thirty-two    (132)    feet 
north  from  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Douglas  streets ;  thence  with 
said  curve,  crossing  a  north  and  south  alley  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  Blake 
street,  ninety-eight   (98)    feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  Market  and 
Blake  streets ;  thence  on  said  curve  with  a  radius  of  eight  hundred  seventy- 
two  (872)  feet  to  the  end  of  said  curve,  a  distance  of  three  hundred  three 
(303)    feet  from  the  center  of  Blake  street,  measured  alone:  said  curve; 
thence  with  the  tangent  to  said  curve  four  hundred   (400)   feet  to  the  be 
ginning  of  a  curve  to  the  south  or  left,  with  a  radius  of  six  hundred  sixty- 
seven  (667)  feet;  thence  with  said  curve  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  Wash- 
ington street,  three  hundred  ninety-three   (393)    feet  west  from  the  inter- 
section of  Washington  street  and  Perry  avenue ;  thence  with  said  curve  to  a 
point  in  the  west  line  of  Plum  street,  four  (4)  feet  south  from  the  inter- 
section of  the  south  line  of  Washington  street  with  the  west  line  of  Plum 
street;   thence  with  said  curve,  crossing  an  east  and  west  alley  between 
Washington  and  Maryland  streets  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  Maryland 
street,  eighty-two  (82)  feet  west  of  the  intersection  of  Maryland  and  Plum 
streets ;  thence  with  said  curve  across  Maryland  street.     Also  a  north  con- 
necting track  with  the  track,  or  tracks,  (commonly  known  as  the  Belt  Rail- 
road) of  The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  starting  at  a  point  in 
the  west  line  of  Elder  avenue,  a  distance  of  five  hundred  forty-nine  (549) 
feet  from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  Tenth  street  and  west  line 
of  Elder  avenue,  following  a  six  (6)  degree  curve  to  the  left  from  the  main 
line  across  Elder  avenue,  and  a  north  and  south  alley,  between  Miley  and 
Elder  avenues  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Miley  avenue,  a  distance  of 
three-  hundred   thirty-five    (335)    feet  north   from   the   intersection   of  the 
north  line  of  Tenth  street  and  west  line  of  Milev  avenue ;  thence  with  said 
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six  (6)  degree  curve  across  Miley  avenue,  and  a  north  and  south  alley,  be- 
tween Miley  avenue  and  Cable  street,  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Cable 
street,  a  distance  of  two  hundred  seventy  (270)  feet  from  the  intersection 
of  the  north  line  of  Tenth  street  and  the  west  line  of  Cable  street;  thence 
with  said  six  (6)  degree  curve  across  Cable  street  and  in  Torbett  street,  a 
distance  of  two  hundred  twelve  and  five-tenths  (212.5)  feet  to  a  point  in 
the  north  line  of  Torbett  street,  one  hundred  fifty-five  (155)  feet  east  from 
the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Cable  street  and  the  north  line  of  Tor- 
bett street;  thence  with  said  six  (6)  degree  curve,  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
(115)  feet  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  a  fifty  (50)  foot  street  with  no 
n'ame,  thirty  (30)  feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of 
Torbett  street  and  west  line  of  said  fifty  (50)  foot  street;  thence  with  said 
six  (6)  degree  curve  across  said  fifty  (50)  foot  street  and  an  alley  to  a 
point  on  the  Belt  Railroad  to  the  end  of  said  six  (6)  degree  curve.  Also 
a  south  connecting  track  with  the  track, .or  tracks,  (commonly  known  as 
the  Belt  Railroad)  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  starting  at 
a  point  in  the  east  line  of  Miley  avenue  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  feet  north 
from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  Tenth  street  and  east  line  of 
Miley  avenue;  thence  with  a  ten  (10)  degree  curve  to  the  right,  crossing  an 
east  and  west  alley,  between  Tenth  and  Eleventh  streets  and  a  north  and 
south  alley  between  Miley  avenue  and  Cable  street,  to  a  point  in  the  west 
line  of  Cable  street  five  (5)  feet  north  from  the  intersection  of  the  north  line 
of  Tenth  and  the  west  line  of  Cable  street;  thence  with  said  ten  (10)  de- 
gree curve  across  Tenth  street  to  a  point  in  the  south  line  of  Tenth  street, 
thirty  (30)  feet  west  from  the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Cable  street- 
produced,  to  the  south  line  of  Tenth  street;  thence  with  said  ten  (10)  de- 
gree curve  to  a  point  on  said  Belt  Railroad.  The  general  route  of  said 
Railway  shall  be  substantially  as  herein  above  provided  but,  as -the  necessi- 
ties of  the  case  may  require,  in  the  work  of  construction,  or  subsequent  re- 
No  substantial  construction  or  renewal,  of  any  of  the  work,  the  precise  points,  distances, 
variation-  curves  and  angles  hereinabove  shown  may  be  varied  from ;   provided  no 

such  variation  shall  depart  substantially  from  the  general  plan  and  route 
as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  such  variation  be  such  as  to  cross  any  other 
street  or  alley,  or  as  to  cross  any  street  or  alley  between  other  streets,  than 
as  hereinabove  shown. 

Provided,  hozvever,  That  the  right  of  said  Railway  Company  to  construe), 
maintain  and  operate  said  railway  in  said  City,  as  aforesaid,  is  granted  and 
held  upon  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  following,  to-wit : 

I.     All  tracks  of  said  Railway  Company — excepting  only  two  (2)  tracks 
to  descend  from  the  elevation  so  as  to  cross  Wabash  street  and  Blake  street 
Elevated  a*-  grade  of  Blake  street  and  continuing  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  to 

tracks.  the  weset  line  of    West  street,  and  intended  for  the  carriage  of  freight  to 

and  from  the  elevation  to  the  surface  of  the  ground  (elsewhere  hereinafter 
called  the  freight  tracks)  ;  and  excepting  tracks  north  and  west  of  Michi- 
gan street  (to  be  elevated  in  the  future  as  hereinafter  provided) — shall  be 
elevated,  with  steel  structures,  or  steel  bridges,  at  street  and  alley  crossings, 
all  as  follows : 

Michigan  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  abut- 
ments on  the  street  lines  and  supporting  columns  on  the  curb  lines,  giving 
a  clear  span  from  curb  to  curb,  and  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  four- 
teen (14)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Hanson  avenue  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  abut- 
ments on  the  street  lines,  giving  a  clear  span  across  the  street,  and  with  a 
clearance  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  feet  beneath  the  bridge.  Holborn 
street  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be  crossed  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  712.5  city  datum. 

Vermont  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  abut- 
ments on  the  street  lines,  and  supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines,  giving 
a  clear  span  between  the  curbs  and  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  four- 
teen  (14)   feet  beneath  the  bridge.     An  east  and  west  alley  between  New 
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York  and  Vermont  streets  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be 
crossed  at  an  elevation  of  not  to  exceed  718.6  city  datum. 

New  York  street  will  be  crossed  by  overhead  steel  bridge,  or  bridges, 
with  abutments  at  the  street  lines,  and  supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines, 
giving  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs,  and  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than 
fourteen  (14)  feet  and  six  inches  beneath  the  bridge,  or  bridges. 

Sanborn  street  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be  crossed  at 
an  elevation  of  about  710.4  city  datum.  An  east  and  west  alley  between 
Sanborn  street  and  Owosso  avenue  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided) 
will  be  crossed  at  an  elevation  of  about  708.8  city  datum. 

From  the  west  side  of  Blake  street  to  a  point  thirty  (30)  feet  west  of  the 
first  alley  east  of  Missouri  street  all  tracks  (excepting  only  said  freight 
tracks)  shall  be  upon  elevated  steel  structure,  or  structures,  with  street  and 
alley  crossings  as  follows : 

At  Wabash  and  Blake  streets  there  shall  be  supporting  columns  at  curb 
lines,  with  clear  spans  from  curb  to  curb,  and  a  clearance  of  not  less  than 
eighteen  (18)  feet  beneath  the  bridge  or  bridges. 

The  north  and  south  alley,  and  the  east  and  west  alley  between  Blake  and 
Douglas  streets  will  be  crossed  by  overhead  steel  bridge,  or  bridges,  with 
clear  spans  across  said  alleys,  giving  a  clearance  beneath  the  bridge,  or 
bridges,  of  about  eighteen  (18)  feet  above  the  rails  of  said  two  (2)  freight 
tracks. 

Douglas  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  giving  a  clearance  beneath  the  bridge  of  about 
eighteen  (18)  feet  above  the  rails  of  said  two  (2)  freight  tracks. 

The  north  and  south  alley  between  Douglas  and  Geisendorf  streets  will 
be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear  span  across  said  alley, 
having  a  clearance  of  about  eighteen  (18)  feet  beneath  the  bridge  above  the 
rails  of  said  two  (2)  freight  tracks. 

Geisendorf  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a 
clear  span  across  the  street,  giving  a  clearance  beneath  the  bridge  above  the 
rails  of  said  freight  tracks  of  about  eighteen  (18)  feet. 

Blackford  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  sup- 
porting columns  at  the  curb  lines,  having  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs, 
with  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-one  and  one-half  (21  J)  feet  beneath  the 
bridge  to  the  top  of  the  rails  of  said  freight  tracks.  A  north  and  south 
alley  between  Blackford  and  California  streets  (to  be  vacated  as  herein- 
after provided)  will  be  crossed  at  an  elevation  of  about  731.3  city  datum. 
California  street  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be  crossed  at 
an  elevation  of  about  731.3  city  datum.  A  north  and  south  alley  between 
California  and  West  streets  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be 
crossed  at  an  elevation  of  731.3  city  datum. 

West  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  or  bridges,  with 
supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines,  with  a  clear  span,  or  spans,  between 
the  curbs,  and  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-one  and  one-half  (21])  feet  be- 
neath the  bridge,  or  bridges.  A  north  and  south  alley  between  West  and 
Missouri  streets  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  will  be  crossed  at 
an  elevation  of  731.3  city  datum. 

Missouri  street  will  be  crossed  by  overhead  steel  bridge,  or  bridges,  hav- 
ing supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines,  with  clear  span,  or  spans,  between 
the  curbs,  and  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  twenty-one  and  one-half  (21^-) 
feet  beneath  the  bridge,  or  bridges,  and  the  top  of  the  rails  of  the  railroad 
track  now  on  said  street. 

All  tracks  on,  or  in,  Market  street,  (unless  herein  otherwise  provided), 
will,  be  upon  elevated  steel  structure  or  structures,  as  aforesaid,  ex- 
tending along  the  line  of  the  route  from  west  to  east  in  said 
street,  and  between  the  south  line  of  said  street  and  the  afore- 
said line  for  a  curb  on  the  north  side  of  said  street,  the  columns  in 
said  street  supporting  the  same  to  be  along  a  line  parallel  with  and  ten 
(10)  feet  north  of  the  south  line  of  said  street  and  along  said  line  for  a 
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curb  on  the  north  side,  as  aforesaid,  and  along  a  line  parallel,  as  near  as  may 
be,  and  midway  between  said  line  ten  (10)  feet  from  the  south  line  of  said 
street  and  said  line  for  a  curb  on  the  north  side  of  said  street ;  none  of  said 
columns  to  be  nearer  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  apart  from  east  to  west, 
and  at  the  crossings  of  West  street  and  Missouri  street  there  shall  be  a 
clear  span  from  curb  to  curb  across  the  street,  and  the  clearance  underneath 
all  of  said  structure  on  Market  street  to  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  and 
one-half  (21  J)  feet;  Provided  further,  That  in  consideration  of  the  right  to 
occupy  said  Market  street  with  elevated  structure,  or  structures,  as  afore- 
said, said  Railway  Company  shall,  and  agrees  to,  when  it  shall  have  com- 
pleted said  construction  on  said  street,  at  its  own  expense,  improve  the  then 
unimproved  portion,  of  said  street  underneath  said  elevated  structure  with 
brick,  or  with  like  material  then  in  use  on  the  improved  part  of  that  part 
of  said  Market  street,  between  the  curbs  (to  be  twenty  (20)  feet  from  the 
property  line  on  the  north  side  and  ten  (10)  feet  from  the  property  line  on 
the  south  side  of  said  street)  from  the  west  line  of  Senate  avenue  westerly 
to  the  east  line  of  West  street ;  with  the  necessary  inlets  and  catch  basins ; 
said  improvement  of  said  street  to  be  made  when,  and  as  required,  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City,  and  to  conform  to  the  reasonable  re- 
quirements of  said  Board. 

On  the  said  line  running  in  a  westerly  and  southerly  direction  from  the 
east  side  of  Blackford  street  to  the  south  line  of  Maryland  street  all  tracks 
shall  be  elevated  on  steel  bridges  at  street  and  alley  crossings  as  follows  : 

Blackford  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  sup- 
porting columns  at  the  curb  lines,  having  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs, 
with  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-two  (22)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Geisendorf  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  and  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-six  (26)  feet  or 
more  beneath  the  bridge. 

A  north  and  south  alley  between  Geisendorf  street  and  Douglas  street 
will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  having  a  clear  span  across  the 
alley,  with  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-five  (25)  feet  or  more  beneath  the 
bridge. 

Douglas  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  and  a  clearance  of  about  twenty-four  (24)  feet  or 
more  beneath  the  bridge. 

A  north  and  south  alley  bewteen  Douglas  "street  and  Blake  street  will  be 
crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge  having  a  clear  span  across  the  alley, 
with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Blake  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  supporting 
columns  at  curb  lines,  having  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs,  with  a  clear- 
ance of  not  less  than  about  eighteen  (18)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Washington  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  having 
supporting  columns  at  the  curb  lines,  with  a  clear  span  between  the  curbs, 
and  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Plum  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  having  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet 
beneath  the  bridge. 

An  east  and  west  alley  between  Washington  street  and  Maryland  street 
will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge  having  a  clear  span  across  the 
alley,  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  beneath  the  bridge. 

Maryland  street  will  be  crossed  by  an  overhead  steel  bridge,  with  a  clear 
span  across  the  street,  at  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  be- 
neath the  bridge. 

It  is  expressly  agreed  that  all  overhead  iron  bridges  at  crossings  of 
streets  between  the  property  lines  on  either  side,  and  the  full  width  of  the 
bridges;  and  also  the  said  overhead  structure  on  Market  street  covering 
the  space  extending  ten  (10)  feet  from  the  south  line  of  said  street,  shall 
be  fully  covered  by  good  and  sufficient  flooring  to  the  approval  of  the  City 
Engineer  of  said  City  and  there  shall  also  be  likewise  covered  with  such 
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flooring  if,  and  when  and  as,  required  by  written  order  of  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  the  remainder  of  said  structure  in  Market  street. 

Said  two  (2)  freight  tracks  crossing  Wabash  and  Blake  streets  at  the  Freight 
grade  of  Blake  street  and  continuing  in  an  easterly  direction  will  be  a  grade  tracks. 
crossing  over  the  first  alley  east  of  Blake  street  at  an  elevation  requiring 
the  present  grade  to  be  raised  to  an  elevation  of  706  city  datum ;  and  will 
cross  Douglas  street  with  an  elevated  steel  structure  with  a  clear  span 
crossing  the  street,  and  a  clearance  underneath  the  structure  of  about  eight 
and  three-tenths  (8.3)  feet;  and  will  cross  the  first  north  and  south  alley 
east  of  Douglas  street  on  an  elevated  steel  structure,  with  a  clear  span 
across  the  alley,  having  a  clearance  of  about  eight  and  a  half  (8J-)  feet  be- 
neath the  structure ;  and  will  cross  Geisendorf  street  on  an  elevated  steel 
structure,  with  a  clear  span  across  the  street,  having  a  clearance  of  about 
nine  and  two-tenths  (9.2)  feet  underneath  the  structure;  and  will  cross 
Blackford  street  at  grade  crossing  requiring  the  present  grade  of  the  street 
to  be  raised  to  an  elevation  of  706  city  datum;  and  said  freight  tracks 
thence  continuing  to  the  west  side  of  West  street  with  one  of  them  run- 
ning from  the  southwest  corner  of  California  and  Market  streets  along  and 
on  the  south  side  of  Market  street,  within  ten  (10)  feet  from  said  south 
line,  to  the  west  side  of  West  street. 

2.     All   crossings   of  tracks   of   said   Railway   Company   over   or   across  Q.ra(je  erosg 
streets  and  alleys  from  the  western  corporation  line  of  said  City  to  Walnut  ings. 
street  (they  to  be  elevated  in  the  future  as  hereinafter  provided)   shall  be 
grade  crossings,  the  present  grade,  where  required,  to  be  so  changed  as  to 
make  the  elevations,  city  datum,  as  hereinafter  shown : 

The  first  north  and  south  alley  east  of  the  corporation  line  of  said  City 
from  the  point  of  beginning  of  said  route  to  be  a  grade  crossing  requiring 
the  present  grade  to  be  raised  to  an  elevation  of  713.8. 

Tremont  street  requiring  present  grade  to  be  raised  to  an  elevation  of 
712.95 ;  the  north  and  south  alley  between  Tremont  and  Bismark  avenue 
requiring  present  grade  to  be  raised  to  an  elevation  of  710.7;  Bismark 
avenue  at  grade  at  present  elevation  of  711. 10;  Clark  street  requiring  the 
lowering  of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of  710.15  at  the  intersection 
of  the  railway  with  the  center  of  the  street ;  Sheffield  avenue  requiring  the 
lowering  of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of  709.15 ;  the  north  and  south 
alley  between  Sheffield  avenue  and  Belmont  avenue  requiring  the  raising 
of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of  708.5 ;  Belmont  avenue  requiring  the 
raising  of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of  707.15;  a  north  and  south 
alley  between  Belmont  and  Reynolds  avenues  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter 
provided)  requiring  the  raising  of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of 
706.4;  Reynolds  avenue  requiring  the  raising  of  the  present  grade  to  an 
elevation  of  about  704.9;  a  north  and  south  alley  between  Reynolds  avenue 
and  Eleventh  street  (to  be  vacated  as  hereinafter  provided)  requiring  the 
raising  of  the  present  grade  to  an  elevation  of  704.2;  Eleventh  street  re- 
quiring the  raising  of  the  present  street  grade  to  an  elevation  of  703.65 ;  an 
east  and  west  alley  between  Eleventh  street  and  Elder  avenue  (to  be  va- 
cated as  hereinafter  provided)  requiring  the  present  grade  to  be  raised  to 
an  elevation  of  703.2;  Elder  avenue  requiring  the  raising"  of  the  present 
grade  to  an  elevation  of  702.9 ;  the  north  and  south  alley  between  Elder 
avenue  and  Miley  avenue  requiring  the  raising  of  the  present  grade  to  an

All  approaches  are  to  be 
built  on  each  side  of  the  Railway  with  gradients  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  feet 
in  one  hundred  (100)  feet.  All  crossings  of  streets  and  alleys  by  said 
north  connecting  track,  and   south  connecting  track,  with  said  track,  or

ordinance  duly  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  or  otherwise,  in  the  carrying 
out  of  any  general  system  of  railway  track  elevation  in  said  City,  by  which 
plan  the  track  or  tracks  (commonly  known  as  the  Belt  Railroad)  now  used  by 
the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  and  any  other  railroads  connect- 
ing therewith,  shall  be  changed  from  present  grade,  the  Railway  Company, 
party  hereto  of  the  second  part,  shall  be  required  to  elevate  any  of  the

visions of  such  requirements ;  and  all  at  the  expense  of  said  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  without  any  charge,  cost,  or  expense  to  said  City.  Should  said 
Railway  Company  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  any  such  require-

of,  express  companies,  and  not  for  the  carriage  of  freight ;  and  further 
agree  that  the  half  block,  or  half  square,  of  ground  bounded  by  Senate 
avenue,  Market  street,  Court  street  and  the  first  alley  west  of  Senate 
avenue,  shall  not  be  used  for  tracks  of  any  description  by  said  Railway 
Company,  or  its  assigns,  and  shall  be  used  by  it,  or  them,  only  for  a  build- 
ing for  a  passenger  station,  or  for  building,  or  buildings,  for  passenger 
station,  offices,  stores,  shops,  or  some  such  or  other  like  purposes,  and  ex- 
pressly and  especially  agree  that  no  track,  or  tracks,  of  said  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  be  at,  or  extend  to,  a  point  nearer  the  State  House,  or  State 
Capitol,  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  than  thirty  (30)  feet  west  of  the  first  alley 
west  of  Senate  avenue.

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The  first  east  and  west  alley  south  of  Eleventh  street  between  Reynolds 
and  Elder  avenues  shall  be  vacated. 

Holborn  street  shall  be  vacated  from  a  point  one  hundred  eighty-five 
(185)  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  Hanson  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred 
and  fifteen  (315)  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  Hanson  avenue. 

The  east  and  west  alley  between  Vermont  and  New  York  streets  shall  be 
vacated  from  the  Mill  Race  property  in  a  westerly  direction  to  the  east  line 
of  the  first  north  and  south  alley.

6.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  permit  the  use  of  its  track,  or  tracks,  by  Use  of  tracks 
any  duly  incorporated  railroad  using  the  same  motive  power  as  then  being  'by  other  roads 
used  by  the  said  Railway  Company,  and  engaged  as  a  common  carrier  for 
hire,  from  or  near  the  corporate  limits,  or  from  any  connecting  point  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  City ;  Provided,  That  the  trains  of  said  Railway 
Company,  party  hereto  of  the  second  part,  shall  have  precedence  over  trains 
of  the  same  grade  of  other  railroads,  and  that  the  compensation  to  the  said

11.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  any  re-  Crossing  of 
quirements  of  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  permit  the  crossing  of  its  rigntot'-way- 
right-of-way,   through,   under,   or   over,  by  any  viaduct ;   or   the   passage, 

through,  or  under  its  right-of-way,  of  any  sewer,  tunnel,  or. subway,  that 
may  be  authorized  to  be  constructed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  as 
shall  not  interfere  with  traffic  of  said  Railway  Company;  Provided,  That 
said  Railway  Company,  upon  not  less  than  ten  (10)  davs  previous,  written 
notice  from  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  provide  and  construct  all 
supports  or  other  structures  necessary  to  maintain  and  protect  its  said 
tracks  during  the  progress  of  such  work  and  failing  so  to  do  shall  bear  and 
pay  all  additional  expense  necesssarily  incurred  by  said  City  in  providing 
the  support,  protection  or  maintenance  of  the  tracks  made  necessary  by  the 
work  so  ordered  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

12.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  construct  and  continually  keep  in  good 
repair  through  and  along  its  grade  and  tracks  as  aforesaid  at  such  points 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  Engineer  under  written  orders  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Works,  sufficient  culverts,  ditches,  drains  and  sewers 
to  permit  the  free  discharge  of  water  under  its  said  grade  and  track,  or 
tracks,  and  along  and  over  the  streets  and  alleys  aforesaid. 

13.  All  acts  and  things  required  to  be  done  by  said  Railway  Company  Bonds  secures 
with  reference  to  said  streets  and  alleys  and  public  places,  or  the  crossings  requirement 
thereof,  and  the  approaches  thereto,  or  the  construction  and  maintenance  alleys,  cul-  ' 
of  culverts  and  drains,  shall  be  done  promptly  after  the  construction  of  said  verts,  etc., 
grade  and  tracks  along,  across  or  over  said  streets,  alleys  and  public  places  with  damages, 
as  aforesaid;  and  in  case  said  Company  shall  fail  to  perform  said  acts  and 

things  required  to  be  done,  and  to  keep  the  same  properly  improved  and 
repaired  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Engineer,  or  said  Board  of  Public 
Works,  said  City  may  perform  such  work  and  collect  the  cost  thereof  with 
twenty  per  cent.  (20%)  damages  in  addition  thereto  by  suit  against  said 
Company  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  and  the  bond  heretofore 
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required  of  said  Railway  Company  shall  also  be  conditioned  to  cause  said 
surety  to  become  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  judgment  rendered  in  such 
proceeding.  In  the  event  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  by  proper  reso- 
lution, decree  the  improvement  of  any  street,  alley  or  public  ground  crossed 
by  said  railway  at  grades,  said  Railway  Company  shall  pay  its  proportionate 
share  of  the  cost  thereof  as  may  be  adjudged  by  said  Board. 

14.  After  the  construction  of  that  part  of  said  railway  which  shall  be 
elevated  above  the  streets  or  alleys,  in  accordance  with  this  contract,  the 
Railway  Company  shall  be  under  no  obligations  to  construct,  improve  or 
repair  the  streets  or  alleys  which  its  tracks  shall  not  at  grade  occupy, 
traverse,  or  cross,  nor  shall  the  Railway  Company  be  required  to  construct 
or  repair  culverts,  ditches,  drains  or  sewers  in,  or  under,  streets  or  alleys 
the  drainage  of  which  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  construction,  maintenance 
or  operation  of  the  tracks  of  the  railway  in  or  upon  the  same ;  Provided, 
That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  release  said  Railway 
Company  from  the  payment  of  any  benefits  that  may  be  assessed  against  it 
as  an  abutting  property  owner. 

15.  Permission  and  authority  are  hereby  given  to  said  Railway  Com- 
pany, whenever  the  same  shall  be  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
it  is  herein  authorized  or  required  to  perform,  to  obstruct  temporarily  any 
public  street,  avenue  or  alley  to  such  extent,  and  for  such  length  of  time, 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  it  is  also  here- 
by authorized,  whenever  the  same  shall  become  necessary,  to  erect  and 
maintain  temporary  structures  and  false  work  in  any  of  said  streets  and 
alleys  during  the  construction  of  its  said  elevated  railway,  subject  to  like 
approval  of  the  said  Board. 

16.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  provide  and  maintain  flagmen,  or  erect 
and  maintain  safety  gates,  or  such  other  approved  protections,  at  such  alley 
and  street  grade  crossings  as  may  be  ordered  or  directed  by  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  in  writing  at  any  time,  or  from  time  to  time. 

17.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  not  permit  any  car  or  locomotives  to 
stand  at  the  crossings  of  any  street  or  alley  crossing  said  right-of-way  so 
as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  teams,  vehicles  or  persons  over  said  right 
of-way,  or  to  cause  danger,  or  inconvenience,  and  said  Railway  Company 
shall  in  all  cases  cause  the  engine  bell  to  ring  as  its  locomotives  and  trains 
are  moving  along  said  tracks,  and  said  Railway  Company  shall  not  run  any 
locomotives  or  cars  along  its  said  tracks  at  a  faster  rate  than  allowed  by 
the  general  ordinance  of  said  City  under  the  penalties  therein  prescribed. 

18.  When  said  Railway  shall  have  been  constructed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  agreement  from  time  to  time,  as  soon  as  the  same 
shall  be  ready  for  use,  then,  and  thereupon,  all  ordinances  of  said  City  re- 
lating to  the  speed  of  railway  trains,  length  of  trains,  and  number  of  cars

the  City  of  any  of  its  police  powers,  or  of  the  right  at  any  time  hereafter  to 
pass  necessary  and  reasonable  police  ordinances  in  relation  to  any  of  the 
matters  contained  in  this  contract. 

19.  In  case  said  Railway  Company  shall  fail  within  six  (6)  years  to  suf- 
ficiently construct  said  road  as  to  have  trains  regularly  running  and  in 
operation  from  either  the  City  of  Bloomington  in  Monroe  County,  Indiana, 
or  the  City  of  Logansport  in  Cass  County,  Indiana,  over  the  line  aforesaid 
and  the  line  of  the  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Evansville  Railroad  Company 
to  within  said  City,  all  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  said  Railway 
Company  may  be  forfeited,  and  said  City  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  the

Whereas,  heretofore,   to-zvit:     On   the   nth  day  of   April,    1906, 

filed  his  petition  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 

City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows : 

PETITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : 

Now,  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  nth  day  of 
April,  1906,  by  and  between  Hetherington  and  Berner  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party 
of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right-of-way  for  a  side-track  or  switch  from  the  southeast  side  of  Ken- 
tucky avenue,  across  the  said  avenue,  to  the  Vincennes  Main  Line  of  the 
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I.  &  V.  division  of  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  R.  R.  Co.,  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows : 

The  party  of  the  first  part,  having  by  purchase  acquired  a  factory  site 
fronting  about  450  feet  upon  the  southeast  side  of  Kentucky  avenue,  desires 
to  lay  within  its  own  premises  certain  tracks  to  be  used  in  the  conduct  of 
its  manufacturing  business  for  the  purposes  of  receiving  material  and 
sending  out  finished  manufactures.  It  will  be  necessary  that  these  tracks, 
within  the  said  premises,  have  connection  with  the  railroad  across  the 
street  and  it  is  for  such  connection  that  this  petition  is  filed ;  hereby  cov- 
enants and  fully  binds  himself,  his  successors,  legal  representatives  and 
assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority 
herein  given,  he  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit : 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe  for 
persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject 
to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grades  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision  and 
to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered  to 
conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  estab- 
lished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  made 
to  conform  in  alj  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board,  for  the  eleva- 
tion or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  , 

shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from 
obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to 
obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  ab- 
solutely necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no 
time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public 
travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's  fail- 
ure so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to  promptly 
pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby 
releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such 
removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said 
Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a  tresspasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  tracks  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall  be  or 
become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any 
way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge), 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly  repair  or 
remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of  ten  (10) 
days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
the)  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and  cost  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims  for 
damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said  track, 
and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account  be  rendered 
against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses 
that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of- the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract;  Provided,  hoiv- 
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ever,  That  the  same  may  be  terminated  bv  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth.  , 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled,  "An  act  concern- 
ing municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  consideration 
of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and  provisions 
stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  the  first  part 
the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  an  additional  side- 
track or  switch  across  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 

all  as  shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  riled  herewith  and  for  greater 
certainty  marked  "Exhibit  A." 

In  Witness  Whereof,  We  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  this  10th  day  of

Gentlemen  : 

Now,  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  16th  day  of

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Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the  first  part, 
and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works, 
party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right-of-way  for  a  side-track  or  switch  from  south  side  of  Eugene  street 
at  the  Canal  north  across  said  street,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is 
more  specifically  described  .as  follows  :

shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstruc- 
tions or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time 
stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  "the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification,  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall  be  or 
become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any 
way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge), 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly  repair  or 
remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of  ten  (10) 
days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and  cost  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable.

to  a  point  on  the  south  line  of  same  12  feet  more  or  less  west  of  the  west 
line  of  Eddy  street,  being  a  total  length  of  178  feet  more  or  less.  All  as 
shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  made  a  part  hereof,  filed  herewith 
and  marked  "Ex.  A.,"  hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his  suc- 
cessors, legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the 
grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay,  construct, 
and  maintain  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set 
forth,  to-wit : 

(1)  They  shall  be~so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe  for 
persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject 
to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

(2)  Said  tracks  and  switches  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision  and 
to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  tracks  shall  be  raised  or  lowered  to 
conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  tune,  be  hereafter  estab- 
lished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  made 
to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board,  for  the  eleva- 
tion or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  tracks  intersects  Henry  street  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or 
defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such 
crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped 
or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  tracks,  and  upon  said  party's 
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failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (io)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  tracks  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a  trespasser.

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  a  communication  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

On  examination  I  find  that  the  appropriation  for  fuel  at  the  City  Hos- 
pital for  the  year  1905  was  $8,000.00,  of  which  sum  $7,987.64  was  expended, 
adding  to  this  sum  the  amount  of  the  1905  fuel  bill  unprovided  for, 
$1,530.73,  makes  a  total  cost  of  fuel  for  1905  of  $9,518.37.  The  appropria- 
tion for  the  year  1906  is  $6,000.00,  which  sum  compared  with  the  1905  fig- 
ures is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands. 

I  have  prepared  and  recommend  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  appropriat- 
ing the  additional  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  such  fuel  fund.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  been  requested  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  ask  that 
you  get  a  special  appropriation  to  pay  for  the  outstanding  coal  bills  of  the 
City  Hospital  and  also  to  carry  us  to  the  end  of  the  year.  This  fund  has 
been  exhausted  because  of  the  coal  bill  left  us  by  the  previous  administra- 
tion which  amounted  to  $1,530.73  and  also  on  account  of  the  poor  condi- 
tion of  the  boilers  which  requires  double  the  quantity  of  coal  that  is  neces- 
sary. 

Owing  to  the  strike,  we  have  been  compelled  to  pay  $3.98  per  ton  as 
against  $2.25  when  we  came  into  office.  We  have  not,  as  yet,  succeeded  in 
getting  a  lower  bid  on  coal. 

Dr.  Jobes,  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital,  estimates  that  it  will  re- 
quire about  $5,000.00  to  pay  the  outstanding  bills  and  carry'us  to  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Kindly  recommend  this  appropriation,  at  your  earliest  convenience.

By  Board  of  Public  Works: 

General  Ordinance  No.  29 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  ratifying,  confirming 
and  approving  the  certain  contract,  made  and  entered  into  on  the  21st  day 
of  May,  1906,  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  Indianapolis  Sani- 
tary Company,  for  the  collection,  delivery  and  disposal  of  garbage  and 
dead  animals,  and  for  the  disposal  of  night  soil,  and  fixing  the  time  when 
the  same  shall  take  effect  and  remain  in  force. 

Whereas,  heretofore,  to-tvit:  On  the  21st  day  of  May,  1906,  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered  into  the 
following  contract  and  agreement  with  the  Indianapolis  Sanitary  Company, 
a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  to-wit : 

This  Agreement,  Made  and  entered  into  this  21st  day  of  May,  1906,  by 
and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  by  and 
through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Indian- 
apolis Sanitary  Company,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  entitled,  "An  act  concerning  municipal  corporations,"  approved 
March  6,  1905,  does  hereby  agree  to  pay  to  the  said  Indianapolis  Sanitary 
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Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of  fifty-two  thousand  dollars 
($52,000)  per  annum,  for  a  term  of  five  (5)  years  from  and  after  the  26th 
day  of  May,  1907,  payable  in  equal  quarterly  installments  of  $13,000,  on  the 
first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  during  said 
five  years,  as  full  payment  for  the  collection,  delivery  and  disposal  of  all 
garbage  and  dead  animals  accumulating  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  as  the  same  shall  be  defined  and  exist  on  the  26th  day 
of  May,  1907,  and  the  disposal  of  night  soil,  in  all  respects  as  defined  in 
the  Specifications  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  on  the  2d  day  of  May,  1906,  under  which  the  bid  of  the  party 
of  the  second  was  submitted  and  accepted,  which  Specifications  and  gen- 
eral stipulations  are  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  contract,  and  which  read 
as  follows  : 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

1.  The  contractor  shall  collect,  remove  and  dispose  of  all  garbage  and 
dead  animals,  as  defined  in  these  specifications,  accumulating  within  the 
present  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  in  any  extensions 
thereof. 

2.  The  word  "garbage,"  wherever  used  herein,  shall  be  taken  to  mean 
all  organic  household  waste,  offal,  animal  and  vegetable  matter,  such  as  has 
been  prepared  for  or  intended  to  be  used  as  food,  or  shall  have  arisen  in 
the  preparation  of  food.  The  contract  shall  also  be  construed  to  mean  that 
the  contractor  shall  collect,  remove  and  dispose  of  all  garbage  from  com- 
mission houses,  wholesale  and  retail  grocery  stores,  public  markets,  hotels, 
sanatoria,  hospitals,  fish  stores  and  stands,  restaurants,  eating  and  apart- 
ment houses. 

3.  Garbage  shall  be  collected  at  all  places  in  the  city  from  May  1st  to 
November  1st,  during  each  year  of  the  existence  of  this  contract,  three 
times  a  week;  from  November  1st  to  May  1st,  during  each  year  of  the  ex- 
istence of  this  contract,  twice  each  week ;  Provided,  however,  That  collec- 
tions from  commission  houses,  hotels,  hospitals,  fish  stores  and  stands, 
restaurants  and  eating  houses  shall  be  made  each  day,  and  from  public 
markets  each  market  day,  immediately  after  the  close  of  market  hours.  It 
is  understood  that  collections  of  garbage  from  apartment  houses  shall  not 
be  obligatory  on  the  contractor,  unless  the  owners  shall  provide  and  main- 
tain garbage  receptacles,  on  the  ground  floor  of  said  apartment  houses, 
which  receptacles  shall  be  water-tight  and  air-tight,  easy  of  access  to  the 
collector,  and  easy  to  empty,  the  size,  plan  of  construction  and  location  of 
which  receptacles  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  and  which  shall  be  at  all  times  kept  free  from  all  offense  to  sight 
or  smell,  and  from  unsanitary  conditions. 

4.  The  exclusive  right  and  privilege  of  collecting,  removing  and  dispos- 
ing of  all  garbage  and  dead  animals  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  will  be 
given  to  the  successful  bidder,  under  the  contract  to  be  entered  into  be- 
tween said  City  and  said  successful  bidder,  and  said  contract  will  provide 
that  no  other  person  shall  carry,  convey,  or  transport  through  the  streets, 
alleys  or  public  places  of  the  city,  any  such  material,  without  being  sub- 
jected to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  and  ordinances 
of  said  City,  or  the  rules  of  the  Health  Departments  of  said  State  and  City. 
And  the  City  agrees,  on  her  part,  to  prevent,  as  far  as  may  be  lawful,  any 
person  other  than  the  contractor,  from  gathering,  hauling,  removing,  or 
carrying  any  garbage  or  dead  animals  within  the  City  limits. 

5.  The  contractor  in  the  collection  and  removal  of  the  garbage  under 
the  contract  to  be  made  shall,  for  said  purpose,  provide  himself  with  water- 
tight vessels,  tanks  or  boxes,  mounted  on  two  or  four  wheels,  which  shall, 
when  containing  garbage  or  matter  giving  off  noxious  odors,  be  securely 
and  tightly  covered  on  top  in  a  manner  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Health  and  Charities,   so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  or  any  odor 
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escaping  therefrom,  and  when  unloaded,  after  the  delivery  of  each  load  to 
the  desiccating  plant,  each  vessel,  wagon  or  tank  shall  be  thoroughly 
washed  and  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  and  the  vehicles  drawing  such  vessel,  box  or  tank  shall  be 
at  all  times  so  loaded  and  driven  that  none  of  the  material  shall  fall  upon 
the  ground,  run  out  or  spill  therefrom.  All  vehicles  carrying  such  vessels, 
tanks  or  boxes  shall  have  on  both  sides  thereof  a  sign  with  the  words 
"City  Contractor  Garbage  Cart"  or  "City  Contractor  Garbage  Wagon," 
painted  thereon,  together  with  the  number  of  the  vehicle,  to  be  at  all  times 
plain  and  unobscured,  in  black  letters  not  less  than  four  inches  in  length, 
on  white  background ;  the  number  of  the  wagon  to  be  selected  and  regis- 
tered in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

6.  The  contractor,  before  beginning  collection  under  this  contract,  shall 
divide  the  city  into  districts,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities  a  list  of  the  boundaries  of  each  district  and  the  day 
of  the  week  on  which  he  plans  to  make  collections.  The  Board  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities  may,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  beginning  such 
collections  according  to  such  districts,  make  such  changes,  alterations  and 
additions  thereto  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board,  be  necessary  to 
insure  the  efficiency  and  thoroughness  of  such  collections.  Thereafter,  on 
November  1st  and  April  1st  in  each  year  of  this  contract,  such  contractor 
shall  revise  such  districts  and  deliver  such  revised  list  to  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Charities,  which  may,  for  thirty  (30)  days,  make  such 
changes,  alterations  or  additions  to  such  districts  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
said  Board,  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  efficiency  and  thoroughness  of 
such  collections.  Nothing  in  this  provision  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that 
the  contractor  shall  not  at  all  times  furnish  a  sufficient  equipment  to  collect 
and  remove  all  garbage  and  dead  animals'  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The 
contractor  shall  not  be  permitted  to  depart  from  the  time  fixed  for  collec- 
tion, except  by  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  the  object  being  that  all  collections  from  houses  in  each  dis- 
trict shall  be  made  on  certain  days,  and  as  nearly  at  the  same  hour  of  the 
day  as  possible. 

7.  The  contractor  will  furnish  each  householder,  on  May  6th  and  No- 
vember 6th  of  each  year  of  this  contract,  with  a  printed  list  of  the  days  on 
which  he  will  make  collections,  stating  in  such  list  the  time  of  day,  as 
nearly  as  possible  when  such  collections  will  be  made.  The  printed  list 
shall  be  on  cardboard  not  less  than  eight  inches  by  ten  inches  in  dimen- 
sions, and  shall  contain  such  extracts  of  the  City's  ordinances  governing 
the  responsibility  of  the  producer  of  garbage,  the  responsibility  of  the  col- 
lector for  removal,  ete.,  and  such  recommendations  and  rules  as  the  Board 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities  may  desire  to  place  on  said  card. 

8.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  every  resident  householder,  tenant,  hotel-keeper, 
boardinghouse-keeper,  retail  dealer,  and  all  parties  or  persons  occupying 
dwellings  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  under  a  proper  ordinance  or 
ordinances  enacted  or  to  be  enacted  by  the  Common  Council,  to  provide  or 
cause  to  be  provided,  and  at  all  times  to  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  or  pro- 
vided, portable  vessels,  tanks  or  receptacles  for  holding  garbage,  said  ves- 
sels, tanks  or  receptacles  to  be  perfectly  water-tight,  and  so  kept,  with  a 
handle  or  handles  on  the  outside,  and  provided  with  a  tightly-fitting  cover, 
which  cover  shall  not  be  removed  except  when  absolutely  necessary,  or 
such  other  design  of  vessel,  tank  or  receptacle  can  be  used  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities.  Said  vessels,  tanks 
or  receptacles  shall  be  kept  or  placed  in  the  rear  of  the  house,  or  in  the 
basement  areas  or  passageways  most  accessible  to  be  collected,  and  never 
upon  the  street,  alley,  sidewalk  or  other  public  place,  and  shall  be_of  a 
capacity  of  not  less  than  one  bushel  nor  more  than  three  (3)  bushels.  All 
such  vessels,  tanks  or  receptacles  shall  be  accessible  to  the  collector  when 
called  for,  and  if  removed  by  him  shall  be  returned  by  him  to  said  place 
or  places  without  unnecessary  delay,  and  no  person,  except  for  such  pur- 
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pose  authorized,  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  said  vessels,  tanks  or 
receptacles  or  the  contents  thereof.  In  case  of  dispute,  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Charities  shall  decide  as  to  the  location  to  be  selected  for 
the  placing  of  vessels,  tanks  or  receptacles  by  the  owner  or  tenant. 

9.  The  contractor  for  collection  will  be  required  to  furnish  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities  immediate  notice  of  the  failure  of  any 
householder  to  have  garbage  ready  for  collection  on  the  day  set  for  such 
collection. 

10.  Upon  complaint  or  complaints  having  been  made  of  a  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  contractor  to  properly  collect  garbage,  it  will  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  investigate  such  complaint, 
or  complaints,  and  if,  in  its  judgment,  such  failure  to  collect  was  the  fault 
of  the  contractor,  it  shall  report  such  violation  or  violations  of  the  contract 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  who  shall,  upon  the  next  succeeding  allow- 
ance made  to  the  contractor  for  work  done,  deduct  a  sum  not  less  than 
$1.00  and  not  exceeding  $5.00  for  each  and  every  violation  so  reported,  and 
the  contractor  will  be  required  to  relinquish  all  right,  title  and  interest  in 
and  to  such  deduction. 

11.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to 
investigate  all  complaints  made  of  failures  on  the  part  of  the  householders, 
tenants,  hotel-keepers,  boardinghouse-keepers,  all  parties  or  persons  occu- 
pying dwellings  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  commission  houses,  whole- 
sale and  retail  dealers,  sanatoria,  hospitals,  fish  stores  and  stands,  restau- 
rants, eating  houses  and  owners  of  apartment  houses  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  requiring  the  placing  of  vessels,  tanks  or  re- 
ceptacles for  emptying  by  the  contractor,  and  to  prosecute  all  offenders 
under  such  provisions. 

12.  The  contractor  shall  provide  himself  with  an  office,  conveniently 
located,  and  furnished  with  both  telephones.  A  clerk  shall  be  regularly 
employed  to  answer  all  complaints  made  and  to  promptly  dispose  of  the 
same. 

13.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  or  their  duly  authorized  agent,  shall  be  the  exclusive  judges  as 
to  whether  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  contract  are  being  complied 
with.  The  Board  of  Public  Works,  upon  the  written  complaint  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  are 
not  being  complied  with,  shall  call  upon  the  sureties  upon  the  bond,  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  such  contract  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Charities  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  on  their  fail- 
ure so  to  do,  after  a  written  notice  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  five 
days,  the  City,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  have  the 
right  to  declare  "the  contract  null  and  void,  and  to  relet  the  work,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  such  annulment  shall  not  entitle  the  contractor  to  any 
claim  for  damages  on  account  thereof,  nor  shall  it  affect  the  right  of  the 
City  to  recover  damages  which  may  arise  from  such  failure ;  or,  instead, 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  power  to  provide  for  the  col- 
lection and  removal  of  such  garbage  and  household  waste  as  it  may  deem 
best  for  the  interest  of  the  City.  The  cost  of  such  collection  and  removal 
shall  be  paid  from  any  sum  to  which  said  contractor  would  have  been  en- 
titled had  he  completed  the  contract,  and  when  that  sum  shall  be  exhausted, 
then  out  of  any  money  which  may  be  appropriated  for  such  purposes  by 
the  Common  Council,  until  the  term  for  which  the  contract  was  originally 
made  shall  have  expired,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  entitled  to 
maintain  a  suit  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  against  said  con- 
tractor and  his  sureties  to  recover  the  money  so  appropriated,  expended 
and  paid  out,  and  in  such  suit  the  amount  of  the  City's  recovery  shall  be 
such  sum  as  it  was  compelled  to  expend  in  order  to  procure  the  collection 
and  removal  of  garbage  which  the  contrators  should  have  collected  and 
removed  under  the  contract. 
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14.  The  contractor  shall  pay  any  judgment  which  may  be  taken  against 
said  City,  either  alone  or  jointly  with  said  contractor  on  account  of  any 
injury  or  damage  to  persons  or  property  by  reason  of  the  carrying  out  of 
this  contract  caused  by  the  fault  of  the  contractor :  Provided,  That  if  the 
City  is  sued  alone  for  such  injury  or  damages  due  notice  to  the  contractor 
to  appear  and  defend  said  action  shall  be  given. 

15.  A  proper  contract  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
shall  be  entered  into,  and  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  contract  and 
specifications  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties,  their  successors  and  assigns. 

16.  The  Board  of  Public  Works,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  contract,  shall  make  and 'allow  quarterly  estimates  of  the  amount  of 
work  to  be  done  and  sum  due  therefore  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  the  sum  so  estimated  and  allowed  shall  thereupon  be  due 
and  payable  to  the  contractor,  and  said  Board  shall  issue  to  the  contractor 
a  proper  voucher  therefor. 

17.  The  contractor  shall  give  to  the  residents  of  said  City  and  county 
preference  in  the  employment  of  all  labor  necessary  in  performing  the  con- 
tract, and  failing  to  do  so  shall  forfeit  to  said  City  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
for  each  failure  to  observe  this  stipulation. 

18.  The  contractor  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  the  amount  of  garbage  collected,  mak- 
ing, at  the  same  time,  any  other  suggestions  he  may  desire  to  make,  or  giv- 
ing such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  said  Board  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities. 

,  19.  The  contractor  shall  be  required  to  haul,  so  far  as  practicable,  all 
garbage  collected  through  the  alleys  in  the  city,  not  making  use  of  the 
prominent  business  or  residence  streets.  In  all  cases  of  dispute  regarding 
the  using  of  an  alley  or  street  as  an  avenue  for  the  hauling  of  garbage,  the 
Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  decide  which  route  to  haul 
upon.  Said  Board  shall  notify  the  contractor  or  his  agents  in  writing  of 
its  decision,  and  said  Board  shall  investigate  and  report  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  each  case  wherein  the  contractor  or  his  agent  or  agents,  after 
the  above  due  notice  in  writing,  repeat  the  offense,  and  said  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works  shall  impose  for  each  offense  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $1.00  nor 
more  than  $5.00  for  the  first  offense  at  any  one  place,  nor  less  than  $5.00 
nor  more  than  $10.00  for  any  subsequent  offense  at  the  same  place,  which 
amount  shall  be  withheld  from  the  contractor  when  settlement  is  made. 

20.  Whenever,  after  the  contract  for  the  collection,  removal  and  dis- 
posal of  garbage  shall  have  been  in  force  and  effect,  there  shall  be  annexed 
to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  any  additional  territory,  the  Board  of  Public. 
Works  may  order  and  direct  the  contractor  to  begin  and  continue  collec- 
tions of  garbage  within  such  annexed  territory,  according  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  specifications  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  amount  of 
compensation  for  such  additional  service  shall  be  determined  in  proportion 
to  the  area  annexed  to  said  Citv  and  the  area  of  said  City  at  the  date  of 
the  beginning  of  such  contract  for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of 
garbage. 

21.  Garbage  must  be  disposed  of  in  a  sanitary  manner,  by  the  reduction 
method,  not  prejudicial  to  the  public  health.  The  process  must  be  not  only 
not  offensive  or  noisome  in  its  operation,  but  must  also  be  effective  and 
sanitary  in  the  destruction  or  reduction  of  garbage. 

22.  Each  bidder  shall  submit  with  his  bid  drawings  distinctly  and  clearly 
showing  his  method  bv  which  it  is  intended  to  dispose  of  the  garbage  and 
dead  animals ;  but  no  bid  will  be  considered  that  contemplates  the  dumping 
of  such  material  either  within  or  without  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City, 
or  of  feeding  the  same  to  animals. 

23.  Each  bidder  must  satisfy  himself  by  his  own  observations  and  fig- 
ures, as  to  the  quantity  of  work  to  be  done,  and  must  bid  to  collect,  remove 
and  dispose  of  all  garbage  and  dead  animals,  regardless  of  the  quantity. 

24.  The  contractor  shall  dispose  of  all  night  soil  delivered  to  him  at  the 
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plant  established  and  maintained  for  that  purpose,  during  the  hours  from 
six  o'clock  a.  m.  and  six  o'clock  p.  m.,  during  the  months  of  May,  June, 
July,  August,  September  and  October,  and  from  seven  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m., 
during  the  months  of  November,  December,  January,  February  and  March. 
The  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  prescribe  in  what  manner 
said  night  soil  shall  be  disposed  of.  And  should  the  contractor  fail  to  dis- 
pose of  the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  said  Board,  it  (said  Board) 
shall  have  the  right  to  cause  said  night  soil  to  be  so  disposed  of  and  charge 
said  contractor  with  the  expenses  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  such  cost  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  such  contractor  under  his  bid. 

25.  If  the  contractor  so  desires  it,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  furnish 
free  of  rent  such  portion  of  the  land  owned  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
known  as  "Sellers'  Farm"  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  a  plant :  Provided,  however,  That  the  contractor  may  furnish 
his  own  ground  nearer  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  such  location  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities  of  said  City. 

26.  The  contractor  shall  furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  $50,000  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  contract.  Such  bond  shall  be  executed  by  a 
responsible  surety  company  or  two  freeholder  residents  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, each  of  said  freeholders  to  qualify  as  the  owner  of  real  estate 
in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  in  the  sum  of  twice  the  value  of  the  amount 
of  such  bond. 

27.  The  contractor  shall  agree  to  complete  a  plant,  together  with  all 
equipment,  vehicles  and  other  equipment  contemplated  in  these  specifica- 
tions, within  six  months  after  the  contract  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

28.  The  contract  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  for  a  period  of  five  (5) 
years  from  May  26,  1907,  and  in  said  contract  it  shall  be  provided  and 
stipulated  that  at  any  time  not  less  than  three  (3)  nor  more  than  six  (6) 
months  before  the  expiration  of  said  contract  the  City  shall  have  the  option 
under  any  authority  conferred  by  law  to  become  the  purchaser  of  all  the 
tangible  property  constituting  the  plant  and  equipment  of  the  contractor 
for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  garbage  and  dead  animals,  and 
for  the  disposal  of  night  soil,  by  the  payment  to  the  contractor,  or  his  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  the  fair  market  value  of  such  tangible  property,  and  in 
case  of  the  said  City,  through  its  proper  officers,  and  the  said  contractor, 
his  successors  or  assigns  are  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  fair  market  value  of 
said  tangible  property,  the  same  shall  be  determined  by  three  (3)  citizens 
of  Indiana,  who  shall  be  freeholders  and  voters,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City,  one  by  the  said  contractor,  his  successors 
or  assigns,  and  the  third  by  the  person  who  shall  then  be  judge  of  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  the  finding  of  said  committee 
as  to  such  value  shall  be  binding  upon  both  said  City  and  said  contractor, 
his  successors  or  assigns,  and  such  City  will,  by  the  terms  of  said  contract, 
be  bound  to  pay,  and  the  said  contractor,  his  successors  or  assigns  bound 
to  receive,  the  said  amount  as  the  purchase  price  of  said  tangible  property : 
Provided,  That  nothing  contained  herein  nor  in  said  contract  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  compel  said  City  to  purchase  said  property  unless  it,  by  its 
officers,  elects  to  have  the  market  value  of  the  same  appraised  as  herein- 
before provided. 


GENERAL  STIPULATIONS. 

1.  The  contractor  shall  not  assign  or  transfer  the  contract  or  sublet  any 
of  the  work  embraced  in  it  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works. 

2.  The  contractor  shall  conform  to  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Charities  as  to  the  time  in  which  the  garbage  shall  be  col- 
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lected,  as  to  the  intervals  between  the  collections  of  the  garbage,  and  the 
mode  of  doing  the  same. 

3.  If  the  machine  or  machines  intended  for  use  are  patented,  the  bidder 
must  exhibit  proof  of  his  right  to  use  the  machine  or  machines  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  and  will  further  be  required  to  execute  a  bond  of  indem- 
nity holding  the  City  harmless  from  any  suits  for  infringements  of  patent 
which  may  arise  under  the  contract. 

4.  Whenever  the  contractor  is  not  present  on  the  work,  orders  will  be 
given  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  or  its  duly  authorized 
agents,  to  the  superintendents  or  overseers  who  may  have  immediate 
charge  thereof,  and  shall  by  them  be  received  and  strictly  obeyed.  And  if 
any  person  employed  on  the  work  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  or  its  duly  authorized 
agents,  in  anything  relating  to  the  work,  or  shall  appear  to  the  said  Board 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  be  incompetent,  disorderly  or  unfaithful, 
he  shall,  upon  the  order  of  said  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  be 
at  once  discharged  and  not  again  employed  on  any  part  of  the  work. 

5.  The  contractor  shall  be  required  to  observe  all  city  ordinances  in 
relation  to  obstructing  streets,  keeping  open  passageways  and  protecting 
the  same  where  exposed,  maintaining  signals,  and  generally  to  obey  all 
laws  and  ordinances ;  and  said  contractor  shall  agree  to  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  City  of  Indianapolis  from  all  suits  and  actions  of  every  kind 
and  description  brought  against  the  City  for  or  on  account  of  any  injury 
or  damages  received  or  sustained  by  any  party  or  parties  or  by  or  from 
the  contractor,  his  servants  or  agents,  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  contract; 
and  it  shall  be  further  agreed  that  so  much  of  the  money  due  to  the  con- 
tractor under  and  by  virtue  of  the  contract  as  shall  be  considered  necessary 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  may  be  retained  until  all  suits  or  claims  for 
damages  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  settled  and  evidence  to  that  effect 
furnished  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

6.  To  prevent  all  disputes  and  litigation,  it  shall  be  further  agreed  by 
the  parties  to  said  contract  that  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities 
shall  in  all  cases  determine  the  amount  or  quantity  of  the  work  which  is 
to  be  paid  for  under  the  contract,  and  it  shall,  with  the  aid  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works,  decide  all  questions  which  may  arise  relative  to  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  and  its  estimates  and 
decisions  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

7.  Nothing  in  these  specifications  shall  be  construed  as  a  waiver  or  sur- 
render by  the  City  of  any  of  its  police  powers,  or  of  the  right  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  at  any  time  hereafter,  to  pass  necessary  or  reasonable  police 
ordinances,  or  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  to  adopt  necessary  and 
reasonable  rules  or  regulations  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health  and 
welfare  in  relation  to  any  of  the  matters  contained  in  these  specifications, 
or  in  any  contract  based  upon  these  specifications.

Gentlemen  :  Before  paying  Mr.  W.  C.  Smith  for  the  work  he  has  done 
on  Washington  street,  from  Wallace  street  to  Central  avenue,  I  would  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  your  Board  order  him  to  make  repairs  on  this 
street,  between"  the  above  mentioned  points,  as  follows  : 

Replace  the  marginal  stones  on  both  sides  of  the  street  railway  tracks  in 
front  of  Hilton  U.  Brown's  residence ;  also  about  700  brick  at  this  point, 
just  east  of  Pleasant  Run.  Replace  marginal  stones  on  both  sides  of  the 
street  railway  tracks  about  70  feet  west  of  Ritter  avenue.. 

At  a  point  100  feet  west  of  Central  avenue  next  to  the  curbing  the  bricks 
have  sunken,  and  they  have  also  sunken  at  a  point  a  little  farther  west.  At 
this  latter  place  there  are  two  holes  in  the  street  which  need  repairing.

construed  as  supplementary  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  regu- 
lations, requirements  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  the 
sum  of  $100.00  for  the  first  offense,  and  the  sum  of  $25.00  for  every  addi- 
tional offense,  and  every  day  said  ordinance  is  violated  shall  constitute  an 
additional  offense. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  publication  for  two  weeks,  successively,  in  the  Indianapolis  Sun,  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

City,  upon  such  terms  and  compensation  to  such  City  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  contract,  approved  by  ordinance. 

"Provided,  That  the  trains  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have 
precedence  over  trains  of  the  same  grade  of  other  railways,  and  that  the

"Whereas,  It  is  further  desired  by  the  City  to  provide  for  the  alterations 
of  the  grade  crossings  contemplated  in  the  said  former  agreement  and  to 
secure  the  elevation  of  certain  of  the  railroad  tracks  of  the  Railway  to  the 
end  that  the  entrance  of  the  railroad  of  the  Railway  may  be  effected  under 
conditions  less  dangerous  to  life  and  property  in  the  City ;  now,  therefore 

"Article  i.  The  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  said  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, in  consideration  that  the  Railway  shall  elevate  its  tracks  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  construct  or  cause 
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to  be  constructed  its  railroad  in  such  manner  as  to  connect  with  the  system 
of  railroads  owned,  controlled  or  used  by  the  said  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
Company,  (which  the  Railway  hereby  agrees  to  do,  and  also  to  obtain  or 
cause  to  be  obtained  such  rights  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
making  such  connection)  does  hereby  consent,  authorize,  empower  and  per- 
mit said  Indianapolis  Southern  Railway  to  change  its  line  of  railroad  so  as 
to  form  a  connection  at  any  convenient  point  with  a  railroad  owned,  con- 
trolled or  used  by  the  said  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  connecting 
with  its  main  line  from  Chicago  to  New  Orleans,  at  Eflingham,  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  recited.  In  any  event  the  Railway 
shall  construct  its  line  as  far  as  Switz  City,  Indiana,  within  the  said  period 
of  five  years.  And  it  appearing  to  the  City  that  the  Railway  has  already 
contracted  to  construct  its  railroad  to  a  connection  as  aforesaid,  with  the 
said  railroad  owned,  controlled  or  used  by  the  said  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
Company  at  Switz  City,  Indiana,  and  rapid  progress  is  being  made  in  such 
construction,  and  that  the  Railway  is  financially  able  to  accomplish  such 
construction,  this  contract  shall  be  taken  to  be  and  received  as  a  discharge 
of  the  said  bond  of  $25,000  running  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  provided 
in  Section  XIII  of  the  said  contract  dated  March  17,  1902,  and  a  compli- 
ance with  the  conditions  imposed  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  by  Section 
XIV  of  the  said  contract  dated  March  17,  1902,  and  the  City  hereby  agrees 
upon  the  execution  of  this  contract  to  cancel  and  surrender  to  the  Railway 
the  said  bond  of  $25,000  provided  in  said  Section  XIII,  and  that  neither  by 
written  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  nor  in  any  manner  here- 
after shall  the  City  have  the  right '  to  enter  upon  the  property,  grade, 
tracks  or  right-of-way  or  remove  the  tracks  or  other  property  of  the 
Railway,  its  successors  or  assigns,  or  forfeit  the  rights  and  privileges  here- 
tofore and  hereby  granted  by  the  City  to  the  Railway,  as  in  the  said  Article 
XIV  provided. 

Art.  II.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  benefits  of  the  said  contract 
of  March  17,  1902,  as  modified  by  this  agreement  and  the  franchises,  with 
all  the  conditions  and  limitations  thereof,  arising  thereunder  by  virtue  of 
said  General  Ordinance  No.  20,  1902,  shall  as  to  the  railroad  of  the  Rail- 
way pass  to  any  company  which  may  be  formed  by  a  consolidation  of  the 
said  Indianapolis  Southern  Railway  and  any  other  company  owning  a  part 
of  the  line  of  railroad  forming  said  continuous  line  from  Indianapolis  to 
Effingham,  and  in  ca£e  the  said  lines  shall  be  purchased  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  the  said  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  may  be  transferred  to  the 
said  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
hereby  consent  to  and  approve  the  transfer  of  the  said  benefits,  franchises, 
and  contracts  to  such  consolidated  company,  or  to  the  said  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  Company,  or  to  both,  which  said  consent  and  approval  are  part 
of  the  consideration  of  this  agreement  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  revoca- 
tion. 

"Art.  III.  The  entire  expense  of  the  construction  of  the  tracks  of 
the  Railway  into  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  including  the  alteration  of  the 
grades  at  Merrill  street  and  Raymond  street,  shall  be  borne  by  the  Railway. 

"Art.  IV.  ^ After  the  construction  required  by  this  ordinance  the  Rail- 
way shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  construct,  improve  or  repair  the  streets 
or  alleys  which  its  tracks  shall  not  at  grade  occupy,  traverse  or  cross ;  nor 
shall  the  Railway  be  required  to  construct  or  repair  culverts,  ditches,  drains 
or  sewers  in  or  under  streets  or  alleys,  the  drainage  of  which  shall  not  be 
affected  by  the  construction,  maintenance  or  operation  of  the  tracks  of  the 
railroad  of  the  Railway  in  or  upon  the  same. 

"Art.  V.  The  provisions  of  Article  XI  of  said  contract-ordinance 
dated  March  17,  1902,  shall  not  operate  to  compel  the  Railway  to  grant  the 
right  to  any  other  company  to  use  the  side-tracks,  spur-tracks,  yards  or 
stations  of  the  Railway  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  but  shall  operate  only 
to  require  the  Railway  to  permit  to  other  companies  the  use  of  its  main 
tracks  and  passing  tracks  necessary  to  the  use  of  its  main   tracks.     The 
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Railway  shall  at  all  times  be  entitled  to  sufficient  use  of  its  main  and  pass- 
ing tracks  to  accommodate  its  own  traffic,  and  to  this  extent  the  use  of  its 
tracks  by  other  companies  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  such  sufficient  use 
of  its  own  tracks  by  the  Railway.  The  Railway  shall  be  under  no  obliga- 
tion to  increase  the  number  of  its  main  or  passing  tracks  in  order  to  pro- 
vide accommodations  for  the  traffic  of  other  companies.  The  compensation 
to  be  received  by  the  Railway  for  the  use  of  its  main  or  passing  tracks  by 
other  companies  shall  be  such  as  is  usual  and  customary  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances between  railroad  companies,  and  shall  in  no  event  be  less  than 
the  Railway  would  be  entitled  to  receive  if  such  use  of  the  said  tracks  were 
acquired  by  condemnation  proceedings  on  behalf  of  the  other  companies  ac- 
quiring such  use  of  such  main  or  passing  tracks. 

"Art.  VI.  The  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
does  hereby  authorize,  empower  and  permit  the  said  Indianapolis  Southern 
Railway,  subject  to  the  conditions  hereby  prescribed  and  expressed,  in  con- 
structing, equipping,  maintaining  and  operating  its  said  line  of  railroad,  in- 
cluding one  or  more  tracks  as  may  be  convenient  or  necessary  for  the  oper- 
ation of  its  said  railroad  upon  the  route  designated  in  the  said  contract- 
ordinance  of  March  17,  1902,  to  construct  said  railroad  and  said  companv 
agrees  to  construct  its  said  railroad  as  follows : 

"The  tracks  will  conform  to  the  surface  of  the  street  on  Louisiana  street, 
McGill  street  and  South  street  (to  be  elevated  in  the  future  in  accordance 
with  said  contract  of  March  17,  1902. 

"An  elevated  steel  structure  occupying  the  route  or  alignment  described 
in  the  contract  of  March  17,  1902,  will  be  built  from  the  north  line  of  Mer- 
rill street  to  the  south  line  of  Morris  street,  and  overhead  bridges  will  be 
provided  for  the  tracks  at  the  streets  crossed  in  the  manner  described  as 
follows : 

"Merrill  street  will  be  crossed  by  one  or  more  steel  bridges,  having  a 
span  of  40  feet;  sidewalks  five  feet  wide  will  be  provided,  leaving  30  feet 
clear  width  of  street.  The  surface  of  Merrill  street  will  be  depressed  to  a 
depth  of  about  four  feet  below  the  present  surface  to  provide  for  a  clear- 
ance of  twelve  feet  under  the  elevated  structure.  The  street  under  the 
elevated  structure  will  be  level  for  a  distance  of  about  forty  feet  from  a 
point  eight  feet  west  of  the  center  line  of  main  track  to  a  point  thirty-two 
feet  east  of  said  center  line.  From  this  level  the  approaches  in  Merrill 
street  will  extend  in  both  directions  on  inclines  not  to  exceed  five  feet  in 
one  hundred  feet  to  the  intersections  with  the  present  street  surface. 

"McCarty  street  will  be  crossed  by  one  or  more  steel  bridges  which  will 
provide  for  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  thirteen  feet  between  the  top  of 
the  floor  of  the  present  street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Run  and  the  underside 
of  the  railroad  bridge.  The  columns  supporting  the  railroad  bridge  will  be 
placed  on  the  curb  lines,  giving  a  span  of  forty  feet. 

"McCauley  street  will  be  crossed  by  one  or  more  steel  bridges  which  will 
provide  for  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  thirteen  feet  between  the  top  of 
the  floor  of  the  present  street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Run  and  the  underside 
of  the  railroad  bridge.  The  columns  supporting  the  railroad  bridge  will  be 
placed  at  the  street  lines,  giving  a  span  of  forty  feet. 

"Ray  street  will  be  crossed  by  one  or  more  steel  bridges  which  will 
provide  for  a  clearance  of  thirteen  feet  between  the  top  of  the  floor  of  the 
present  street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Run  and  the  underside  of  the  railroad 
bridge,  and  the  columns  supporting  the  railroad  bridge  will  be  placed  on  the 
street  lines,  giving  a  span  between  columns  of  fifty  feet. 

"Wilkins  street  will  be  crossed  by  one  or  more  steel  bridges  which  will 
provide  for  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  thirteen  feet  between  the  top  of  the 
parapet  of  the  retaining  wall  existing  on  either  side  of  Pogue's  Run  and 
the  underside  of  the  railroad  bridge.  The  columns  supporting  the  railroad 
bridge  will  be  placed  On  the  street  line,  giving  a  span  between  columns  of 
fifty  feet. 

"Morris  street  will  be  crossed  by  one  or  more  steel  bridges  which  will 
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provide  for  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  thirteen  feet  between  the  top  of 
the  floor  of  the  present  street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Run  and  the  underside 
of  the  railroad  bridge.  The  columns  supporting  the  railroad  bridge  will  be 
placed  on  the  street  lines,  giving  a  span  between  columns  of  sixty  feet. 

"Pogue's  Run  south  of  Wisconsin  street  will  be  crosseM  by  one  or  more 
steel  girder  bridges  supported  by  masonry  abutments. 

"Raymond  street  will  be  crossed  at  a  point  about  two  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  east  of  the  east  end  of  the  highway  bridge  over  White  River,  the  tops 
of  rails  to  be  about  two  feet  above  the  present  surface  of  the  street,  and  in- 
cline approaches  not  exceeding  five  feet  in  one  hundred  feet  will  be  con- 
structed in  both  directions  to  intersections  with  the  present  street  surface. 
This  provision  for  crossing  Raymond  street  is  made  to  conform  to  grades 
established  and  with  the  intention  of  carrying  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis 
Southern  Railway  under  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Belt  Railroad 
through  a  subway.  In  the  event  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Southern 
Railway  are  at  any  time  made  to  cross  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Belt 
Railroad  at  grade,  that  is,  the  same  elevation  of  top  of  rails,  then  Raymond 
street  will  be  crossed  by  an  elevated  structure  consisting  of  a  steel  girder 
bridge  which  will  provide  for  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  thirteen  feet  be- 
tween the  present  surface  of  the  street  and  the  underside  of  the  railroad 
bridge.  The  bridge  will  be  supported  by  masonry  abutments  for  a  clear 
width  of  fifty  feet,  or  the  face  lines  of  the  abutments  will  be  on  the  property 
lines  of  the  street. 

"A  timber  trestle  for  one  or  more  tracks  of  the  necessary  elevation  and 
grade  will  be  built  extending  from  the  elevated  steel  structure  at  the  south 
line  of  Morris  street  to  the  north  end  of  the  bridge  over  Pogue's  Run,  south 
of  Wisconsin  street. 

"Said  Railway  shall  improve  Church  street  from  the  south  line  of  Min- 
nesota street  to  Adler  street  without  expense  to  the  City  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  extent  that  Senate  avenue  is  now  improved  between  the  same 
points. 

"Art.  VII.  At  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  work  of 
construction  over  any  public  street  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  City  Engineer  of  the  City  for  his  examination  and 
if  found  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  contract  in  so  far  as  this 
contract  contains  specific  provisions,  or  if  they  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Engineer  in  regard  to  matters  which  by  this  contract  are  left  to  his 
discretion,  such  plans  shall  be  approved  by  him  and  after  such  approval 
thereof  all  the  work  outlined  and  included  therein  shall  be  constructed  in 
strict  conformity  therewith. 

"Art.  VIII.  Permission  and  authority  are  hereby  given  to  the  Railway, 
whenever  the  same  shall  be  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  it  is 
herein  authorized  or  required  to  perform,  to  obstruct  temporarily  any  public 
street,  avenue  'or  alley  to  such  extent  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  City  Engineer,  and  it  is  also  hereby  authorized,  when- 
ever the  same  shall  become  necessary,  to  erect  and  maintain  temporary 
structures  and  false  work  in  any  of  said  streets  and  alleys  during  the  con- 
struction of  its  said  elevated  railroad,  subject  to  like  approval  of  the  City 
Engineer. 

"Art.  IX.  Not  only  shall  the  Railway,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  all 
respects  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  XII  of  said  contract  of 
March  17,  1902,  in  relation  to  the  maximum  coal  rate  of  one-half  cent,  per 
ton  per  mile,  but  the  same  rate  shall  also,  by  traffic  arrangements,  or  in  any 
lawful  manner,  be  secured  and  guaranteed"  by  the  Railway,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  to  Indianapolis,  from  Linton,  Indiana,  and  intermediate  points 
between  Linton  and  Indianapolis,  over  a  continuous  line  of  railroad. 

"Art.  X.  Except  as  altered  or  amended  by  this  contract  the  provisions 
of  said' General  Ordinance  No.  20,  IQ02,  shall  be  and  continue  binding  and 
of  full  effect. 
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"In  Witness  Whereof,  The  said  parties  have  hereunto  set  their  hands 
this  fifth  day  of  July,  1905.

Whereas,  The  situation  contemplated  by  the  said  original  contract-ordi- 
nance No.  20,  1902,  of  a  railroad  crossing  the  streets  of  the  City  at  grade  is 
to  be  changed  by  the  construction  of  an  elevated  railroad  in  large  part  built 
upon  a  steel  structure  at  heavy  expense  to  the  Railway  and  without  any  ex- 
pense whatever  to  the  City,  and  the  Railway  agrees  to  provide  larger  and 
more  expensive  terminals  in  the  City  than  was  contemplated  at  the  time  of 
the  said  original  contract-ordinance  No.  20,  1902,  and  said  contract  of  July 
5,  1905,  the  cost  of  the  ground  for  said  terminals  and  of  improvements  not 
to  be  less  than  $600,000.00 ;  now,  therefore 

Article  I.  The  said  Board  of  Public  Works  in  consideration  of  the 
premises  and  of  the  agreement  of  the  Railway  hereto,  agrees  that  the  said 
contract-ordinance  No.  20,  1902,  passed  April  7,  1902,  shall  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  modified  and  amended  by  omitting  therefrom  Article  XI  above 
set  forth,  and  that  the  said  contract  of  July  5,  1905,  hereinbefore  set  forth, 
shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  modified  and  amended  so  that  Article  V  of 
the  same  shall  read  as  follows  : 

"Article  V.  The  provisions  of  Article  XI  of  said  contract-ordinance 
dated  March  17,  1902,  shall  not  operate  to  compel  the  Railway  to  grant  the 
right  to  any  other  company  to  use  the  elevated  main  tracks,  or  the  side- 
tracks, spur-tracks,  yards  or  stations  of  the  Railway  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, but  shall  operate  only  to  require  the  Railway  to  permit  to  other  com- 
panies the  use  of  such  main  tracks  and  passing  tracks  as  are  not  elevated 
and  as  are  necessary  to  the  use  of  such  main  tracks  not  elevated.  The 
Railway  shall  at  all  times  be  entitled  to  sufficient  use  of  such  main  tracks 
and  passing  tracks  not  elevated  to  accommodate  its  own  traffic,  and  to  this 
extent  the  use  of  such  main  tracks  not  elevated,  by  other  companies,  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  such  sufficient  use  of  its  own  tracks  by  the  Rail- 
way. The  Railway  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  increase  the  number  of 
its  main  or  passing  tracks  in  order  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  traffic 
of  other  companies.  The  compensation  to  be  received  by  the  Railway  for 
the  use  of  such  main  or  passing  tracks  by  other  companies  shall  be  such  as 
is  usual  and  customary  under  similar  circumstances  between  railroad  com- 
panies, and  shall  in  no  event  be  less  than  the  Railway  would  be  entitled  to 
receive  if  such  use  of  the  said  tracks  were  acquired  by  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings on  behalf  of  the  other  companies  acquiring  such  use  of  such  main 
or  passing  tracks." 

Art.  II.  When  the  Railway  shall  have  constructed  its  railroad  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  said  contract-ordinance  No.  20,  1902, 
passed  April  7,  1902,  and  the  said  contract  dated  July  5,  1905.  as  herein 
modified  and  amended,  from  time  to  time  as  the  same  shall  be  ready  for 
use,  then  and  thereafter  no  provisions  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  relating 
to  the  speed  of  railway  trains,  the  length  of  trains,  the  number  of  cars  to 
constitute  a  train,  and  the  maintenance  of  gates,  flagmen,  watchmen  and 
signal  towers,  and  the  ringing  of  bells  and  the  obstruction   of  crossings. 
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shall  be  applicable  to  that  part  of  the  said  Railway  which  has  been  elevated 
above  the  streets  and  alleys  in  accordance  with  the  contract  last  aforesaid ; 
Provided,  however,  This  ordinance  is  not  to  be  construed  as  a  waiver  or 
surrender  by  the  City  of  any  of  its  police  powers  or  of  the  right  at  any  time 
hereafter  to  pass  necessary  and  reasonable  police  ordinances  in  relation  to 
the  matters  last  above  enumerated. 

Art.  III.  In  all  other  respects  the  said  contract-ordinance  No.  20,  1902, 
passed  April  7,  1902,  and  the  said  contract  dated  July  5,  1905,  are  hereby 
ratified,  confirmed  and  approved. 

Art.  IV.  This  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  the  date  of  the  approval  and  ratification  of  the  same  by  or- 
dinance of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City,  and  in  the  event  that  this  con- 
tract shall  not  be  approved  and  ratified  by  ordinance  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil of  the  City,  this  contract  shall  be  of  none  effect.

And  Whereas,  Said  contract  and  agreement  has  been  submitted  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  Common  Coun- 
cil of  said  City  for  its  action  thereon,  therefore 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  the  foregoing  contract  and  agreement,  made  and  entered 
into  on  the  29th  day  of  June,  1906,  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and 
through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  with  the  Indianapolis  Southern  Rail- 
road Company,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  in  all  things  ratified,  confirmed 
and  approved,  and  the  said  Indianapolis  Southern  Railroad  Company  is 
granted  all  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  as  are  in  said  contract  and 
agreement  set  forth,  in  accordance  with  the  terms,  conditions  and  pro- 
visions thereof. 


Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Contracts  and  Franchises. 

By  Board  of  Public  Works : 

General  Ordinance  No.  59—1906 :  An  ordinance  requiring  Railroad  Com- 
panies to  maintain  street  lights  at  street  crossings  in  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis, where  such  Companies  run  cars,  engines,  or  trains  of  cars  in  the  night 
time,  providing  for  a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  fixing  a  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  all.  railroad  companies  running  cars,  engines,  or 
trains  of  cars  over  any  street  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  the  night  time, 
and  each  of  said  companies,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  required  to  place  and 
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maintain  a -street  light  at  each  and  all  of  such  street  crossings,  which  lights 
shall  be  kept  lit  at  night  during  the  passage  of  every  train,  engine  or  car, 
and  for  a  period  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  prior  thereto,  such  lights  to 
be  of  the  same  kind  as  those  maintained  by  the  City  at  other  street  cross- 
ings. Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  any  streets  where  the  tracks  of  such  railroad  companies  cross  on 
an  elevated  structure  used  by  such  companies  exclusively ;  Provided,  also, 
That  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  require  more  than  one  suit- 
able light  at  each  crossing. 

Sec.  2.  Any  railroad  company  failing  to  place  and  maintain  a  street 
light  at  any  street  crossing  as  herein  provided  shall,  upon  conviction  there- 
of, be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  ($io.oo)  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($ioo.oo),  and  each  day  that  any  such  railroad  company 
violates,  or  fails  to  comply  with,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  con- 
stitute a  -separate  offense. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  at  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication  for  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Sun,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation, 
printed  and  published  in  said  City.

Sec  2.  The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge  the  proper 
fund  of  the  department  receiving  said  property,  and  to  credit  the  proper 
fund  of  the  department  so  assigning  and  transferring  said  property,  with 
the  amount  of  said  agreed  valuation.

had  the  same  under  consideration  and  recommend  that  the  same  do  not 
pass.  Your  Committee  has  ascertained  that  the  majority  of  the  resident 
property-owners  on  said  street  are  in  favor  of  an  asphalt  street.  Your 
Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  be  re- 
quested to  adopt  a  resolution  to  that  effect.

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 


By  Board  of  Public  Works : 

General  Ordinance  No.  61 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  authorizing  and  em- 
powering the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 
to  improve  first  alley  east  of  Pennsylvania  street,  from  north  property  line 
of  St.  Clair  street  to  south  property  line  of  Pratt  street,  with  brick  roadway. 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  In- 
diana, did  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1906,  adopt  Improvement  Resolution  No. 
4565,  1906,  for  the  improvement  of  first  alley  east  of  Pennsylvania  street, 
from  the  north  property  line  of  St.  Clair  street  to  the  south  property  line 
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of  Pratt  street,  by  grading  and  paving  the  roadway  from  property  line  to 
property  line  with  brick  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  rolled  gravel  foundation  to 
a  uniform  width  of  twelve  (12)  feet,  except  the  space  of  one  and  one-half 
(i£)  inches  on  each  side  being  occupied  by  oak  marginal  plank;  and  placing 
the  necessary  marginal  stones. 

Whereas,  The  said  Board  of  Public  Works  did  at  the  same  time  fix  the 
20th  day  of  June,  1906,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  as  a  date  to  hear  all  persons  in- 
terested or  whose  property  is  affected  by  said  proposed  improvement;  and 
the  notice  of  the  passage  of  said  resolution  and  of  the  said  time  for  hear- 
ing was  published  on  the  5th  day  of  June,  1906,  and  the  12th  day  of  June, 
1906,  in  the  Indianapolis  Sun,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation, 
printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  notices  by  mail  duly 
forwarded  as  provided  by  law ;  and 

Whereas,  On  the  20th  day  of  June,  1906,  the  Board  having  met  in  regu- 
lar session,  took  final  action  on  said  Improvement  Resolution  without  mod- 
ification ;  and 

Whereas,  On  the  20th  day  of  June,  1906,  a  written  remonstrance  was 
filed  with  the  Board  against  the  said  improvement  of  first  alley  east  of 
Pennsylvania  street  and  the  same  was  referred  to  the  City  Civil  Engineer 
for  investigation  and  report ;  and 

Whereas,  On  the  nth  day  of  July,  1906,  the  City  Civil  Engineer  filed  his 
written  report,  stating  that  a  majority  of  the  resident  property-owners  had 
signed  said  remonstrance,  and 

Whereas,  On  the  nth  day  of  July,  1906,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works 
directed  that  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  with  a  request  that  said  Council  pass  an  ordinance 
authorizing  and  empowering  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  to  make  said 
improvement  in  accordance  with  said  resolution ;  now,  therefore 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  be,  and 
the  same  is,  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  improve  first  alley  east 
of  Pennsylvania  street,  from  the  north  property  line  of  St.  Clair  street  to 
the  south  property  line  of  Pratt  street,  by 'grading  and  paving  the  roadway 
from  property  line  to  property  line  with  brick  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  rolleJ 
gravel  foundation  to  a  uniform  width  of  twelve  (12)  feet,  except  the  space 
of  one  and  one-half  (l|-)  inches  on  each  side  being  occupied  by  oak  mar- 
ginal plank ;  and  placing  the  necessary  marginal  stones,  in  accordance  with 
Improvement  Resolution  No.  4565,  1906,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1906. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Sewers,  Streets  and  Alleys. 

By  the  City  Controller: 

General  Ordinance  No.  62 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  creating  a  Sinking 
Fund,  and  providing  for  a  Board  of  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  and 
other  matters  in  connection  therewith. 

.Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the  gradual  extinguishment 
of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  established  and  created  ;  and  there  shall  be  levied  and  collected  an- 
nually, as  provided  by  law,  until  the  payment  of  the  bonded  indebtedness 
of  such  City  shall  be  fully  provided  for,  a  tax  to  be  known  as  the  "Sinking 
Fund  Tax/'  which  shall  be  applied  to  extinguishing  such  bonded  indebted- 
ness. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Sinking  Fund  herein  established  and  created  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  three  Commissioners,  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners,  of  whom  the  City  Controller  shall  be  one,  and  the 
other  two  shall  be  appointed  as  provided  by  law.  Each  member  of  said 
Board,  other  than  the  City  Controller,  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  ($ioo.oo)  which  shall  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each  year  of  ser- 
vice as  such  Commissioner.  The  office  of  said  Board  of  Sinking  Fund 
Commissioners  shall  be  located  in  the  office  of  the  City  Controller. 

Sec.  3.  Any  unexpended  portion  or  balance  on  hand  belonging  to  the 
Sinking  Fund  heretofore  created,  and  in  the  custody  and  control  of  the 
present  Sinking  Fund  Commission,  shall,  upon  the  organization  of  the 
Board  of  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  herein  provided  for,  be  transferred 
and  paid  over  to  said  Board,  and  shall  thereafter  constitute  a  part  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  herein  established  and  created. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

By  the  City  Controller: 

General  Ordinance  No.  63 — 1906:  An  ordinance  transferring  certain 
sum  in  Building  Inspector's  funds,  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  fixing 
a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  transferred  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  from  the  Building  Inspector's  Salary  fund  to 
Building  Inspector's  Incidental  fund.  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and 
said  department  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend  all  or  so  much  of  the  sum 
herein  transferred  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

By  Mr.  Uhl: 

General  Ordinance  No.  64 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
ice  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  providing  for  the  weighing  of  same, 
prescribing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  its  provisions,  and  fixing  a  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for.  any  person,  his  agent  or 
employe,  engaged  in  the  selling  of  ice  in  said  city  by  weight  to  charge,  col- 
lect, or  receive  or  attempt  to  charge,  collect  or  receive  anything  of  value 
from  any  person  or  persons  to  whom  such  ice  has  been  or  shall  be  sold  or 
delivered,  for  any  greater  number  of  pounds  of  ice  than  shall  be  actually 
delivered  to  any  such  customer. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged 
in  the  selling  of  ice  by  weight  in  said  City  at  a  stipulated  price  per  pound 
or  hundredweight,  to  deliver,  either  in  person  or  by  his  agent  or  employe, 
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any  such  ice  to  any  customer  without  first  causing  the  same  to  be  correctly 
weighed  at  the  time  of  such  delivery  by  the  person  delivering  the  same, 
irrespective  of  whether  the  purchaser  of  such  ice  shall  demand  that  the 
same  shall  be  weighed,  and  all  such  dealers,  their  agents  and  employes  so 
engaged  in  delivering  such  ice,  shall  be  provided  with  the  necessary  scale 
or  other  weighing  apparatus  to  enable  such  dealer,  agent  or  employe  to 
correctly  weigh  each  piece  of  ice  so  delivered  at  the  time  of  such  delivery. 
And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  such  dealer,  agent  or  employe  to  report 
or  charge  for  any  quantity  of  ice  as  delivered  in  excess  of  the  quantity 
actually  delivered  according  to  the  correct  weight  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  delivering  ice  in  said  City, 
which  has  been  sold  by  weight,  to  refuse,  upon  demand,  to  allow  the  cus- 
tomer to  whom  said  ice  is  being,  or  has  been  delivered,  to  witness  the 
weighing  of  the  same  at  the  time  of,  or  after  such  delivery,  or  to  refuse, 
upon  demand  therefor,  to  furnish  to  any  such  customer,  a  written  state- 
ment of  the  actual  number  of  p'ounds  of  ice  delivered  to  such  customer  at 
the  time  of  any  such  delivery. 

■  Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  their 
agents  or  employes  engaged  in  the  selling  and  delivery  of  ice  in  said  City 
to  the  consumers  thereof,  for  other  than  wholesale  purposes,  to  sell,  charge, 
collect  or  receive  or  attempt  to  sell,  charge,  collect  or  receive,  anything  of 
value  from  any  person  or  persons  to  whom  such  ice  may  be  so  sold  or  de- 
livered, except  such  sale  be  made  and  the  price  charged  or  received  be 
charged  or  received  on  the  basis  of  and  for  the  actual  and  correct  weight 
of  the  ice  so  sold  and  delivered,  which  weight  shall  be  ascertained  as  in 
this  ordinance  provided  for. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections 
1,2,  3  or  4  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  on  conviction  therefor,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $50.00  for  the  first  offense,  and  not 
less  than  $20.00  nor  more  than  $100.00.  to  which  may  be  added  imprison- 
ment for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  for  any  subsequent  offense. 

Sec.  6.  That  an  ordinance  to  regulate  the  sale  of  ice  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  to  provide  for  the  weighing  of  the  same,  prescribing 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  its  provisions,  and  providing  for  its  taking 
effect,  approved  June  27,  1898,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks 
in  the  Indianapolis  Sun. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Safety  and  Comfort. 

By  Mr,  Royse: 

General  Ordinance  No.  65 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  for  the  protection  of 
permanently  improved  streets  and  providing  for  the  construction  of  water 
and  gas  connections  before  the  permanent  improvement  of  streets. 

Section  i.  Be 'it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  all  water  connec- 
tions and  gas  pipe  connections  from  the  gas  main  and  water  main  in  any 
street,  the  roadway  of  which  is  about  to  be  permanently  improved,  shall  be 
constructed  and  built  before  the  construction  of  the  permanent  improve- 
ment of  the  roadway  of  the  street  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  proceedings  looking  to  the  permanent  improvement  of  the 
roadway  of  any  street  any  gas  company  furnishing  gas  and  having  a  main 
in  such  street,  and  any  company  furnishing  water  and  having  a  main  in 
such  street,  shall  be  given  all  notices  which  are  provided  by  law  to  be  given 
in  the  course  of  such  proceedings  to  abutting  property-owners. 
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Sec.  3.  Upon  the  letting  of  any  contract  for  the  permanent  improvement 
of  the  roadway  of  any  street  the  City  Engineer  shall  forthwith  give  notice 
to  any  gas  company  having  a  main  in  snch  street  proposed  to  be  -improved 
to  forthwith  make  gas  pipe  connections  from  snch  main  to  the  curl)  line  of 
every  property  abutting  on  the  section  of  such  street  proposed  to  be  im- 
proved ;  and  such  gas  company  shall  without  delay  put  in  such  gas  pipe 
connections,  and  if  such  gas  company  shall  unnecessarily  delay  the  con- 
tractor in  the  construction  of  such  permanent  improvement  of  the  roadway 
and  thereby  cause  loss  and  damage  to  such  contractor  such  gas  company 
shall  be  liable  for  such  loss  and  damage  to  such  contractor. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  upon  the  letting  of  any  contract  for  the  permanent 
improvement  of  the  roadway  of  any  street  in  which  any  company  furnish- 
ing water  has  a  main,  the  City  Engineer  shall  give  notice  to  such  company 
furnishing  water  to  forthwith  make  water  connections  from  such  main  to 
every  property  abutting  upon  such  street  to  the  curb  line,  and  if  such  water 
company  shall  unnecessarily  delay  such  work  and  thereby  cause  loss  and 
damage  to  the  contractor  constructing  such  permanent  improvement  of  the 
roadway  such  water  company  shall  be  liable  to  such  contractor  for  the  loss 
and  damage  so  caused.  Such  water  company  shall  in  such  case  keep  an 
account  of  the  cost  of  the  water  connection  so  made  with  each  abutting 
property  and  upon  water  service  being  furnished  through  such  connection 
may  charge  the  owner  of  such  property  with  the  cost  of  such  connection 
before  furnishing  such  water  service. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage,  and  publication  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis 
Sun,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Property  and  Improvements. 

By  Mr.  Royse: 

General  Ordinance  No.  66 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  authorizing  the  sale  of 
three  hundred  (300)  bonds  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  each  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  payable  from  the  general  revenues  and  funds 
of  said  City,  or  from  the  Sinking  Fund  of  said  City,  or  as  may  be  required 
by  law,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  to  be  used  to  construct  a  City 
Hall  building  containing  offices  for  the  several  departments  of  the  city 
government ;  providing  for  the  time  and  manner  of  advertising  sale  of 
bonds  and  of  the  receipt  of  bids  for  the  same,  together  with  the  mode  and 
terms  of  sale ;  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  necessary  and  proper  and  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  construct  a  City 
Hall  building  containing  offices  for  the  several  departments  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment ;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  not  now  and  will  not  be  sufficient  funds  in  the 
Treasury  of  said  City  with  which  to  meet  the  aforesaid  expenditures  for 
said  City  Hall  building,  and  it  being  necessary  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
to  borrow  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  ($300.00)  dollars,  and  to 
issue  and  sell  its  bonds  in  that  amount  payable  from  the  general  revenues 
and  funds  of  said  City,  or  from  the  Sinking  Fund,  or  as  may  be  required 
by  law ;  therefore 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  the  City  Controller  of  said  Citv  be  and  is  hereby 
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authorized,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  money  to  be  used  to  construct  a 
City  Hall  building,  containing  offices  for  the  several  departments  of  the 
city  government,  to  prepare  and  sell  three  hundred  (300)  new  bonds  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana,  of  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
($1,000.00)  dollars  each,  which  bonds  shall  bear  date  of  July  1,  1906,  and 
shall  be  numbered  from  one  (1)  to  three  hundred  (300)  both  inclusive; 
shall  be  designated  "City  Hall  Bonds  of  1906"  ;  shall  mature  in  thirty  (30) 
years  from  date;  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  and  one-half  (3!%) 
per  cent,  per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  semi-annually  on  the 
first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  July,  of  each  year,  beginning  with 
January  first,  1907,  and  said  installments  of  interest  shall  be  evidenced  by 
interest  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds,  and  the  first  coupon  attached  to 
each  bond  shall  be  for  the  interest  on  said  bond  from  date  of  issue  until 
the  first  day  of  January,  1907.

Said 
bonds  shall  be  prepared  by  the  City  Controller  in  due  form,  irrevocably 
pledging  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  payment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  stipulated  therein  respectively. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Controller  at  the  time  of  the  issue  and 
negotiation  of  said  bonds,  to  register  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  all 
of  said  bonds  so  issued  and  negotiated  in  serial  number,  beginning  with 
number  one  (1),  giving  also  the  date  of  their  issuance,  their  amount,  date 
of  maturity,  rate  of  interest,  and  the  time  and  place  where  said  interest 
shall  be  payable ;  said  bonds  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form, 
all  blanks  for  numbers  and  dates  to  be  properly  filled  in  before  the  issuance 
thereof :

Each  and  every  bid  or  proposal  shall  be  presented  to  the  City 
Controller  sealed,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  duly  certified  check  upon 
some  responsible  bank  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  payable  to  the 
order  of  Oliver  P.  Ensley,  City  Treasurer,  for  a  sum  of  money  which  shall 
equal  two  and  one-half  (2]%)  per  centum  of  the  face  or  par  value  of  the 
bonds  bid  for,  or  proposed  to  be  purchased.  The  City  Controller  shall 
continue  to  receive  all  bids  or  proposals  therefor  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Controller  until  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  the  day  fixed  by  the  Controller 
and  designated  in  the  advertisement  for  receiving  bids  or  proposals,  at 
which  time  and  place  and  between  the  said  hour  and  two  o'clock  p.  m.  of 
said  day  he  shall  open  said  bids  or  proposals.  The  City  Controller  shall 
award  said  bonds,  or  if  he  shall  see  fit,  a  part  or  any  number  thereof,  to 
the  highest  and  best  bidder  therefor ;  but  said  Controller  shall  have  the  full 
right  to  reject  any  and  all  such  bids  or  proposals,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  accept  a  part  of  any  bid,  and  to  award  upon  any  bid 
the  whole  or  a  less  number  of  the  bonds  covered  by  such  bid,  he  being  the 
sole  judge  of  the  sufficiency  or  insufficiency  of  any  bid.  He  may  also  in 
his  judgment  and  discretion  award  a  part  of  said  bonds  to  one  bidder  and 
a  part  to  another.  These  provisions  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  reoffering 
and  readvertisement  of  said  bonds  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  the  City  Controller  shall  reject  all  bids  submitted,  or  if 
he  shall  award  only  a  part  of  said  bonds,  he  shall  readvertise  the  bonds 
remaining  unsold  in  the  maimer  as  herein  prescribed  for  the  original  ad- 
vertisement, but  in  such  readvertisement  he  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
fix  the  date  and  the  time  both  for  receiving  and  opening  bids  or  proposals 
and  for  purchasers  to  take  up  and  pay  for  the  bonds  which  may  be  awarded.

proceeds  thereof,  when  collected,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  as  agreed  and 
liquidated  damages  for  such  breach  of  contract  and  as  a  payment  thereof 
to  the  City.  In  case  any  successful  bidder  shall  fail  to  complete  the  pur- 
chase of  bonds  so  awarded,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  within  the  time  and 
manner  herein  required,  or  which  may  be  prescribed  by  the  City  Controller, 
as  herein  provided,  the  proceeds  of  such  certified  check  deposited  by  such 
bidder  shall  be  taken,  considered  and  deemed  as  agreed  and  liquidated 
damages  for  the  breach  of  such  bidder's  contract  of  purchase,  and  shall  be 
taken  and  deemed  as  a  payment  to  the  City  for  such  damages,  and  shall  be 
retained  and  held  by  said  City  for  its  use  ;  but  if  such  successful  bidder 
shall  complete  the  purchase  of  said  bonds  awarded  to  him  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  hereof  and  his  bid  and  award  thereon,  said  proceeds  of  said 
certified  check  shall  thereupon  be  returned  to  such  bidder ;  or,  at  the  option 
of  the  City  Controller,  at  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  sale  and  pay- 
ment for  the  bonds,  said  proceeds  of  said  certified  check  may  be  applied 
and  deemed  a  payment  on  account  of  the  purchase  of  said  bonds.

Gentlemen  :  I  return  herewith  with  my  approval  Appropriation  Ordi- 
nance No.  9,  1906,  being  "an  ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  $2,955.12 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works." 

In  approving  this  ordinance,  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  statement  of  the  mat- 
ters connected  therewith  should  be  made  at  this  time.  Under  ordinary 
circumstances,  I  would  be  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval,  but  in 
view  of  all  the  circumstances,  and  desiring  to  do  no  injustice  to  the  con- 
tractor, who  in  good  faith  performed  his  contract,  I  return  this  ordinance 
approved,  and  make  the  following  statement  of  facts  in  order  that  my 
position  may  be  made  clear. 

At  the  time  of  the  improvement  of  East  Washington  street  by  the  town 
of  Irvington,  the  sum  of  $2,364.10  was  withheld  from  the  contract  price 
for  the  purpose  of  guaranteeing  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  street  by 
the  contractor.  This  money  was  a  trust  fund,  and  should  have  been  so 
held,  and  certainly  did  not  at  any  time  belong  to  the  town  of  Irvington. 
Subsequent  to  the  completion  of  the  street  and  the  deposit  of  the  above 
mentioned  sum,  the  town  of  Irvington,  through  its  Board  of  Trustees, 
appropriated  this  money  to  town  purposes,  and  at  the  time  of  the  annex- 
ation of  said  town  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  all  of  said  sum  had  been 
expended.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  guarantee  period  and  after  the  an- 
nexation of  Irvington  to  the  city,  demand  was  made  upon  the  city  for  the 
return  of  this  guaranty  fund.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  received  no  money 
or  other  thing  of  value  from  the  town  of  Irvington,  representing  this 
guaranty,  and  this  ordinance  is  passed  for  the  purpose  of  making  good  to 
the  contractor  his  funds  which  had  been  improperly  appropriated  by  the 
said  town  of  Irvington.  It  is  not  for  me  to  sit  in  unkind  judgment  upon

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I  cannot  permit  this  sum  of  money  to  be  taken  from  the  treasury  of  the 
people  of  Indianapolis  without  this  statement  of  facts  and  without  register- 
ing my  protest  against  such  use  of  public  funds,  even  though  justice  to 
the  contractor  induces  me  to  return  the  ordinance  with  my  approval.

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  shall,  at 
all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or 
defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such 
crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped 
or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  tracks  to

This  Agreement,  Made  and  entered  into  this  27th  day  of  July,  1906,  by 
and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana, 
party  of  the  first  part,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  acting 
under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  In- 
diana, entitled,  "An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporations,"  approved 
March  6,  1905,  and  The  Sun  Vapor  Street  Light  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia  and  having  its 
principal  office  and  place  of  business  in  the  City  of  Canton  in  the  State  of 
Ohio,  party  of  the  second  part,  Witnesseth: 

That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  use  and  pay  for  as  herein- 
after mentioned,  and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  furnish 
the  said,  party  of  the  first  part  naptha  incandescent  street  lamps  on  cer- 
tain streets,  alleys,  squares,  avenues  and  public  places  of  said  party  of  the 
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first  part  for  the  period  of  one  (i)  year  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1906,  according  to  the  specifications  therefor  duly  adopted  by  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  upon  the  18th  day  of  May,  1906,  which  said  speci- 
fications are  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  as  fully  as  if  herein 
written  out  at  length. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  for  the  lamps  so  furnished  and  service  rendered  in  connection 
therewith,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  per  year  for  each  lamp 
so  furnished,  payable  monthly  as  the  service  herein  stipulated  for  is  ren- 
dered. It  being  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  the  minimum  nuiii- 
of  lamps  to  be  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  the  party  of 
the  first  part  shall  be  two  (200)  hundred;  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
having  the  right  to  require  such  additional  lamps  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  designate,  paying  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  therefor  at  the 
price  per  annum  as  is  herein  stated  as  the  price  per  light  per  annum  for 
each  of  said  minimum  of  lights  specified. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  against  any  and  all  claims  which 
may  be  made  by  reason  of  any  infringement  of  any  patent  right  in  the  use 
of  the  lamp,  apparatus  or  process  which  may  be  used  in  operating  or 
maintaining  the  lamps  furnished. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  that  in  rendering 
the  service  herein  provided  for,  it  will  in  all  things  comply  with  said 
specifications  and  save  the  said  City  harmless  from  all  claims  or  demands 
for  damages  to  person  or  property  caused  by  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  to  the  full  extent  contemplated  by  said  specifications. 

In  Witness  W hereof,  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  by  and  through 
its  Board  of  Public  Works,  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor  and  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  by  its  proper  officers  duly  authorized,  have  caused 
this  agreement  to  be  executed  with  the  attestation  of  their  several  cor- 
porate seals  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

Sealed  proposals  will  be  received  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  up  to  ten  (10)  o'clock,  a.  m.,  of  the  4th  day 
of  June,  1906,  for  supplying  said  City  with  naptha  incandescent  street 
lights,  on  certain  alleys,  streets,  squares,  avenues  and  public  places  of  said 
City  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(1)  Bidders  shall  submit  bids  for  furnishing  naptha  incandescent  street 
lights  per  light,  per  year,  on  an  all  night  schedule,  said  lights  to  be 
lighted  on  or  before  one-half  (i)  hour  after  sunset  and  shall  be  kept 
lighted  until  one-half  (J)   hour  before  sunrise. 

(2)  Bidders  shall  accompany  his  or  their  bid  with  an  affidavit  that  such 
bidder  or  bidders  have  not  directly  or  indirectly  entered  into  any  combi- 
nation, collusion,  undertaking,  or  agreement  with  any  other  bidder  or  bid- 
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ders  to  maintain  the  price  of  any  work  or  service  bid  upon,  or  to  be  done 
or  furnished  under  the  proposed  contract  or  to  prevent  any  other  bidder 
or  bidders  from  bidding,  or  to  induce  any  bidder  or  bidders  to  refrain 
from  bidding  on  such  contract  or  work,  and  that  such  bid  is  made  without 
regard  or  reference  to  any  other  bid  or  bids,  and  without  any  agreement, 
undertaking,  or  combination,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  with  any  person 
or  persons  with  reference  to  such  bidding  in  any  way  or  manner  whatever. 

(3)  Bidders  shall  submit  bids  for  furnishing  naptha  incandescent  street 
lights  for  a  period  of  one   (1)  year,  beginning  September  15,  1906. 

(4)  Each  bidder  shall  file  with  his  proposal,  or  bid,  a  certified  check 
on  any  reputable  bank  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  ($500.00)  payable  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  ; 

No  bids  shall  be  considered  unless  accompanied  by  said  check.  Such 
check  submitted  with  bid  shall  be  so  delivered  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  with  an  agreement  between  the  Board  of  Public  Works  on  behalf 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  bidder  that  in  case  the  said  bidder  to 
whom  the  contract  to  furnish  naptha  incandescent  street  lights,  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  accompanying  specifications,  has  been  awarded,  exe- 
cutes said  contract  and  files  a  bond  as  required  by  said  specifications  with 
surety  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  then  said  check  shall  be 
returned  to  the  bidder ;  but  if  the  party  to  whom  the  contract  is  awarded 
fails  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works,  within  a  period  of  ten  ( 10)  days  after  the  final 
award  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  then  in  such  case  the  check 
shall  pass  to  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
as  agreed  and  liquidated  damages  for  failure  of  said  party  to  execute  and 
consummate  the  contract  awarded.  Certified  checks  of  unsuccessful  bid- 
ders shall  be  returned  to  them  immediately  on  awarding  the  contract 
to  the  party  who  shall  make  the  successful  bid  or  upon  the  rejection  of 
all  bids. 

(5)  The  party  to  whom  the  contract  is  awarded  under  these  specifica- 
tions shall  be  required  to  enter  into  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
($5,000.00)  dollars  with  surety  to  the  approval  and  satisfaction  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  conditioned 
that  said  bidder  shall  perform  said  contract  according  to  the  terms  therein 
and  according  to  these  specifications,  which  shall  form  a  part  of  the  con- 
tract. Said  bond,  it  is  understood,  shall  be  renewed  at  any  time  the  said 
Board  shall  require  its  renewal.  The  bidder  must  show  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  that  he  is  pecuniarily  responsible,  and  has 
the  proper  facilities  to  fulfill  said  contract  that  may  be  awarded  to  him. 
The  contractor  must  agree  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  against  any  and  all  claims  which  may  be  made  by  reason  of 
any  infringement  of  any  patent  right  in  the  use  of  the  lamp,  apparatus  or 
process,  which  may  be  used  in  operating  or  maintaining  the  lamp  furnished. 
The  Board  of  Public  Works  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids, 
and  to  re-advertise  for  bids,  if  it  deems  it  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis. 

(6)  The  contractor  shall  supply  naptha  incandescent  street  lights  and 
furnish  and  maintain  lamps  of  at  least  sixty  (60)  candle  power  at  such 
points  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  not,  however,  less  than  two  hundred  (200)  of  such  lights, 
and  proposals  shall  be  submitted  for  furnishing  said  naptha  incandescent 
street  lights,  as  before  stated,  on  an  all  night  schedule  for  a  period  of  one 
(1)  year,  beginning  September  15,  1906,  and  shall  also  submit  proposals 
for  furnishing  in  addition  to  said  two  hundred  (200)  lights,  as  above  men- 
tioned, an  additional  one  hundred  (100)  lights,  making  a  total  of  three 
hundred  (300)  lights,  and  an  additional  one  hundred  lights  (100)  making 
a  total  of  four  hundred  (400)  lights,  and  an  additional  one  hundred  (100) 
lights  making  a  total  of  five  hundred  (500)  lights,  together  with  an  agree- 
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ment  that  if  said  Board  shall  at  any  time  require  more  than  rive  hundred 
(500)  lights  to  be  furnished,  any  lights  in  excess  of  said  five  hundred 
(500)  lights  shall  be  furnished  at  the  same  rate  per  light,  per  year,  as 
agreed  upon  for  each  of  the  five  hundred  (500)  lights  so  furnished. 

(7)  Proposals  shall  include  the  furnishing  of  all  naptha  and  of  all 
lamps  complete,  the  erecting  of  all  poles  or  posts  at  such  points  as  may  be 
designated,  the  City,  however,  to  furnish  the  posts,  and  shall  include  also 
lighting  and  all  work  of  maintaining  said  lights  at  all  times  of  at  least 
sixty  (60)  candle  power  each. 

(8)  All  lamps  must  be  of  the  most  approved  construction  for  lighting, 
must  be  kept  clean,  well  painted  and  bronzed  and  in  good  condition.  The 
lanterns  shall  be  of  a  form  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  must 
be  provided  with  glass  or  other  transparent  bottoms  and  surmounted  with 
a  top  or  dome  of  iridescent  and  light  reflecting  material.  The  lanterns 
must  have  proper  wind  guards  so  that  the  light  will  not  be  affected  in  any 
manner  by  high  wind.  All  lanterns  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  properly 
and  symetrically  hold  segment  glass  street  signs,  and  such  lanterns  as  are 
erected  at  intersections  of  streets,  shall  be  each  equipped  with  four  (4) 
signs  giving  the  names  of  such  intersecting  streets,  such  segment  signs  to 
be  of  glass  with  ruby  letters  upon  a  white  back  ground. 

(9)  The  burners  and  globes  on  lanterns  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  clean 
and  free  from  deposit  of  any  kind,  and  if  not  so  kept,  the  contract  price 
of  the  lamps  having  such  unclean  burners,  globes  or  lanterns  shall  be  for- 
feited for  a  period  of  time  beginning  with  the  day  such  lamps  shall  be 
reported  to  the  contractor  to  be  in  such  unclean  condition  and  ending  the 
day  upon  which  said  lamp  is  cleaned.  Provided,  hozvever,  That  no  such 
deduction  shall  be  demanded  by  said  City  if  such  dirt  or  deposit  be  the 
accumulation  of  not  more  than  forty-eight  (48)  hours'  time. 

(10)  All  labor  and  material  and  anything  relative  or  connected  with 
the  construction,  operation,  cleaning  and  maintenance  of  the  same  and  all 
things  connected  therewith  shall  be  done  and  furnished  at  the  expense  of 
said  contractor,  his  successors  and  assigns,  except  that  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis shall  furnish  to  said  contractor1  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  the 
posts  upon  which  said  lamps  are  to  be  placed.  The  intent  and  meaning 
of  this  part  of  the  specifications  being  that  the  City  shall  not  be  put  to  any 
expense  beyond  the  supi  provided  in  the  contract  as  drawn  in  conformity 
with  these  specifications  for  furnishing  incandescent  naptha  street  lights, 
except  that  said  City  shall  furnish  the  posts  upon  which  said  lamps  are  to 
be  placed. 

(11)  All  lamps,  burners  and  other  property  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor shall  remain  the  property  of  the  contractor  on  the  expiration  of 
said  contract  or  of  any  renewal  thereof. 

(12)  Said  lamps  shall  be  located  at  such  points  as  shall  be  designated 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  writing  and  the  said  Board  of  Public 
Works,  reserves  the  right  to  change  the  location  of  any  lamp  or  post  to 
such  location  or  locations  as  the  Board  of  Public  Works  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  public  need.  The  contractor  shall  also  change  the  loca- 
tion of  any  light  in  the  way  of  public  improvement  and  any  expense  in- 
curred by  any  such  change  must  be  borne  by  the  contractor.    • 

(13)  All  lamps  ordered  shall  be  located  in  place  and  be  ready  for  use 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  written  notice  has  been  given  to  the  contractor 
ordering  said  light  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

(14)  All  sidewalks,  highways  or  public  places  that  said  contractor  at 
any  time  may  open  or  dig  into  shall  be  restored  in  as  good  condition  and 
repair  as  the  same  were  in  before  being  opened  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

(15)  The.  contractor  must  agree  to  save  the  City  harmless  from  any 
claim  which  may  be  made  by  reason  of  any  infringement  of  any  patent 
right  in  the  use  of  lamp,  apparatus  or  in  maintaining  the  lamps  furnished. 

(16)  The  contractor  must  exercise  in  the  prosecution  or  putting  up  of 
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all  lights  ordered  and  maintaining  the  same  all  proper  skill  and  care.  He 
must  properly  guard  all  excavations  or  dangerous  places  made  by  him  or 
his  agents  or  employees,  and  shall  use  all  due  and  proper  precautions  to 
prevent  injury  to  any  property,  person  or  persons  what  and  whomsoever 
for  and  during  the  entire  period  of  the  contract  and  for  and  during  said 
period,  the  contractor  shall  save  the  City  harmless  from  any  and  all  lia- 
bility whatsoever  growing  out  of  any  injury  to  property  or  persons  and 
from  all  damage  suits  that  may  arise  on  account  thereof,  and  shall  pay  any 
judgment  with  costs  which  may  be  obtained  against  such  City  growing  out 
of  any  injury  or  damage  whatsoever  aforesaid. 

(17)  The  contractor  shall  do  no  injury  to  shade  trees  or  interfere  with 
pipes  of  other  Companies,  shall  replace  any  sodding  disturbed  and  shall 
fully  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of  Indianapolis  from  any 
claims  for  damages  for  any  injury  to  streets  whatsoever. 

(18)  All  lights  shall  be  at  least  sixty  (60)  candle  power  and  shall  be 
maintained  so  that  when  lighted  they  shall  each  give  the  light  equal  to  that 
of  sixty  (60)  sperm  candles,  each  consuming  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120) 
grains  per  hour.  The  City  reserves  and  shall  have  the  right  to  make 
candle  power  tests  of  said  lights  at  least  one  (1)  each  month,  and  the 
contractor  shall  give  to  the  City  all  necessary  assistance  in  making  such 
tests.  Such  tests  shall  be  made  as  follows  :  Upon  notice  in  writing  to  the 
contractor  by  said  City  that  the  City  desires  to  make  any  such  test,  the 
contractor  shall  select  five  (5)  lamps  out  of  each  one  hundred  (100)  lamps, 
or  fraction  thereof,  installed  by  him  in  the  City  under  the  terms  of  these 
specifications  and  the  contract  to  be  awarded  thereunder,  and  the  City 
shall  also  select  five  (5)  lamps  out  of  each  one  hundred  (ioo)  or  fraction 
thereof  of  said  lights.  The  burners  of  said  lamps,  so  selected,  shall  be 
removed,  together  with  their  equipment  and  in  the  same  condition  as  they 
were  whei^on  the  lamps  and  in  use  on  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  parks 
or  other  public  places  without  alteration  or  modification  of  their  equip- 
ment or -any  device  attached  thereto,  shall  be  tested  by  the  photometric 
apparatus  in  use  by  said  City.  Provided,  hozvevcr,  That  in  case  the  mantle 
upon  said  burner  is  broken,  a  new  mantle  may  be  substituted  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  the  test.  The  average  candle  power  of  said  lights  so 
tested  as  disclosed  by  said  test  shall  be  agreed  and  taken  as  the  candle 
power  of  each  and  every  light  maintained  by  the  contractor  under  the  con- 
tract to  be  awarded  under  these  specifications  and  for  the  candle  power 
that  the  average  of  said  lights  shall  fall  below  sixty  (60)  candle  power, 
as  shown  by  said  test,  there  shall  be  a  deduction  made  on  the'  amount  to 
become  due  the  contractor  for  the  month  in  which  said  test  is  made  as 
follows:  -If  the  average  candle  power  of  said  lights  so  tested,  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  below  sixty  (60)  candle  power  but  equal  to  or  above  fifty-five  (55) 
candle  power,  then  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  so  become 
due  the  contractor  for  the  month  during  which  said  test  is  made  a  sum 
equal  to  five  (5%)  per  cent,  of  said  amount  so  to  become  due;  if  the 
average  candle  power  of  said  lights  so  tested  as  aforesaid  shall  be  below 
fifty-five  (55)  candle  power  but  equal  to  or  above  fifty  (50)  candle  power, 
then  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  to  become  due  to  the  con- 
tractor for  the  month  during  which  said  test  is  made  a  sum  equal  to  ten 
(10%)  per  cent,  of  said  amount  so  to  become  due;  if  the  average  candle 
power  of  said  lights  so  tested  as  aforesaid  shall  be  below  fifty  (50)  candle 
power  but  equal  to  or  above  forty-five  (45)  candle  power,  then  there  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  amount  to  become  due  the  contractor  for  the  month 
during  which  said  test  is  made,  a  sum  equal  to  fifteen  (15%)  per  cent,  of 
said  amount  so  to  become  due ;  if  the  average  candle  power  of  said  lights 
so  tested  as  aforesaid  shall  be  below  forty-five  (45)  candle  power  but 
equal  to  or  above  forty  (40)  candle  power,  then  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  amount  to  become  due  the  contractor  for  the  month  during  which 
said  test  is  made,  a  sum  equal  to  twenty-five  (25%)  per  cent,  of  said 
amount  so  to  become  due ;  if  the  average  candle  power  of  said  lights  so 
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tested  as  aforesaid  shall  be  below  forty  (40)  candle  power  but  equal  to 
or  above  thirty-five  (35)  candle  power,  then  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  amount  to  become  due  the  contractor  for  the  month  during  which  said 
test  is  made,  a  sum  equal  to  fifty  (50%)  per  cent,  of  said  amount  so  to 
become  due;  and  provided  further,  that  if  the  average  candle  power  of 
said  lamps  so  tested  as  aforesaid  shall  fall  below  thirty-five  (35)  candle 
power,  then  there  shall  be  paid  said  contractor  no  amount  whatsoever  for 
the  month  in  which  said  tests  were  made. 

(19)  The  contractor  shall  have  a  representative  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis with  an  office  and  a  telephone. 

(20)  Should  the  contractor  fail  to  furnish  the  said  naptha  incandescent 
street  lights  and  to  maintain  said  street  lights  lighted  during  the  hours 
one-half  (£)  hour  after  sunset  until  one-half  (I)  hour  before  sunrise  each 
day,  then  the  Board  of  Public  Works  may  deduct  from  any  moneys  due 
said  contractor  for  each  night  that  each  light  is  not  so  lighted,  a  sum 
equal  to  double  the  contract  price  per  night  per  light  for  each  night  or  part 
of  night  that  said  contractor  fails  to  maintain  said  lights  lighted. 

(21)  Should  the  contractor  fail  to  make  any  repairs  caused  by  digging 
into  the  streets,  sidewalks  or  public  places  in  the  performance  of  this  con- 
tract, on  written  notice  from  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  make  said  re- 
pairs, then  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  right  within  five  (5) 
days  after  giving  notice  to  said  contractor,  to  make  said  repairs  and  to 
deduct  the  costs  thereof  out  of  any  moneys  due  said  contractor. 

Whereas,  Said  contract  and  agreement  has  been  submitted  through  the 
said  Board  of  Public  Works  to  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis for  its  action  thereon ;  now,  therefore, 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  the  said  contract  and  agreement  hereinbefore  set  forth, 
made  and  entered  into  the  27th  day  of  July,  1906,  between  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  WTorks,  and  the  Sun  Vapor 
Street  Light  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  in  all  things  ratified, 
confirmed  and  approved. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Contracts  and  Franchises. 


By  Board  of  Public  Works: 

General  Ordinance  No.  72 — 1906 :  An  ordinance  authorizing  and  em- 
powering the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
to  improve  St.  Clair  street,  from  the  west  property  line  of  Senate  avenue 
to  the  south  property  line  of  West  street,  except  the  crossing  of  bridge 
over  the  Canal  and  the  C,  C,  C.  &  St.  L.  Ry.  tracks,  with  bituminous 
macadam  roadway,  brick  gutters  and  curbing. 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  did  on  the  2d  day  of  July,  1906,  adopt  Improvement  Resolution 
No.  4614,  1906,  for  the  improvement  of  St.  Clair  street,  from  the  west 
property  line  of  Senate  avenue  to  the  east  property  line  of  West  street, 
except  the  crossing  of  bridge  over  Canal  and  the  C,  C  C.  &  St.  L.  Ry.. 
by  grading  and  paving  the  roadway  with  bituminous  macadam  laid  on  a  six 
(6)  inch  concrete  foundation ;  from  curb  line  to  curb  line  to  a  uniform

for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Health  to  en- 
force observance  thereof,  and  repealing  Section  3  of  an  ordinance,  en- 
titled, f?an  ordinance  regarding  public  safety,  comfort  and  convenience," 
approved  February  23,  1885. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health 
of  said  City  and  all  officers  and  persons  in  the  employ  of  said  City,  assist- 
ing said  Board,  to  confiscate  and  destroy  all  meats,  fish,  berries,  fruits, 
vegetables,  milk,  butter,  or  other  articles  of  food,  and  all  liquids  substance 
or  compounds  used  or  to  be  used  as  food,  flavor  or  condiment,  found  in 
the  possession  of  any  butcher,  marketer,  grocer,  commission  merchant  or 
other  person  in  the  habit  of  dealing  in  such  articles  of  food  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  or  within  two  miles  thereof,  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
so  rotten,  decayed,  sour,  putrid,  diseased,  or  otherwise  so  spoiled  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  food,  or  in  which  any  preservative  has  been  used  and  to 
so  cut,  puncture,  mutiliate,  or  otherwise  disfigure  and  designate  all  meats 
and  other  articles  of  food  found  in  the  possession  of  any  such  person, 
which  are  unfit  for  human  food,  so  as  to  prevent  the  offering  thereof  for 
sale  as  food.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to 
sell,  offer  to  sell,  or  have  in  his  or  its  possession  with  intent  to  sell  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  or  within  two  miles  thereof,  any  of  the  articles  of 
food  described  in  this  section  when  the  same  shall  be  so  rotten,  decayed, 
sour,  putrid,  diseased,  or  in  which  any  preservative  has  been  used,  or  other- 
wise so  spoiled  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  food. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  sell, 
or  offer  to  sell,  or  have  in  his  or  its  possession  with  intent  to  sell  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  or  within  two  miles  thereof,  any  substance,  mixture 
or  compound  used  or  to  be  used  as  a  food  preservative  or  preservaline ; 
Provided,  hozvever,  That  salt,  saltpeter,  sugar  and  spices  shall  be  excepted 
from  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  regulating  the  sale  of  unwholesome  food  and  food  preservatives, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $100.00 
nor  less  than  $25.00,  to  which  shall  be  added  imprisonment  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  sixty  days.

Artificial  Ice  and  Cold  Storage  Company,  a  corporation,  filed  his  petition 
before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows :

Now,  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  3d  day  of 
August,  1906,  by  and' between  The  Artificial  Ice  and  Cold  Storage  Com- 
pany, a  corporation,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State 
of  Indiana,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and 
through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right-of-way  for  a  side-track  or  switch  from  a  point  on  its  own  ground 
south  of  New  York  street  to  a  point  north  of  Ohio  street  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  which  is' more  specifically  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  in  its  own  ground  south  of  Ohio  street  and  immediately  east 
of  the  C,  C,  C.  and  St.  L.  Ry.  Co.1s  track  crossing  the  end  of  the  first 
alley  south  of  Ohio  street,  thence  across  its  own  ground  to  the  end  of  an 
alley  running  north  from  Ohio  street  immediately  east  of  the  said  railroad 
tracks,  thence  over  and  upon  said  alley  to  a  point  thirty  (30)  feet  north 
of  Ohio  street,  hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his  sucessors, 
legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain 
said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit : 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision  and 
to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered  to 
conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  estab- 
lished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  made 
to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common 
Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board,  for  the 
elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  shall,  at 
all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or 
defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such 
crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped 
or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  tracks  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall  be 
or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  . 
any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
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ten  (io)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and  cost 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold  said

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the"  same  mav  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth. 

(8)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  during  the  time  for  which  said

any  weight  other  than  the  correct  weight,  for  any  money  value  indicated, 
shall  be  condemned,  otherwise  they  shall  be  approved  by  said  Inspector. 
The  character  or  letters  to  be  stamped  or  branded  on  the  scales,  weights 
or  measures  to  be  used  shall  be  I.  S.,  meaning  thereby  Indianapolis  Stand- 
ard, and  shall  be  placed  in  such  a  manner  and  on  or  near  said  scales, 
weights  and  measures  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Inspector  may  be  most 
lasting  and  effectual,  in  preventing  or  detecting  fraudulent  practices  in  the 
use  of  such  scales,  weights  and  measures,  and  the  like  inspection  shall  be 
repeated  once  in  every  year,  and  the  branding  or  stamping  renewed  when 
necessary.  Provided,  however,  The  Inspector  may  inspect  scales,  weights 
and  measures  at  other  times  if  he  has  any  reason  to  suspect  that  the  same

Gentlemen  :  I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  the  following  or- 
dinances :

My  reason  for  withholding  my  approval  of  these  ordinances  is,  that  more 
than  sixty  days  have  elapsed  from  the  time  the  same  were  remonstrated 
against  to  the  time  of  their  passage  by  your  honorable  body  under  Section 
107  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  are  of  no  effect,  having  died 
through  the  lapse  of  the  time  limit. 

In  this  connection  I  feel  that  it  is  due  not  only  to  the  members  of  your 
honorable  body,  but  to  the  people  of  Indianapolis,  that  the  policy  and  plan 
of  the  administration  relative  to  street  improvements  should  be  further 
outlined.  If  Indianapolis  is  to  continue  to  grow,  it  must  advance  along 
the  line  of  street  improvements  at  least  as  rapidly  as  along  other  lines,  a 
thing  which  it  has  not  done  during  the  past  rive  years.  It  is  not  the  desire 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  of  myself  to  place  unnecessary  burdens 
upon  property  owners,  but  remonstrances  filed  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  do  not  present  sufficient  reasons  against  the  making  of  the  im- 
provements will  not  in  any  way  affect  the  action  of  such  Board.  Under 
the  terms  of  the  Charter,  whenever  such  remonstrances  are  overruled,  it 
is  necessary,  to  make  the. previous  action  of  the  Board  of  Works  opera- 
tive, that  such  action  should  receive  the  approval  of  your  honorable  body 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  thereof  within  sixty  days  from  the 
time  of  the  filing  of.  such  remonstrance.  I  am  satisfied  that  all  the  depart- 
ments of  the  city  government  will  receive  the  earnest  and  willing  co- 
operation of  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  in  carrying  out  any 
work  which  proves  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  community,  but 
I  wish  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention  to  this  Charter  provision,  with 
the  hope  than  on  future  improvement  resolutions  action  can  be  had  within 
the  time  limit,  thus  not  only  securing  the  improvement  without  unnecessary 
delay,  but  also  saving  to  the  City  Treasury  considerable  expense  connected 
with  the  reletting  and  readvertising  of  such  work,  not  to  mention  the  ad- 
ditional labor  entailed  upon  the  Board  of  Public  Works.     I  am  pleased  to 
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say  that  new  resolutions  providing  for  all  these  improvements  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  should  the  same  remonstrances 
be  made  against  this  work,  new  ordinances  will  be  transmitted  to  your  hon- 
orable body  for  your  approval  or  rejection.

My  reason  for  withholding  my  approval  of  this  ordinance  is  that  from 
the  description  contained  in  the  ordinance  and  from  the  wording  of  the 
ordinance  itself,  serious  doubt  arises  as  to  the  intent  of  your  honorable 
body.  I  cannot  approve  an  ordinance  annexing  new  territory  which  in  my 
opinion  is  not  drawn  in  such  way  as  to  prove  of  direct  benefit  to  the  city. 
I  am  in  favor  of  the  annexation  of  the  ground  north  of  Indianapolis  on 
the  line  of  46th  street  extended  east  and  west,  but  would  not  disapprove 
of  this  ordinance  because  it  did  not  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  all  of 
the  ground  extending  north  to  such  street,  but  I  believe  that  it  will  best 
serve  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  for  this  ordinance  to  be 
returned  without  approval,  and  a  new  ordinance  granted  after  consultation 
of  the  representatives  of  your  honorable  body  and  other  departments  of 
city  government.  I  am  ready  to  take  up  this  matter  with  your  committee 
at  once,  and  believe  it  will  be  easy  for  us  to  reach  an  agreement  which  will 
prove  satisfactory  to  all  parties.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  transmit  herewith  an  estimate  of  the  amounts  needed 
during  the  fiscal  year  1907,  for  the  use  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
city  government,  such  estimates  having  been  prepared  by  the  various 
Boards,  together  with  the  City  Controller  and  myself,  and  also  send  to 
you  a  communication  from  the  City  Controller  relative  to  such  estimates, 
all  of  which  documents  I  know  will  receive  careful  consideration  at  your 
hands. 

An  examination  of  the  figures  show  the  total  valuation  of  all  taxables, 
less  the  amount  allowed  by  law  for  mortgage  exemptions,  to  be 
$158,546,005.00,  this  being  the  only  source  other  than  miscellaneous  receipts 
from  which  the  revenues  of  the  city  may  be  derived.  An  examination  of 
the  figures  presented  by  the  Controller  shows  that  the  appropriations  for 
the  fiscal  year  1907  exceed  those  of  the  fiscal  year  1906  in  the  sum  of 
$117,880.90.  In  order  to  secure  the  amount  of  money  deemed  to  be  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  the  purposes  of  government,  estimating  the  miscel- 
laneous receipts  in  the  most  liberal  manner,  it  will  in  my  opinion  be  neces- 
sary to  levy  for  municipal  purposes  not  less  than  eighty  cents  (80c)  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  taxables.  This  levy,  together  with 
the  special  tax  imposed  by  the  last  Legislature  of  five  cents  (5c)  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  sinking  fund  purposes,  added  to  the  four 
cents  (4c)  provided  for  the  purpose  of  track  elevation,  together  with  one- 
half  cent  (|-c)  each  for  the  police  and  firemen's  pension  funds,  will  render 
necessary  the  fixing  of  a  gross  levy  of  ninety  cents  (90c)  upon  each  one 
hundred  dollars   ($100). 

Any  increase  in  the  burden  of  taxation  I  take  it  is  to  be  avoided 
wherever  and  whenever  possible,  but  the  increased  demands  upon  the  city, 
incident  to  the  rapid  growth  of  Indianapolis,  renders  it  absolutely  impera- 
tive that  additional  revenues  should  be  obtained.  It  is  not  my  purpose  or 
intention  to  enter  into  a  detailed  statement  of  all  the  increases  provided  for 
in  the  figures  submitted,  because  I  realize  that  such  figures  will  be  most 
thoroughly  and  carefully  reviewed  by  the  members  of  your  honorable  body, 
but  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  increase  of 
$117,880.90  provided  for,  the  following  principal  items  should  be  set  forth 
not  only  to  the  members  of  the  Common  Council,  but  to  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis : 

In  the  Park  Department  an  increased  allowance  of  $14,700.00  has  been 
made.     This  amount  in  my  opinion  is  not  as  much  as  the  legitimate  de-

mands  of  the  parks  warrant,  but  taken  together  with  all  other  increases 
rendered  absolutely  necessary,  is  as  much  as  the  Treasury  can  stand  at 
this  time.  While  the  figures  only  show  an  increase  of  $14,700.00  over  the 
amount  named  in  the  levy  of  1906,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  effect  the  increase  is  $34,700.00,  as  the  appropriation  for  the 
current  year  carried  with  it  a  charge  of  $20,000.00  as  final  payment  upon 
the  grounds  purchased  from  the  State  of  Indiana  by  the  City  during  the 
year  1904,  such  grounds  being  the  ones  now  occupied  by  the  Institution  for 
the  Education  of  the  Deaf. 

I  again  advance  to  the  people  the  proposition  that  no  money  spent  for 
any  other  purpose  brings  as  great  returns  as  does  the  money  spent  for 
park  purposes.  I  am  not  ready,  if  I  had  the  power,  to  embark  in  any 
wholesale  or  reckless  development  of  parks  and  boulevards,  but  I  do  stand 
committed  to  the  proposition  that  the  general  good  of  Indianapolis  de- 
mands that  we  shall  keep  pace  in  a  municipal  way  with  our  growth  in  other 
directions,  and  it  shall  be  my  purpose  to  extend  the  boulevard  system  and 
to  continue  the  development  of  all  public  parks,  acquiring  other  grounds 
for  such  use  whenever  possible. 

In  the  item  of  police,  you  will  find  an  increase  of  $51,151.16.  I  have  had 
some  previous  experience  in  fixing  tax  levies,  and  speak  advisedly  when  I 
say  that  in  making  provisions  for  the  various  city  departments,  the  de- 
partment of  police  has  always  been  made  to  stand  for  more  than  its  share 
of  retrenchment.  It  has  been  the  general  rule  that  after  other  departments 
have  been  cared  for  the  police  shall  be  given  whatever  is  left,  and  as  the 
result  of  this  policy,  while  other  departments  have  in  a  measure  kept  pace 
with  the  growth  of  the  city  and  have  been  enlarged  so  as  to  handle  that 
portion  of  the  city's  business  entrusted  to  them,  the  police  department  has 
remained  practically  stationary.  In  this  connection,  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  estimate  made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  in  1905,  when  an  addi- 
tional fifty  police  were  asked  for,  but  when  the  levy  was  fixed  by  the  Con- 
troller, as  such  examination  will  show,  the  request  for  fifty  men  had  been 
met  by  an  allowance  of  five  men.  Early  in  the  year  of  1906,  the  adminis- 
tration decided  to,  in  a  measure,  at  least,  bring  the  police  department  up 
to  what  should  be  its  normal  condition,  and  as  the  result  of  such  determi- 
nation, forty-five  additional  patrolmen  have  been  added  to  the  force,  in- 
cluding the  installation  for  the  first  time  of  the  mounted  police  feature, 
which  additional  branch  of  the  service  is  rendered  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  proper  patroling  of  the  new  boulevards.  In  the  estimates  sent  to  you 
herewith  and  in  the  increases  called  for,  a  further  addition  to  the  mounted 
branch  of  the  service  is  provided  for  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  bicycle  men,  the  most  efficient  branch  of  the  police  organization. 

An  examination  of  the  figures  submitted  for  this  department  will  fail  to 
show  that  any  provision  has  been  made  for  sub-stations,  a  most  necessary 
thing  in  order  that  the  city  may  be  properly  and  more  efficiently  policed. 
Indianapolis  has  outgrown  the  village  plan  of  having  every  policeman, 
twice  each  day,  coming  to  one  central  station.  The  great  distances  neces- 
sarily traveled  in  making  these  daily  reports  to  headquarters  renders  it 
necessary  for  the  various  patroled  districts  to  remain  for  many  hours 
wholly  without  police  protection.  I  have  not  overlooked  this  necessity, 
even  though  provision  has  not  been  made  herein  for  the  construction  of 
such  sub-stations.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  administration,  provided  the 
idea  meets  with  the  approval  of  your  honorable  body,  to  take  up  this  ques- 
tion of  sub-stations  immediately  after  January  1,  1907,  and  by  such  ar- 
rangements as  may  be  possible  and  deemed  best,  provide  during  the  year 
1907  for  the  construction  of  two  such  sub-stations.  This  can  only  be  done 
and  can  only  be  properly  done  by  means  of  bond  issues.  Police  stations 
are  permanent  assets,  and  should  be  built  in  such  manner  that  the  entire 
burden  of  their  construction  shall  not  fall  upon  the  people  of  to-day. 
They  are  constructed  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  will  come  after  us  as 
well  as  for  the  benefit  of  those  of  us  here  now,  and  the  cost  of.  such  addi- 
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tional  buildings  should  be  paid  for  through  the  medium  of  a  sinking  fund, 
and  not  from  current  revenues. 

Another  increase  called  for  will  be  found  in  the  figures  submitted  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works.  First,  you  will  find  an  appropriation  of  $17,500.00 
for  the  collection  of  ashes,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  to  provide  by  contract  for  the  removal  of  ashes  and  other  refuse 
by  the  city  direct,  such  contract  to  be  co-extensive  with  the  new  contract 
for  the  removal  of  garbage.  This  provision  is  made  along  the  line  of  the 
city  healthful,  and  is  made  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
in  its  efforts  to  improve  existing  sanitary  conditions. 

Another  item  which  you  will  find  under  the  head  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  is  $10,000.00  for  the  construction  of  public  conveniences. 
Indianapolis  is  the  excursion  center  of  Indiana.  The  many  interurban 
railroads  which  have  but  recently  commenced  operations,  together  with  the 
unequaled  facilities  offered  by  the  steam  roads,  makes  Indianapolis  the 
natural  trading  point  for  thousands  of  the  people  of  Indiana.  It  is  our 
purpose  within. the  coming  year  to  provide  for  these  strangers  within  our 
gates  as  well  as  for  the  people  of  the  city,  suitable  conveniences  which  will 
render  it  unnecessary  for  men  to  frequent  improper  places,  and  which  will 
contribute  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  women  and  children  who  are  now 
denied  access  to  suitable  and  proper  accommodations.  It  is  the  intention 
to  make  one  of  these  conveniences  for  men  and  one  for  women  and  chil- 
dren, and  to  construct  them  under  ground  in  convenient  central  locations. 
I  sincerely  trust  that  this  item  will  meet  with  your  approval  and  consider- 
ation. It  is  my  purpose  to  keep  Indianapolis  in  the  front,  and  to  make  it 
a  pioneer  in  providing  all  those  things  which  will  render  it  an  attractive 
place  for  the  stranger  as  well  as  a  comfortable  place  for  its  own  people. 

Another  item  to  be  found  under  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  is  an 
increase  of  $20,000.00  for  sweeping  and  cleaning  improved  streets.  I  feel 
that  this  administration  may  be  pardoned  for  "pointing  with  pride"  to  its 
record  as  to  clean  streets.  Never  before  since  Indianapolis  has  had  per- 
manently improved  streets,  have  such  highways  been  kept  in  as  cleanly  a 
condition.  To  do  this  takes  money,  and  we  approach  the  responsibility  for 
such  increased  appropriation  with  the  firm  belief  that  the  people  will  ap- 
prove our  action. 

Under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  you  will  find  among  other  in- 
creases an  additional  appropriation  of  the  City  Hospital  for  $9,556.25,  ren- 
dered necessary  by  my  determination  to  make  this  institution  what  it 
should  be,  a  model  one.  The  kitchen  of  a  hospital  is  a  most  important  de- 
partment. I  do  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  this  institution  is  in  a  meas- 
ure a  charitable  one,  but  it  ministers  to  the  stricken  people  of  Indianapolis, 
and  those  of  us  blessed  with  good  health  or  with  the  means  for  caring  for 
ourselves  when  afflicted  should  not  rest  content  with  providing  for  our 
less  fortunate  citizens,  when  in  our  care,  a  bare  subsistence,  but  should 
furnish  such  nourishing  food  as  would  not  only  be  relished  by  the  sick, 
but  would  the  more  quickly  restore  them  to  health,  and  thus  shorten  the 
time  during  which  they  would  be  a  charge  upon  the  city  treasury. 

A  compilation  of  these  figures  will  show  that  these  items  above  men- 
tioned, no  one  of  which  I  believe  can  be  eliminated,  amount  to  $122,907.41, 
a  sum  greater  than  the  total  increase  of  expenditures  as  set  out  before  in 
this  communication.  There  have  been  other  increases  which  would  swell 
this  item,  such  increases  as  have  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  addition 
of  new  health  officers  in  the  Board  of  Health,  by  the  employment  of  addi- 
tional inspectors  in  the  Engineer's  office,  which  has  been  rendered  neces- 
sary by  the  vastly  increased  amount  of  public  improvement,  which  has  been 
and  is  now  being  made,  but  such  increases,  together  with  the  excess  of 
the  six  items  enumerated  above,  have  been  cared  for  by  decreased  appro- 
priations in  other  funds  of  the  various  departments,  it  being  our  purpose 
to  make  decreases  whenever  possible  just  as  willingly  as  we  have  decided 
to  make  increases  whenever  deemed  necessarv. 
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As  a  last  word  to  you  in  this  connection,  permit  me  to  say  that  the 
streets  cannot  be  kept  clean  without  money,  and  we  intend  to  keep  them 
clean ;  that  streets  cannot  be  kept  in  good  repair  without  money,  and  we 
intend  to  keep  them  in  repair ;  that  a  city  does  not  differ  from  an  indi- 
vidual, and  that  no  improvements  can  be  made  without  spending  money. 
While  recognizing  these  facts,  and  while  determined  to  spend  money  when- 
ever necessary,  I  desire  to  say  to  the  people  of  Indianapolis,  that  the  pur- 
pose of  the  administration  is  to  exercise  the  closest  scrutiny  of  all  expendi- 
tures and  to  insist  upon  economy  without  being  betrayed  into  parsimony.

Sir  :  I  submit  herewith  estimates  for  appropriations  for  the  several 
departments  for  the  year  1907,  as  revised  by  me.

The  aggregate  of  estimates  submitted  by  the  departments  is  $1,905,595.24, 
and  as  revised  is  $1,705,938.24.  The  total  appropriations  for  year  1906,  as 
adopted  by  the  Common  Council  in  the  month  of  September,  1905,  is 
$1,588,057.34,  showing  an  increase  for  the  year  1907  of  $117,880.90.  The 
rapid  growth  of  our  city  with  consequent  greater  demands  upon  the  vari- 
ous funds  of  the  several  departments,  together  with  the  recent  increase  of 
the  numerical  strength  of  the  police  force  and  contemplated  improvements 
in  said  department,  warrants  and  necessitates  this  proposed  increase  in  the 
appropriations. 

I  estimate  that  the  receipts  for  the  year  1907  from  all  sources,  other 
than  from  taxes,  will  amount  to  $400,000.00,  this  leaves  the  sum  of 
$1,305,938.24  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  I  further  estimate  that  a  levy  of 
80  cents  on  each  $100.00  of  taxable  property  and  50  cents  on  each  poll  will 
be  required  for  general  purposes,  4  cents  on  each  $100.00  for  track  eleva- 
tion, ^  cent  on  each  $100.00  for  each  the  police  and  firemen's  pension  funds, 
and  5  cents  on  each  $100.00  for  city  sinking  fund,  these  additional  levies 
being  provided  for  and  required  by  statutes,  thus  making  the  total  city 
levy  90  cents. 

I   respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  appropriations  as  herein

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  PARKS.

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City  be,  and 
the  same  is,  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  improve  first  alley  east 
of  Arsenal  avenue,  from  the  northwest  property  line  of  Roosevelt  avenue 
to  the  south  property  line  of  Sixteenth  street,  by  grading  and  paving  the 
roadway  from  property  line  to  property  line  to  a  uniform  width  of  fifteen 
(15)  feet  with  brick  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  gravel  foundation,  except  the 
space  of  one  and  one-half  (il)  inches  on  each  side  being  oak  marginal 
plank;  setting  necessary  marginal  stones  and  marginal  plank  as  shown  on 
plans,  in  accordance  with  Improvement  Resolution  No.  4726,  1906,  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  on  the  24th  day  of  August,  1906. 

Sec  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration to  peddle,  barter  or  sell  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  whatso- 
ever, by  wholesale  or  retail,  in  or  along  the  streets  or  aHeys  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  traveling  from  place  to  place  therein,  either  on  foot  or  with 
any  kind  of  vehicle,  without  first  having  procured  and  paid  for  a  license  so 
to  do,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  goes  from  house  to  house,  or  from  one  part 
of  the  public  streets  or  alleys  to  another,  in  a  vehicle,  on  foot,  or  with  a 
push  cart,  offering  for  sale  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  fruit,  candies, 
poultry,  produce  or  other  article,  shall  be  deemed  a  peddler  within  the 
meaning  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  word  peddler  shall  include  hucksters, 
"hawkers"  and  "itinerant  dealers"  as  commonly  used,  and  shall  include  any 
person  going  about  said  city  on  foot  or  otherwise,  taking  orders  for  or 
selling  any  kind  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  by  sample,  to  be  afterward 
delivered. 

Provided,  however,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to 
merchants  of  this  city  who  takes  orders  for  future  delivery. 

Provided,  further,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  ex- 
union  soldiers  or  sailors  as  exempted  by  State  law. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  a  license  for  any  of 
the  purposes  embraced  in  this  ordinance  must  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  said 
city,  the  amount  of  money  as  follows :  . 

For  each  peddler  using  a  two-horse  wagon,  $75.00  per  year,  or  $50.00  for 
six  months ;  for  each  person  using  a  one-horse  wagon  or  vehicle,  $50.00 
per  year,  or  $35.00  for  six  months:  for  each  helper  on  such  wagon  or 
vehicle,  $30.00  per  year,  or  $20.00  for  six  months  ;  for  each  push  cart,  $20.00 
per  year,  or  $15.00  for  six  months,  and  for  each  foot  peddler,  $10.00  per 
year. 

Upon  presenting  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  for  money 
paid,  as  above  provided,  to  the  City  Controller,  said  City  Controller  shall 
issue  to  such  person  the  proper  license  therefor ;  Provided,  That  all  such 
licenses  shall  date  on  the  first  day  of  January  or  the  first  day  of  July"  and 
no  reduction  shall  be  made  on  account  of  any  portion  of  the  time  having 
run  before  the  actual  issuing  of  said  license. 

Sec.  4.  Any  peddlers  or  hawkers  who  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  decayed 
or  unwholesome  goods  intended  for  human  consumption,  or  is  guilty  of 
any  cheat,  fraud  or  deception,  or  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $100.00  nor  less  than  $10.00, 
and  each  day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense;  Provided,  That 
for  a  second  offense  such  person  shall  forfeit  his  license. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

of  such  street. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  adopt  a  resolution 
for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  roadway  of  any  street  it  shall  in 
said  resolution  declare  its  intention  of  making,  by  contract  and  at  the 
owner's  expense,  all  private  connections  with  sewer,  gas,  water,  and  other

property  collectible  in  the  same  manner  as  expenses  for  other  street  im- 
provements.

Gentlemen  :  I  return  herewith  with  my  approval  Appropriation  Ordi- 
nance No.  22,  1906,  being  "an  ordinance  appropriating  moneys  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  current  expenses  of  the  city  government  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  and  for  the  use  of  the  several  executive  departments  thereof, 
beginning  January  1,  1907,  and  ending  December  31,  1907." 

In  returning  this  ordinance  to  you,  I  feel  as  though  I  must  express  my 
sincere  regret  that  your  honorable  body  in  the  exercise  of  its  right  and  pre- 
rogative under  the  charter,  has  seen  fit  to  change  certain  items  of  appro- 
priations which  have  been  recommended  by  the  City  Controller  and  myself. 
1  do  not  desire  to  be  placed  in  the  attitude  of  criticizing  your  action,  be- 
cause I  recognize  that  under  the  law,  it  is  not  only  the  right,  but  also  the 
duty  of  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  to  carefully  weigh  the  neces- 
sity for  any  appropriation  suggested  by  the  executive  or  other  departments, 
but  in  my  opinion  the  items  eliminated  by  your  action  in  amending  the 
budget  recommended,  will  result  in  serious  embarrassment  to  some  depart- 
ments and  will  prevent  the  advance  of  the  city  along  other  lines. 

It  has  been  a  project  most  near  to  my  heart  to  make  Indianapolis  at- 
tractive to  outside  people,  and  to  render  it  a  place  of  comfort  for  its  own 
citizens  as  well.     With  this  purpose  in  mind,  I  suggested  and  urged  upon 
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the  Controller  the  insertion  in  the  ordinance  as  originally  presented  to  the 
Common  Council  of  the  item  of  $10,000  for  public  conveniences.  I  made 
this  recommendation,  realizing  that  it  was  a  radical  departure  from  the 
usual  practice,  but  I  made  it  after  most  careful  deliberation,  believing  that 
the  expenditure  of  such  a  sum  for  such  purposes  would  redound 
to  the  material  welfare  of  every  citizen  as  well  as  promote  the 
attractiveness  of  Indianapolis  as  a  good  place  to  visit,  and  a 
good  place  to  live.  Your  honorable  body  having  decided,  how- 
ever, that  it  is  at  this  time  not  opportune  to  make  this  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  expense  items,  I  must  concur,  even  though  I  still  insist 
that  in  my  judgment  I  believe  such  action  was  a  serious  mistake.  I  shall 
take  occasion  in  the  future  to  again  present  this  matter  to  the  members 
of  the  Common  Council,  with  the  hope  that  a  more  thorough  investigation 
of  the  necessity  of  the  improvement. and  a  more  careful  weighing  of  the 
advantage  to  accrue,  shall  cause  the  members  of  your  honorable  body  to 
permit  such  work  to  be  done  within  the  near  future. 

The  elimination  of  the  item  of  $17,500  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and 
other  refuse,  other  than  garbage,  will  result  in  considerable  embarrassment 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  as  well  as  prevent  another  marked 
step  along  the  line  of  proper  and  healthy  progress.  The  specifications  for 
the  collection  of  ashes  were  to  have  been  so  drawn  that  it  would  be  the 
duty  of  whoever  secured  the  contract  to  not  only  take  ashes  from  the 
premises  of  the  people,  but  to  also  remove  all  cans  or  other  refuse,  includ- 
ing grass  and  leaves,  which  articles  now  either  remain  untouched  or  which 
are  swept  into  the  streets  or  thrown  into  the  alleys.  To  keep  Indianapolis 
clean  under  existing  conditions  has  proven  practically  impossible,  and  it 
was  the  desire  in  providing  for  this  expense  in  the  annual  budget  to  have 
the  city  assume  its  share  of  the  burden  along  the  line  of  advance  in  clean- 
liness. This  service  is  rendered  in  almost  every  other  city  of  the  size  or 
class  of  Indianapolis,  and  its  introduction  here  certainly  cannot  be  long 
delayed. 

The  reductions  made  in  the  appropriations  to  the  Park  Board  may  prove 
to  be  wise,  but  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Controller  and  myself  in  fixing 
the  sum  provided  for  such  Board  at  as  liberal  a  figure  as  possible,  in  order 
to  expedite  the  work  on  the  city's  park  places.  I  have  always  wanted 
play-grounds  for  children,  not  only  in  the  parks,  but  at  other  convenient 
places.  Such  play-grounds  are  maintained  in  other  cities,  and  have  proven 
not  only  a  boon  to  the  child,  but  a  blessing  to  the  mothers.  Within  the 
past  few  days  my  attention  has  been  called  to  a  communication  addressed 
to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  by  Mr.  George  Merritt  at  the  time 
he  last  met  with  such  Board  as  a  member  thereof.  In  speaking  of  public 
play-grounds  under  proper  control,  he  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  boy 
or  girl  who  is  given  an  opportunity  to  play  in  proper  and  healthful  sur- 
roundings, and  was  taught  to  play  fair,  had  been  given  the  first  and  best 
lesson  in  good  citizenship,  because  the  character  of  the  child  had  been 
started  to  build  upon  right  lines.  With  the  appropriation  made  for  the 
coming  year,  I  much  fear  that  it  will  prove  impossible  for  additional  play- 
grounds to  be  added  or  those  already  established  maintained  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  secure  the  best  results. 

I  desire  to  repeat  that  in  thus  again  setting  out  my  opinions  on  the  items 
eliminated,  I  do  not  wish  in  any  way  to  encroach  upon  the  rights  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  nor  do  I  wish  to  be  considered  as  indulging  in 
criticism  in  official  acts.  I  am  only  desirous  of  officially  impressing  upon 
you  again  my  ideas  as  to  what  new  things  should  be  done  to  further  con- 
tribute to  the  good  of  our  people.

Gentlemen  :  There  will  be  transmitted  to  you  for  consideration  at  to- 
night's meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  a  recommendation  from  the  City 
Controller  for  the  appropriation  of  $300.00  to  be  used  as  a  reward  for  the 
arrest  of  the  murderer  of  Patrolman  Charles  Russell.  It  is  important  that 
quick  action  be  had  in  this  matter,  as  it  would  be  most  unfortunate  should 
this  man  escape,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  to  you  that  the  rules  of  the 
Council  be  suspended,  and  that  the  sunt  called  for  be  appropriated  at  once. 

The  killing  of  an  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  is  an  offense  which 
should  be  punished  beyond  question,  and  I  believe  it  to  be  in  the  interest 
of  good  government  that  the  city  should  be  ready  and  willing  to  offer  such 
rewards  as  will  render  the  arrest  of  the  criminals  a  matter  of  absolute 
certainty.  Many  citizens  have  volunteered  to  me  to-day,  among  them  be- 
ing representative  colored  men,  to  join  in  making  the  offer  of  a  reward, 
and  while  I  have  assured  them  that  they  shall  be  permitted  to  join  in  in- 
creasing the  amount,  I  have  also  informed  them  that  the  people  of  In- 
dianapolis will  do  their  part  in  a  public  way. 

The  tragic  death  of  Patrolman  Russell,  together  with  the  fatal  shooting 
of  Patrolman  Petticord,  by  men  whom  they  merely  approached  on  the 
street  to  learn  whether  or  not  they  were  doubtful  characters,  but  em- 
phasizes the  fact  that  an  officer  in  performing  such  duty,  dare  not  take  the 
desperate  chances  which  people  unversed  in  criminology  and  who  are  al- 
ways prone  to  maudlin  sympathy  with  the  criminal  and  law  violator,  ask 
them  to  take.  A  policeman  does  not  under  ordinary  circumstances  find 
himself  brought  into  contact  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  with  the  average 
peaceable  citizen,  and  must  of  necessity  approach  men  whom  he  seeks  to 
examine  with  the  idea  uppermost  that  his  efforts  are  more  than  likely  to 
be  met  with  violent  resistance.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  administration  to 
uphold  every  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  public  duty,  and  the  presump- 
tion shall  always  be  in  favor  of  the  officer,  even  though  soured  and  embit- 
tered minds,  smarting  under  political  chastisement,  are  seeking  to  curry 
favor  with  the  thug  and  tough  by  ill-tempered  and  ill-timed  assaults  upon 
such  officers.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
and  thirty-eight  cents  ($125.38)  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Finance  in  the  payment  of  the 
claim  of  Louise  Baden  and  Frank  J.  Baden,  sole  heirs  of  Charles  N. 
Baden,  deceased,  being  amount  due  such  heirs  for  unexpired  term  of  city 
retail  liquor  license,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  eight  of 
an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled :  "An

Gentlemen  :  I  return  herewith  with  my  approval  the  following  ordi- 
nances :

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  return  herewith  with  my  approval,  Appropriation  Ordi- 
nance No.  16,  1906,  being  "an  ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  $4,300.00 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the"  Department  of  Public  Works,"  such  ordinance  be- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  water  mains  in  Brightwood  avenue, 
Dearborn  and  Adams  streets.    . 

The  passage  of  this  ordinance  by  your  honorable  body  opens  up  for  con- 
sideration the  important  question  of  the  further  extension  and  im- 
provement of  the  water  works  system  belonging  to  the  town  of  Bright- 
wood  at  the  time  of  its  annexation  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  now 
owned  and  operated  by  the  city.  I  am  most  heartily  in  favor  of  giving  to 
all  citizens  those  public  conveniences  to  which  they  are  entitled  through 
the  payment  of  taxes,  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  but  in  the  present 
instance  I  feel  that  the  best  interests  of  all  the  people  demand  that  most 
careful  consideration  be  given  the  entire  water  works  problem  in  that  por- 
tion of  the  city  served  by  the  water  works  plant  in  question,  before  further 
pipe  extensions  are  made. 

It  is  a  most  serious  question  in  my  opinion  whether  or  not  the  plant  as 
at  present  equipped  has  either  sufficient  pump  capacity  or  sufficient  reser- 
voir or  water  capacity  to  furnish  adequate  service  for  any  additional  num- 
ber of  consumers.  The  danger  which  threatens  as  the  result  of  this  ex- 
tension is  not  only  that  the  new  consumers  would  receive  poor  service,  but 
that  all  consumers  at  present  connected  with  the  pipes  of  the  system  would 
have  the  efficiency  of  their  service  most  materially  affected.  In  my  opinion 
the  question  to  be  determined  is  whether -or  not  in  the  present  physical  con- 
dition of  the  property,  do  we  dare  continue  to  add  consumers?  If  not, 
then  the  question  arises,  what  must  be  done  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
plant,  and  how  much  money  will  it  be  necessary  for  the  city  to  expend  to 
make  such  improvements  as  will  give  to  all  the  people  living  in  the  north- 
eastern^ portion  of  the  city,  within  the  territory  to  be  served  by  this  plant, 
not  only  sufficient  water  for  domestic  purposes,  but  also  sufficient  pump 
capacity  and  reservoir  capacity  to  guarantee  them  adequate  lire  protection. 
It  is  becoming  more  apparent  every  day  that  this  result  cannot  be  attained 
without  the  addition  of  new  pumps  and  of  a  stand  pipe.  At  present  the 
surplus  supply  of  this  system  is  drawn  from  a  cistern  too  small  in  size  to 
permit  of  much  greater  demands  upon  it.  Personally,  I  believe  that  "the 
erection  of  a  stand  pipe  will  be  rendered  necessary  in  the  near  future, 
should  the  city  determine  to  continue  the  operation  of  this  plant. 

I  but  voice  the  sentiments  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
when  I  declare  it  to  be  the  purpose  of  the  city  if  in  any  manner  possible  to 
continue  the  operation  of  this  plant,  but  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  take 
up  the  whole  question  and  solve  it  along  correct  business  lines.  We  must 
either  make  the  plant  a  modern  one,  adequate  for  the  purposes  intended, 
and  therefore  not  only  self-sustaining,  but  in  a  measure  a  profit  earner,  or 
in  justice  to  the  people  residing  outside  the  city  limits  served  by  this  plant, 
we  should  decide  upon  some  other  course.  Tt  is  not  fair  and  it  is  not  right 
that  every  citizen  in  Indianapolis  should  continue  to  be  taxed  to  make  up 
the  deficit  arising  from  the  present  method  of  operation  of  this  plant. 

The  question  of  municipal  ownership  of  water  works  is  a  most  impor- 
tant one,  and  much  can  be  said  on  both  sides  of  the  proposition.  We  are 
brought  face  to  face  with  the  question  by  the  situation  presented  by  this 
plan,  and  it  occurs  to  me  that  there  could  be  no  more  opportune  time  for 
such  consideration  than  the  present.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  a 
special  committee  of  five,  of  which  the  President  of  the  Council  should  be 
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a  member,  be  appointed  by  your  honorable  body  to  co-operate  with  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  myself  in  the  consideration  of 
steps  necessary  to  settle  this  water  works  problem,  and  determine  upon  a 
definite  fixed  business  policy  in  reference  to  such  water  system. 

It  is  with  considerable  reluctance  that  I  give  my  approval  of  this  ordi- 
nance, but  I  recognize  that  its  purpose  is  to  furnish  water  not  only  to 
domestic  consumers,  but  to  also  furnish  fire  protection  to  new  factories 
which  have  sprung  up  within  the  past  few  years,  and  which  now  give  em- 
ployment to  a  great  number  of  our  citizens.  I  believe,  however,  that  the 
best  interests  of  all  will  be  served  by  our  first  satisfying  ourselves  that  we 
are  right  before  we  go  ahead,  and  therefore  have  decided  to  approve  the 
ordinance  with  the  understanding  that  none  of  the  moneys  hereby  appro- 
priated shall  be  expended  in  making  such  extensions  until  after  we  have 
first  reached  the  same  intelligent  understanding  not  only  as  to  the  capacity 
of  this  plant  to  furnish  the  water  called  for  by  such  extensions,  but  also  as 
to  the  future  of  the  system.

Gentlemen  :  There  will  be  presented  to  your  honorable  body  at  this 
session  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  appropriation  of'  $500  to  be  used  as 
a  special  fund  to  defray  the  expense  incident  to  the  apprehension  of  Jesse 
Coe,  the  murderer  of  Patrolman  Russell.  This  ordinance  will  be  accom- 
panied by  the  recommendation  of  the  City  Controller,  and  I  submit  the 
same  to  you  for  your  consideration.  It  has  come  to  my  notice  that  an  as- 
sessment has  been  made  in  the  sum  of  $2  upon  each  member  of  the  police 
department,  with  the  proceeds  of  which  it  was  the  intention  of  the  police 
department  to  defray  the  above  expense.  I  do  not  approve  of  this  form  of 
assessment  of  city  employes.  Men  connected  with  the  police  department 
earn  every  dollar  of  the  money  they  receive,  and  should  not  be  asked  to 
contribute  any  part  of  their  salary  to  carry  on  work,  the  expense  of  which 
rightfully  belongs  to  the  city  at  large.  You  will  observe  that  the  ordinance 
has  been  so  drawn  that  it  will  be  possible  for  the  City  Controller  to  refund 
to  any  police  officer  having  heretofore  paid  any  money  and  which  has  been 
already  expended.  The  disbursement  of  this  fund  will  be  left  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Chief  of  Police.

Dear  Sir  :  Replying  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  in  my  opinion  the 
Common  Council  has  power  to  pass  an  ordinance  regulating  the  location 
of  buildings  to  be  used  for  skating-rinks,  and  prohibiting  their  location 
within  certain  districts,  I  beg  to  advise  that  in  my  judgment  the  Common 
Council  has  such  power  under  Clause  7th  and  Clause  10th  x)f  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Act  of  1905.  I  see  no  reason  to  doubt  that  a  skating-rink 
may  not  be  considered  by  the  Common  Council  as  injurious  to  the  public 
comfort,  and  if  so,  the  location  of  the  same  may  under  these  sections  be 
restricted.

On  page  17,  Section  27,  Laws  and  Ordinances  1904,  is  found  (and  briefly 
stated  here),  That  the  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  supervise  and  in- 
vestigate all  the  departments,  officers  and  employes  of  such  city,  in  which 
such  city  may  be  interested ;  and  while  further,  in  section  48,  we  find  the 
executive  departments  named,  which  here  excludes  the  Park  Department ; 
but  in  section  199  is  found,  That  in  addition,  to  the  executive  departments 
now  established  by  law  in  such  cities,  there  is  hereby  established  as  one  of 
the  executive  departments  of  such  city  a  Department  of  Public  Parks,  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  the  annual  budget  for  appropriations  from  the 
City  Treasurer  they  receive  their  proportionate  share,  just  as  do  the  other 
executive  departments,  and  that  section  10  states  that  the  Park  Board  shall 
have  full  and  complete  power,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the 
powers  of  the  Common  Council,  etc.,  and  that  section  203  reads,  On  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  February  each  year  said  Board  shall  make  a  report  of 
receipts  and  disbursements  for  preceding  calendar  year  just  the  same  as  is 
provided  for  other  executive  departments,  and  in  view  of  these  legal  facts 
and  many  other  facts  not  here  quoted,  that  should  not  the  Council  have  the 
same  authority  over  the  Park  Board  as  over  the  other  executive  depart- 
ments would  be  in  conflict  with  the  whole  Charter  which  gives  the  Council 
power  of  impeachment  and  the  power  to  make  appropriations  and  fix  the 
tax  levy,  and  in  view  of  these  unquestionable  facts  we  can  see  no  reason 
why  any  distinction  should  be  made  in  favor  of  the  executive  departments 
of  the  Park  Board  any  more  than  the  working  and  requirements  of  any 
other  executive  department,  and  believing  that  certainly  none  should  exist 
we  can  see  no  just  reason  for  maintaining  a  home  at  the  taxpayers'  expense 
for  the  Superintendent  of  the  Parks  any  more  so  than  should  the  taxpayers 
be  called  upon  to  maintain  at  public  expense  a  home  for  the  superintendents 
of  her  many  other  city  departments.     It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the 
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Council  that  this  Riverside  home  should  no  longer  he  maintained  as  a  Park- 
Superintendent's  home,  hut  should  he  bringing  in  a  fair  rental  return  in 
proportion  to  the  taxpayers'  financial  investments,  or  converted  into  a  fresh 
air  mission  home  for  doing  charity  duties,  caring  for  this  "no  mean  city's" 
worthy  and  needy  sick  children.     Now,  therefore,  he  it

Such  license  shall  be  procured  from  the  City  Controller  and  state  the  name, 
address  and  place  of  business,  kind  of  business  intended  to  be  conducted, 
and  the  length  of  time  for  which  any  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  de- 
sires to  do  such  temporary  business.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  company  owning  or 
controlling  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  which  have  been  brought  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  be  sold  at  auction,  to  offer  the  same  for  sale, 
or  to  sell  the  same,  at  auction  or  public  outcry  in  said  city,  or  to  permit  or 
authorize  the  same  to  be  so  offered  or  sold,  without  having  first  procured 
and  paid  for  a  special  license  so  to  do,  as  herein  provided.  Any  person, 
'firm  or  company  owning  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  which  have  been 
brought  to  said  city  to  be  sold  at  auction,  who  may  desire  to  sell  the  same, 
or  to  cause  the  same  to  be  offered  for  sale,  at  auction  or  public  outcry,  in 
said  city,  shall  pay  to  said  city  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
week  for  said  license.  Upon  the  payment  of  said  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  for  one  week  or  at  that  rate  for  any  number  of  weeks  or  part 
of  week,  by  any  such  person,  firm  or  company,  to  the  Treasurer  of  said 
city,  and  the  surrender  of  the  Treasurer's  receipt  therefor  to  the  City  Con- 
troller, said  last  named  officer  shall  issue  to  such  person,  firm  or  company, 
a  proper  license.

For  payment  of  pfnce  employes  and  incidental  expenses,  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  and  five  dollars  per  year  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  required 
or  found  necessary — monthly  statements  of  such  expenses  to  be  filed  by 
the  Superintendent  with  the  City  Controller. 

Sec.  4.  In  addition  to  the  sum  paid  the  Assistant  Superintendent  there 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  city  upon  the  order  of  said  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  and  the  approval  of  the  Park  Board  for  the  keep  of 
horse  and  repair  of  vehicle  the  sum  of  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  per  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  salaries  and  payment  to  the  several  employes  herein  named 
shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  sums  now  being  paid  to  them  or  either  of  them  by 
order  of  any  department  of  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  The  smallpox  epidemic  which  afflicted  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis late  in  the  year  1901,  and  extending  practically  throughout  the  year 
1902,  and  the  early  part  of  1903,  brought  Indianapolis  face  to  face  with  the 
most  threatening  situation  which  ever  confronted  it  as  a  city. 

At  the  time  of  this  outbreak,  Dr.  Eugene  Buehler  was  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  also  City  Sanitarian,  charged  with  the  work  of  his 
department,  and  Charles  A.  Carter  was  Chief  Clerk  of  such  Board,  being 
also  a  duly  licensed  physician.  From  the  time  the  first  cases  of  smallpox 
appeared  until  the  close  of  the  epidemic,  with  but  few  exceptions,  every 
diagnosis  was  made  by  Dr.  Buehler,  such  work  together  with  the  subse- 
quent treatment  of  the  cases  requiring  not  only  all  of  his  official  time,  but 
practically  compelling  him  to  devote  not  less  than  sixteen  to  eighteen  hours 
a  day  ministering  to  the  suffering  people  of  Indianapolis.  During  the. 
period  indicated,  1,196  cases  developed  in  the  city,  and  most  of  them  were 
diagnosed  and  treated  by  Dr.  Buehler.  At  the  time  the  epidemic  reached 
its  height,  the  services  of  Dr.  Carter  were  required  to  relieve  Dr.  Buehler 
of  a  portion  of  his  work,  and  such  services  were  rendered  by  Dr.  Carter 
entirely  in  hours  outside  of  those,  which  under  ordinary  circumstances,  he 
would  be  asked  to  put  in  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Chief  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Health. 

At  the  time  of  the  outbreak,  I  made  an  investigation  of  the  previous 
course  of  procedure  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  found  that  it  had  been  the 
rule  in  cases  of  smallpox  to  employ  a  physician  outside  of  the  office  force 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  to  pay  for  such  service  $10  for  each  diagnosis, 
and  an  additional  amount  for  each  subsequent  visit. 

In  fact,  one  of  the  first  claims  presented  to  me  after  assuming  office  as 
Mayor  in  October,  1901,  was  one  made  by  Dr.  Theodore  Wagner,  in  the 
sum  of  $500  for  special  work  on  account  of  smallpox.  This  claim  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Health  in  part,  and  an  examination  of  the  records 
of  the  city,  will  disclose  that  early  in  1902  the  sum  of  $300  was  paid  to  Dr. 
Wagner  for  the  work  he  had  done  under  the  administration  of  Mayor 
Taggart  during  the  last  year  of  his  term.  This  sum  was  in  addition  to 
other  payments  made  to  Dr.  Wagner  before  the  close  of  MayOr  Taggart' s 
term.  The  amount  of  Dr.  Wagner's  claim  and  the  many  cases  of  smallpox 
which  were  quickly  discovered  in  1.901,  caused  me  to  view  with  some  ap- 
prehension the  expense  which  would  be  entailed  upon  the  people  of  the  city 
should  the  old  policv  of  compensation  of  the  attending  physician  be  fol- 
lowed. I  immediately  took  up  the  question  of  treatment  of  smallpox  with 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  with  their  approval,  I  asked  Dr. 
Buehler  to  personally  assume  charge  of  all  smallpox  patients  and  all  re- 
ported suspicious  cases,  with  the  assurance  that  I  would  approve  of  what- 
ever bill  would  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  such  services,  pro- 
vided the  amount  of  such  bill  would  first  be  approved  by  such  Board.  In 
accordance  with  this  request.  Dr.  Buehler  assumed  this  work,  and  with  a 
devotion  to  duty,  and  a  heroism  which  has  never  been  excelled ;  with  a 
courage  which  challenged  the  admiration  of  every  man  familiar  with  the 
circumstances,  he  traveled  Indianapolis  all  day  and  practically  all  night, 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Health  through  its  vaccination 
stations  which  were  established,  cleaned  Indianapolis  from  this  most  terri- 
ble scourge. 

The  condition  of  the  City  Treasury  at  the  commencement  of  my  former 
administration  rendered  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  bills  of  the  city  a 
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matter  requiring  most  careful  consideration,  and  when  this  additional  ex- 
pense was  added  to  these  necessary  bills,  the  many  thousands  of  dollars 
which  we  were  compelled  to  spend  to  stamp  out  this  disease  made  the 
problem  of  municipal  house-keeping  indeed  a  most  serious  one. 

Repeatedly  during  the  year  1903,  my  attention  was  called  to  the  claim  of 
Dr.  Buehler  with  the  request  for  payment,  but  upon  my  assurance  that  as 
soon  as  the  city  would  be  in  position  to  pay  his  claim,  that  I  would  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  to  the  Common  Council,  he  most  considerately 
agreed  to  wait  for  the  money  to  which  he  was  beyond  any  question  entitled. 
At  this  time  permit  me  to  say  that  the  claim  of  Dr.  Buehler  for  this  money 
had  been  formally  approved  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  early 
in  1903,  and  the  same  had  been  pending  for  more  than  six  months.  In 
1903,  my  term  as  Mayor  expired,  and  I  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Holtzman. 
The  attention  of  the  new  Board  of  Health  was  at  once  called  to  this  bill, 
and  after  examination,  was  by  them  unanimously  approved,  and  a  recom- 
mendation sent  to  the  City  Controller  that  the  sum  be  paid.  This  officer 
saw  fit,  in  the  exercise  of  his  duty,  to  make  an  investigation,  and  upon 
statements  made  by  those  who  had  been  treated,  and  who  in  the  days  of 
their  good  health  apparently  quickly  forgot  the  services  rendered  at  the 
time  of  their  peril,  decided  that  the  claim  should  not  be  paid  from  the  regu- 
lar appropriations  then  available. 

Had  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  under  my  administration,  followed  the 
usual  course  of  procedure  and  paid  $to  for  each  diagnosis,  a  sum  in  excess 
of  $15,000  wOuld  have  been  expended  for  this  item  alone,  because  owing  to 
the  panic  which  then  existed  in  the  public  mind,  many  cases  which  were 
not  smallpox  were  reported,  and  as  a  matter  of  course,  such  cases  had  to 
be  investigated  just  as  closely  as  a  genuine  case  of  the  disease.  Add  to 
this  sum  the  regular  charge  per  visit,  which  it  had  been  the  rule  for  the 
city  to  pay  for  such  cases  as  were  of  necessity  treated  outside  the  isolation 
hospital,  (such  visits  made  by  Dr.  Buehler  and  Dr.  Carter  numbering 
nearly  two  thousand),  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  the  course  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Health  and  myself  in  1901  in  thus  engaging  the  services  of  Dr. 
Buehler  and  Dr.  Carter  resulted,  even  after  the  payment  of  the  claim  now 
presented,  in  a  saving  to  the  people  of  Indianapolis  of  many  thousands  of 
dollars.  This  is  an  honest  debt  due  to  faithful  public  servants,  and  as  an 
honest  people,  we  should  not  by  legal  technicality  seek  to  escape  it. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  to  you  that  the  ordinance  this  day  transmitted 
to  you  by  the  City  Controller  providing  for  the  appropriation  of  $2,445  be 
passed  by  your  honorable  body.  From  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  it  will 
be  seen  that  of  this  sum  $2,000  is  paid  to  Dr.  Buehler,  and  the  balance  to 
Dr.  Carter.  When  this  sum  is  paid,  while  we  may  feel  that  our  monetary 
obligation  has  been  discharged,  I  wish  officially  to  say  to  the  people  of  In- 
dianapolis that  they  will  never  be  able  to  discharge  in  full  the  deep  obliga- 
tion they  are  under  to  these  brave  men  who  stood  between  them  and  this 
terrible  danger  at  a  time  when  even  brave  men's  hearts  were  weak.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 
Gentlemen  :     I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  General  Ordinance 
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No.  134,  1906,  the  same  being  "an  ordinance  fixing  the  number  of  em- 
ployees and  the  salaries  and  compensations  of  such  employees  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  in  the  Department  of  the  Public  Parks." 

I  wish  to  be  understood  as  being  in  complete  harmony  with  the  purpose 
of  your  honorable  body  in  bringing  the  Department  of  Public  Parks  as 
thoroughly  within  the  control  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government 
as  any  other  department  of  the  city,  but  I  do  not  feel  warranted  in  ap- 
proving the  -ordinance  above  referred  to  for  various  reasons. 

1.  The  amount  named  as  the  compensation  for  the  Superintendent  to 
my  mind  has  been  placed  at  such  a  low  figure  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
statute  creating  such  office  prescribes  that  such  officer  shall  be  an  engineer, 
as  would  preclude  the  securing  of  a  competent  man  to  assume  the  duties 
of  such  office. 

2.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  accomplishing  the 
purpose  intended  should  be  most  carefully  considered  in  so  far  as  such 
ordinance  relates  to  the  engineering  corps  of  such  department.  The  vast 
amount  of  work  which  is  contemplated  will  render  it  necessary  that  the 
widest  possible  latitude  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  in 
naming  such  subordinates  and  determining  the  number  of  such  appointees 
necessary  to  properly  discharge  the  work  of  the  department. 

3.  The  ordinance  should  also  embrace  within  its  scope  all  of  the  various 
classes  of  appointees  to  be  named  by  such  Board,  and  the  salaries  of  each 
of  such  classes  should  be  specifically  fixed. 

4.  The  amount  provided  in  this  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  office  em- 
ployees and  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  department  will  be  wholly  in- 
adequate. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  take  this  matter  up  with  the  members  of  your  honor- 
able bqdy  at  any  time,  and  am  satisfied  that  we  will  at  all  times  find  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  ready  to  co-operate  with 
us  in  the  preparation  of  such  an  ordinance  as  will  accomplish  the  purpose 
in  mind  by  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance  which  I  cannot  approve.

Mr.  Neukom  moved  that  General  Ordinance  No.  134,  1906,  be 
passed  over  the  Mayor's  veto. 

Before  the  putting  of  the  question  Mr.  Neukom  asked  per- 
mission to  present  the  following  communication,  which  was 
granted. 


The  residents  of  Indianapolis  are  hardly  aware  of  the  vast  investment 
they  have  in  public  parks.  They  scarcely  seem  to  realize  that  the  lowest 
estimate  of  valuation  of  land  and  improvements  will  place  the  investment 
in  the  neighborhood  of  three  million  dollars.  Each  year  this  investment 
increases — every  time  a  tree  is  planted,  a  shrub  set  out,  a  walk  laid,  a  build- 
ing erected,  the  valuation  ascends. 

All  this  property,_  belonging  to  the  people,  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Park  Board  and  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
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Parks.  It  should  be  the  purpose  of  this  board  and  of  the  Superintendent 
to  see  to  it  that  the  people  realize  on  this  investment.  It  cannot  be  ex- 
pected, of  course,  that  the  parks  will  return  any  dividends  in  cash  or  that 
they  can  ever  approximate  self-support.  But  it  is  to  be  expected  that  every 
foot  of  public  land,  treated  as  a  park,  will  return  to  the  citizens  in  beauty, 
fresh  air,  pleasant  surroundings,  opportunity  for  outings,  pleasure,  health, 
inspiration,  annual  dividends  of  incalculable  value. 

Indianapolis  to-day  must  ask  itself  the  question  whether  its  vast  invest- 
ment is  returning  a  proper  or  proportionate  dividend  in  these  important 
points.  Are  the  residents  of  Indianapolis,  who  are  paying  for  the  support 
of  the  city's  parks,  getting  all  from  them  to  which  they  are  entitled?  Do 
they  receive  annually,  in  proportion  to  expenditure,  as  much  as  other  cities 
receive  from  similar  public  lands?     Do  the  parks  benefit  as  they  should? 

These  questions  arise  and  demand  answer  at  the  threshold  of  any  con- 
sideration of  the  efficiency  of  the  present  management.  Our  conviction  is 
that  Indianapolis  does  not  under  conditions  now  existing  receive  a  pro- 
portionate return,  that  the  parks  do  not  give  the  people,  for  the  money 
expended  on  them,  all  to  which  the  people,  of  right,  are  entitled.  We  say 
this  after  investigation  in  other  cities,  after  survey  of  the  systems  there 
adopted  and  after  learning  to  what  uses  the  parks  in  these  other  cities  are 
put.  Our  conclusion  is  that  Indianapolis  has  spent  its  appropriations  un- 
wisely. The  expenditure  has  been  directed  by  a  judgment  we  fear  not  al- 
ways well  formed,  and  the  immediate  result  is  a  much  smaller  return  on 
the  investment  than  the  city  can  reasonably  expect. 

This  conclusion,  thus  briefly  cited  has  not  been  reached  by  hasty  consid- 
eration, but  on  the  contrary  by  a  careful  study  and  comparison.  In  the 
management  of  Indianapolis  parks  there  is  centainly  room  for  vast  im- 
provement and  in  recent  years,  instead  of  such  improvement  being  visible 
it  has  seemed  that  only  the  least  possible  has  been  done.  We  do  not  assert 
that  this  has  been  due  in  any  sense  to  lack  of  desire  on  the  part  of  either 
the  Park  Board  or  the  Park  Superintendent,  but  we  do  insist  that  it  can 
only  be  attributable  to  mismanagement. 

We  believe  that  the  management  on  this  ground  should  come  more 
directly  under  general  supervision,  that  the  public  through  its  representa- 
tive and  legislative  body,  the  Council,  have  an  opportunity  to  voice  its  senti- 
ments and  direct,  in  a  general  way,  how  its  investment  shall  be  treated. 
This,  in  truth,  has  formed  the  basis  upon  which  we  founded  our  support 
of  the  recent  ordinance  enacted  by  the  Council  which  brought  that  body 
into  active  participation  in  the  affairs  of  park  management.  We  believe 
that  much  more  could  be  done  than  is  being  done  with  the  parks  of  In- 
dianapolis. Indeed,  much  more  should  have  been  done  in  the  past  than  has 
been  done.  We  believe  that  the  expenditure  has  been  unwisely  directed. 
The  members  of  the  Park  Board  are  hardly  to  blame.  There  is  not  one 
among  them,  as  the  Park  Board  now  stands,  who  is  in  any  sense  an  ex- 
pert— not  one  among  them  who  has  any  actual  practical  knowledge  of  the 
work  of  landscape  gardening  and -its  kindred  department.  Every  member 
therefore  is  dependent  upon  the  advice  and  suggestions  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. In  this  way  it  is  apparent,  the  management  of  the  parks  becomes, 
after  all  a  one  man  affair.  The  Superintendent  offers  suggestions  ;  these 
are  adopted  or  not  as  the  state  of  finances  may  direct,  but  aside  from  his 
suggestions,  little  else  is  considered. 

The  Park  Superintendent  has  maintained  that  he  is  a  busy  man,  that  his 
time  is  fully  occupied  in  the  pursuit  of  his  duties.  He  insists  that  his 
duties  as  City  Forester  interfere  with  his  duties  as  Park  Superintendent 
and  when  he  is  asked  to  show  some  notable  achievement  in  his  capacity  as 
City  Forester,  which  will,  in  a  measure,  account  for  the  time  he  asserts  he 
is  obliged  to  devote  to  this  department,  he  turns  the  question  aside  by 
calling  attention   to  his  numerous   and   onerous   duties   as   Superintendent 
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of  parks.  When,  in  turn,  he  is  asked  to  show  what  personal  supervision 
he  gives  to  the  parks  that  will  justify  his  claim  that  this  department  occu- 
pies his  time,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  business,  he  refers  to  his  duties  as 
City  Forester.  And  so  it  goes.  In  the  meantime  we  have  neither  a  City 
Forester  nor  a  Park  Superintendent.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
Superintendent  is  busy  because  he  has  many  private  enterprises  under  way 
in  which  he  is  personally  and  financially  interested,  and,  if  these  do  not  re- 
quire much  of  the  time  that  should  be  devoted  to  the  duties  of  his  office, 
then,  indeed,  he  is  a  remarkable  man  and  possessed  of  an  ability  far  beyond 
the  average.  His  investments  are  of  the  sort  that  require  attention  and 
close  attention  at  that. 

However,  aside  from  such  considerations,  the  fact  remains  that  Indian- 
apolis is  sorely  in  need  of  two  things — a  City  Forester  and  a  Park  Super- 
intendent. A  Superintendent  is  not  satisfactory  in  the  dual  role.  Whether 
the  double  duties  are  too  many  or  not,  or  whether  private  enterprises  in- 
terfere with  their  performance,  we  shall  not  attempt  to  say.  It  is  enough 
for  our  purpose  that  Indianapolis  is  not  receiving  the  returns  on  its  park 
investment  that  it  should  and  that  this  failure  is  directly  attributable  to  the 
Superintendent. 

We  are  reminded  that  Indianapolis  has  been  invaded  by  the  San  Jose 
scale.  This  pest  wrought  such  havoc  at  Irvington  that  residents  of  that 
place,  sought  everywhere  for  advice.  Finally  experts  were  brought  and 
sample  exhibitions  of  various  spraying  processes  were  shown.  Where  was 
the  City  Forester  during  all  this  time?  After  Irvington  had  learned  all 
that  it  needed  to  know  of  the  San  Jose  scale,  after  many  of  its  trees  were 
devastated,  after  the  pest  had  spread  to  other  sections  of  Indianapolis — in 
short  after  it  was  too  late,  Mr.  Power  announced  that  he  was  preparing  a 
pamphlet  on  San  Jose  scales.  This  announcement  was  ridiculous,  he 
should  have  been  alert ;  on  the  scene  fighting  this  pest,  making  it  unneces- 
sary to  call  for  assistance  from  elsewhere.  But  he  was  not,  apparently, 
interested.  And  his  pamphlet,  by  the  way,  is  still  in  process  of  preparation, 
so  far  as  can  be  learned. 

Trees  in  Indianapolis  are  dying  from  causes  that  could  be  readily  con- 
trolled, were  the  City  Forester  attentive  to  his  duty.  If  supervision  of  a 
personal  nature  is  circumscribed  by  his  duties  as  Park  Superintendent,  he 
has  a  powerful  medium  always  at  hand,  through  which  he  can  warn  the 
people,  and  advise  them  how  to  protect  their  shade  trees.  We  refer  to  the 
public  press;  not  a  newspaper  in  Indianapol.is  would  deny  Mr.  Power  all 
the  space  he  might  desire  for  warning  the  people  in  such  emergencies  as 
that  developed  by  the  appearance  of  the  San  Jose  scale. 

In  truth,  in  many  ways,  he  could  reach  the  people.  Timely  bulletins  at 
small  cost  could  be  published  by  the  Park  Board  and  offered  for  free  dis- 
tribution. With  this,  however,  we  shall  not  further  deal.  There  is  and  for 
some  time  has  been  an  apparent  effort  to  concentrate  in  Riverside  Park 
various  attractive  features,  to  the  especial  advantage  of  Riverside  Park 
and  incidentally  to  the  advantage  of  the  Riverside  Amusement  Company, 
and  to  the  detriment  of  the  other  parks.  There  is  open  and  notorious  crit- 
icism of  the  financial  interests  held  by  the  Superintendent  and  by  members 
of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  in  this  Riverside  Amusement  Com- 
pany. This  interest  tends  to  discredit  the  claim  of  disinterestedness  in 
expenditures  which  attract  patrons  to  the  Amusement  Company's  place  of 
business. 

Mr.  Power,  however,  could,  if  he  were  alive  to  the  possibilities  of  his 
position,  exert  an  influence  that  would  be  felt  not  only  in  the  parks,  but  in 
every  section  of  the  city. 

Were  he  greatly  interested  in  his  work,  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  him 
to  stop  with  recommending  what  sort  of  shade  trees  should  be  planted — 
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lie  could  go  further.  Go  as  far,  for  instance  as  they  do  in  Boston,  where 
in  public  nurseries  shade  trees  are  grown  for  free  distribution.  Such  a 
business  could  be  conducted  very  cheaply  and  might,  indeed,  be  made  self- 
supporting. 

We  do  not  purpose,  however,  to  continue  with  these  details.  We  assert 
that  Indianapolis  has  not  profited  from  its  parks  as  it  should  have  done 
and  that  the  fault  is  due  largely  to  the  failure  of  the  present  Superintend- 
ent to  grasp  fully  his  opportunities  and  to  an  expenditure  of  public  funds 
that  has  not  been  directed  by  expert  advice  or  by  the  best  of  judgment.  The 
development  of  the  parks  has  been  slow.  In  Riverside  Park  during  the 
past  summer  and  the  summer  preceding,  small  trees  were  actually  weighed 
down  by  caterpillar  pests.  These  were  not  in  remote  parts  of  the  park, 
either ;  but,  directly  in  the  path  of  those  who  pass  from  the  shelter  house  to 
the  golf  links.  With  such  an  example  before  the  eyes  of  the  people  of  Mr. 
Power's  strenuous  efforts  as  City  Forester,  what  vast  appreciation  must  be 
felt  for  his  self-sacrificing  attention  to  duty!  What  a  great  -object  lesson 
was  here  to  induce  residents  to  keep  their  trees  free  from  pests ! 

Personally,  this  Council  wants  the  parks  developed.  We  want  this  de- 
velopment to  be  as  rapid  as  is  consistent  with  financial  considerations;  and, 
we  want  to  see  every  dollar  spent  judiciously,  carefully  and  in  a  way  that 
will  bring  to  the  people  the  best  and  most  profitable  results.  We  want  the 
parks  to  be  converted  into  places  of  beauty,  where  the  people  may  sojourn, 
where  the  school  children  may  go  to  prosecute  their  study  of  nature,  where 
trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  that  can  be  grown  in  Indiana  will  be  found  in 
abundance.  We  do  not  want  any  further  expenditure,  unwisely  projected, 
that  shall  use  money  for  purposes  of  doubtful  utility,  which  can  be  used  to 
far  better  advantage  for  things  of  pressing  necessity.  We  want  to  see  the 
parks  ablaze  with  bloom  next  summer — not  ten  years  hence.  For  the 
future  there  are  many  things  to  be  done,  but  the  present  demands  consid- 
eration, and  this  we  believe  it  has  not  had.

Dear  Sir:     On- September  8,  1905,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works,  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  and  Mayor  Holtz-

PETITION. 


T'olhe  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen:  I  hand  to  you  with  this  communication  a  blue  print  show- 
ing a  proposed  extension  of  the  siding  of  the  Big  Four  road  from  the 
south  end  of  the  Encaustic  Tile  switch  across  Fifteenth  street  to  the  south 
line  of  our  property,  being  a  distance  of  about  122  feet  on  the  property  of 
this  Company.

Now,  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  14th  day  of 
November,  1906,  by  and  between  The  Marion  Motor  Car  Company  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public 
Works,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witncsscth :  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right-of-way  for  a  side-track  or  switch  from  the  south  end  of  the  En- 
caustic Tile  switch  across  Fifteenth  street  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows  : 

A  proposed  extension  of  the  siding  of  the  Big  Four  road  from  the  south 
end  of  the  Encaustic  Tile  switch  across  Fifteenth  street  to  the  south  line 
of  our  property,  being  a  distance  of  about  T22  feet  on  the  property  of  this 
Company,  hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his  successors,  legal 
representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  priv- 
ileges and  authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said 
track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit:

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  Fifteenth  street  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstruc- 
tions or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time 
stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall  be  or 
become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any 
way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge), 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  firts  part  to  promptly  repair  or

Gentlemen  :  On  the  10th  day  of  August,  1906,  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
through  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  myself,  entered  into  a  contract 
with  John  W.  Coons,  by  the  terms  of  which  contract  he  was  to  receive  a 
commission  of  33^%  upon  all  property  of  the  various  railroads  entering 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  which  had  not  been  returned  by  such  companies 
for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  In  accordance  with  this  contract,  Mr.  Coons 
proceeded  at  once  to  measure  all  main  tracks,  second  main  tracks,  .and 
side  tracks  of  such  companies,  and  has  submitted  his  report  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  City  Controller  showing  that  there  is  due  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  at  this  time  from  such  companies  the  sum  of  $192,261.74, 
of  which  amount  there  has  now  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  $1,340.04. 
For  this  service,  as  provided  for  in  the  contract,  Mr.  Coons  is  entitled  to 
the  sum  of  $446.68. 

There  will  be  presented  to  your  honorable  body  at  this  session  an  ordi- 
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nance  providing  for  the  appropriation  of  such  sum,  and  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  same  be  passed.  I  am  satisfied  that  as  the  result  of  this 
work,  the  returns  to  the  City  Treasury  will  amount  to  many  thousands  of 
dollars,  thus  not  only  proving  an  immediate  benefit  to  the  tax-payers,  but

General  Ordinance  No.  147 — 1906:  An  ordinance  approving  a  certain 
contract  granting  to  Pabst  Brewing  Company  the  right  to  lay  and  main- 
tain a  side-track  or  switch  from  the  track  of  the  old  P.  &  E.  Railway  main 
track  across  the  first  alley  north  of  Market  street  to  property  of  Pabst 
Brewing  Company,  according  to  blue  print  attached,  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana. 

Whereas,  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  30th  day  of  November,  1906, 
Pabst  Brewing  Company  filed  this  petition  before  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows : 


PETITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  :  We  hand  you  herewith  blue  print  showing  proposed  ex- 
tension and  plan  of  the  proposed  switch  off  of  the  main  track  of  the  old 
P.  &  E.  Railway  Company  running  south  and  crossing  the  first  alley  north 
of  Market  street,  just  east  of  the  present  railroad  tracks  crossing  said  alley 
and  entering  upon  the  property  belonging  to  the  Pabst  Brewing  Company. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  30th  day 
of  November,  1906,  by  and  between  Pabst  Brewing  Company  of  the  City

and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works, 
party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right-of-way  for  a  side-track  or  switch  from  the  main  track  of  P.  &  E. 
Railroad  Company  crossing  the  first  alley  north  of  Market  street  to  and 
on  the  property  belonging  to  the  Pabst  Brewing  Company,  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  main  track  P.  &  E.  railroad  and  running  south  across  alley 
and  onto  our  property,  being  a  whole  length  from  said'  main  track  and 
onto  our  property  of  two  hundred  and  forty-nine  (249)  feet. 

The  location  of  crossing  of  the  said  alley  is  more  particularly  described 
as  follows,  to-wit : 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  south  line  of  the  first  alley  north  of  Market 
street,  the  said  point  being  48  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  Fulton  street, 
thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  in  a  curve  line  to  a  point  in  the  north 
line  of  the  first  alley  north  of  Market  street,  the  said  point  being  53  feet 
east  of  the  east  line  of  Fulton  street,  hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  him- 
self, his  successors,  legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration 
of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay,  con- 
struct and  maintain  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter 
set  forth,  to-wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe  for 
persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject 
to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision  and 
to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered  to 
conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  estab- 
lished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  made 
to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common 
Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board,  for  the 
elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  said  alley  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or  de- 
fects of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such  cross- 
ing or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary 
in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped  or 
detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same  to 
be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall  be  or 
become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any 
way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge), 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly  repair  or 
remove  the  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of  ten  (10) 
days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and  cost  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 
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(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account  be 
rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such 
claims. 

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contracts  Provided, 
however,  That  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled,  "An  act  concerning

General  Ordinance  No.  148 — 1906:  An  ordinance  approving  a  certain 
contract  granting  to  the  Vandalia  Railroad  Company  the  right  to  lay  and 
maintain  additional  tracks  across  Belmont  avenue  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  State  of  Indiana,  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Vandalia  Railroad  Company,  a  consoli- 
dated corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  States  of  Indiana  and  Illinois, 
have  entered  into  the  following  agreement,  to-wit : 

This  Indenture,  Made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  the  Vandalia  Railroad  Company, 
a  consolidated  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  States  of  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  Witnesseth: 

1.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  in  consid- 
eration of  the  covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  set  forth  to  be  by  the 
Vandalia  Railroad  Company  kept  and  performed,  and  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  hereinafter  specified,  herebv  grants  to  said  Vandalia  Rail- 
road Company  the  right  and  privilege  of  constructing,  maintaining  and 
operating  across  Belmont  avenue,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  twelve 
(12)  tracks  shown  in  red  upon  the  blue  print  hereto  attached  as  an  exhibit 
marked  "A"  and  made  part  hereof. 

2.  In  consideration  of  the  premises,  said  Vandalia  Railroad  Company 
hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  the  rights  and  privileges  above  granted 
shall  be  exercised  and  enjoyed  in  the  following  manner  and  upon  the  fol- 
lowing terms  and  conditions,  to-wit : 

Said  tracks  shall  be  constructed  at  the  present  grade  of  Belmont  avenue, 
under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  shall  be  so  constructed 
and  as  long  as  Belmont  avenue  continues  to  be  a  public  street  at  the  cross- 
ing of  said  tracks,  shall  be  so  maintained  as  to  be  safe  for  the  passage  of 
persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles,  or  otherwise,  and  shall  be  kept  in  repair  and 
free  from  obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.  For  the  purpose  of  making 
said  tracks  safe,  they  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  order  of  said 
Board  of  Public  Works,  and  when  ordered  in  writing  by  said  Board,  they 
shall  be  raised  or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  of  Belmont  avenue 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  established.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  obstruct  the  crossing  on  Belmont  avenue  of  said  tracks,  or  to  be 
thereon,  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  in  being 
moved  back  and  forth  on  said  tracks,  and  cars  shall  at  no  time  be  stopped 
and  detained  on  any  of  said  tracks  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  travel  on 
Belmont  avenue.  The  space  between  said  tracks  on  Belmont  avenue 
shall  be  planked  or  paved  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  said  Board 
of  Public  Works,  and  in  case  said  crossings,  or  any  of  them  get  out  of  re- 
pair, or  need  reconstruction,  or  become  in  any  way  defective,  of  which 
fact  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge,  it  shall  be 
the  dutv  of  the  Vandalia  Railroad  Comoany  to  promptly  repair  the  same, 
failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of  ten  (10)  days,  said  Board 
of  Public  Works  shall  do,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
said  Vandalia  Railroad  Company,  and  for  such  expense  and  cost  said  rail- 
road company  shall  be  liable. 

3.  Said  Vandalia  Railroad  Company  hereby  binds  itself  to  hold  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  harmless  against  any  and  all  claims  for  damages  growing 
out  of  the  construction,  maintenance  or  use  of  said  tracks  across  Belmont 
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avenue,  and  to  pay  any  judgments  with  costs  that  may  on  that  account  be 
rendered  against  said  city  or  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

4.  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  indenture  by  the  Van- 
dalia  Railroad  Company,  or  by  any  one  for  it,  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
rights  and  privilges  granted  by  this  indenture,  and  upon  such  violation  the

grades,  with  respect  to  so  many  of  the  said  twelve  (12)  tracks  as  it  may 
elect  to  retain.

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health 
of  said  city  and  all  officers  and  persons  in  the  employ  of  said  city,  assisting 
said  Board,  to  confiscate  and  destroy  all  meats,  fish,  berries,  fruits,  veg- 
etables, milk,  butter,  or  other  articles  of  food,  and  all  liquids,  substance  or 
compounds  used  or  to  be  used  as  food,  flavor  or  condiment,  found  in  the 
possession  of  any  butcher,  marketer,  grocer,  commission  merchant  or  other 
person  in  the  habit  of  dealing  in  such  articles  of  food  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, or  within  two  miles  thereof,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  so 
rotten,  decayed,  sour,  putrid,  diseased,  or  otherwise  so  spoiled  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  food,  or  in  which  any  preservative  has  been  used,  or  has 
been  in  any  manner  adulterated,  and  to  so  cut,  puncture,  mutilate,  or  other- 
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wise  disfigure  and  designate  all  meats  and  other  articles  of  food  found  in 
the  possession  of  any  such  person,  which  are  unfit  for  human  food,  so  as  to 
prevent  the  offering  thereof  for  same  as  food."  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  sell,  offer  to  sell,  or  have  in  his  or  its 
possession  with  intent  to  sell  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  within  two 
miles  thereof,  any  of  the  articles  of  food  described  in  this  section  when  the 
same  shall  be  so  rotten,  decayed,  sour,  putrid,  diseased,  or  in  which  any 
preservative  or  adulterant  has  been  used,  or  otherwise  so  spoiled  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  food.

Every  person  who  goes  from  house  to  house  or  from  one  part 
of  the  public  streets  or  alleys  to  another  in  a  vehicle,  on  foot  or  with  a 
push  cart,  offering  for  sale  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  fruit,  candies, 
poultry,  produce  or  other  article,  shall"  be  deemed  a  peddler  within  the 
meaning  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  word  "peddler"  shall  include  hucksters, 
"hawkers"  and  "itinerant  dealers"  as  commonly  used,  and  shall  include  also 
any  person  going  about  said  city  on  foot  or  otherwise,  taking  orders  for  or 
selling  any  kind  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  by  sample,  to  be  after- 
ward delivered. 

Sec.  3.  The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  apply 
to  any  person  selling  produce  of  his  or  her  own  raising,  nor  to  children 
under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  who  sell  fruit,  matches  or  stationery  on  their 
own  account,  nor  to  persons  selling  newspapers  :  Provided,  however,  That 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  merchants  of  this  city  who 
take  orders  for  future  delivery.  Provided,  further,  That  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  ex-Union  soldiers  or  sailors  as  exempted  by 
State  law. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  a  license  for  any  of  the 
purposes  embraced  in  this  ordinance  must  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  said 
city  the  amount  of  money,  as  follows :  For  each  peddler  using  any  wagon 
or  vehicle,  $50.00  per  year,  payable  semi-annually.  For  each  helper  on 
such  wagon  or  vehicle,  $30.00  per  year,  payable  semi-annually.  For  each 
push  cart,  $30.00  per  year,  payable  semi-annually.  And  for  each  foot  ped- 
dler, $10.00  per  year,  payable  semi-annually.  Upon  presenting  the  receipt 
of  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  for  money  paid,  as  above  provided,  to  the 
City  Controller,  said  City  Controller  shall  issue  to  such  person  the  proper 
license  therefore :  Provided,  That  all  such  licenses  shall  date  on  the  first 
day  of  January  or  the  first  day  of  July,  and  no  reduction  shall  be  made  on 
account  of  any  portion  of  the  time  having  run  before  the  actual  issuing  of 
said  license. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion obtaining  such  license  to  sell  or  offer  to  sell  any  produce  or  merchan- 
dise without  having  a  badge  plainly  displayed  upon  his  clothing,  bearing 
the  words  "Licensed  Huckster,"  and  the  number  of  his  license  in  figures.

And  Whereas,  By  reason  of  the  present  charter  provisions  which  re- 
quire the  Common  Council  to  elect  its  presiding  officer  and  reorganize  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  and  the  further  fact  that  the 
accumulation  of  Council  proceedings  during  each  year  renders  their  use 
by  the  several  executive  departments  and  other  public  officers  almost  im- 
possible without  an  index,  it  becomes  necessary  to  have  such  proceedings 
indexed  each  year ; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  the  City  Controller  of  said  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis be  and  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  James  McNulty,  the 
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present  City  Clerk,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  for  pre- 
paring an  index  to  the  journal  of  the  Common  Council  proceedings  from 
January  first  to  December  first,  1906,  inclusive.  And  the  City  Controller 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  a  proper  warrant  therefor  and 
charge  the  same  to  the  appropriation  to  the  Finance  Department  for  Mis- 
cellaneous Expenses  of  City  Officers. 


Mr.  Wood  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution.     Carried.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  December  12,  1906. 

To  the  President  Indianapolis  Humane  Society: 

Dear  Sir :  Appreciating  the  great  work  accomplished  by  the  Indian- 
apolis Humane  Society  and  the  interest  and  influence  it  has  in  bettering 
the  condition  of  mankind,  as  well  as  protecting  God's  dumb  creatures 
from  cruel  usage  and  treatment,  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  what  I  believe  should  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Humane 
Society  work,  if  the  Society  is  interested  in  the  education  of  our  young 
citizens  in  all  that  is  pure  and  noble,  in  morality  and  advancement  along 
the  line  of  civil  righteousness. 

In  our  "no  mean  city,"  we  have  fifty-eight  public  school  buildings  with 
an  attendance  of  nearly  twenty  thousand  children.  Adjacent  to  many  of 
these  schools  are  vacant  lots  covered  with  unsightly  bill  boards,  ten  and 
twelve  feet  in  height,  covered  with  all  kind  of  vile  colored  poster  pictures 
representing  a  varied  collection  of  advertisements  and  vulgar  pictures  in 
extolling  the  merits  in  a  great  variety  of  bric-a-brac  that  is  not  only 
nauseating  but  harmful  to  the  advancement  of  children  attending  the 
public  schools  and  is  a  menace,  a  detriment  to  their  progress  in  art  and 
good  deportment  of  the  pupils. 

To  illustrate  the  evils  thereof  and  the  immoral  influence  these  pictures 
have  upon  the  children  I  will  ask  you  to  consult  the  teachers  of  the  schools 
where  these  bill  boards  are  located  and  ask  them  what  they  think  of  their 
influence  on  the  embryo  minds  of  the  youth.     They  will  tell  you  that  the 
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harmful  influence  these  vile  poster  pictures  have  on  the  pupils  is  not  only 
degrading  but  a  menace  to  their  advancement  in  art. 

Let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  gaudy  display  of  poster  pictures  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  East  street,  illustrating  the 
merits  of  a  theater  play  called  "The  High  School  Girl."  The  pictures  are 
not  only  an  insult  to  every  young  woman  in  our  high  schools,  but  every 
decent,  respectable  woman  in  our  city. 

Come. with  me  to  School  32,  corner  Illinois  and  Twenty-first  streets, 
where  there  are  nearly  700  children  attending  school.  From  this  little 
army  of  young  Americans  the  greatest  number  go  north  on  Illinois  street 
and  west  on  Twenty-first  street.  On  the  southwest  corner  of  Illinois  and 
McLean  Place,  one-quarter  square  from  the  school,  is  a  bill  board  cover- 
ing about  60  feet  on  Illinois  street  and  100  feet  on  McLean  Place.  One 
block  further  north,  corner  Illinois  and  Twenty-second  street,  is  another 
large  board  extending  on  each  street  about  100  feet,  covered  with  pictures. 
At  the  northeast  corner  Twenty-first  street  and  Senate  avenue  is  another 
larger  board  extending  east  on  Twenty-first  street  to  an  alley  and  north 
on  Senate  avenue  about  100  feet.  Every  school  day  you  will  see  many  of 
these  children  standing  alongside  of  these  boards  trying  to  make  out  what 
the  pictures  mean,  as  many  are  too  small  to  understand  qr  comprehend 
the  sight  of  the  gaudy  colors  and  illustrations.  While  these  pictures  in- 
terest and  amuse  them  they  have  only  a  vague  impression  of  bill  board  art 
and  art  taught  in  school.  The  teachers'  lessons  are  builded  well,  but  these 
bill  board  pictures  tear  much  of  their  good  work  into  shreds  and  much  of 
the  lesson  taught  is  lost,  and  they  have  to  commence  over  again. 

You  may  ask,  is  there  no  remedy  to  abate  this  bill  board  nuisance?  I 
believe  there  is,  and  the  Indianapolis  Humane  Society  must  be  behind  the 
power  to  crush  these  obnoxious  bill  boards  into  kindling  wood,  and  clean 
the  whole  city  of  these  unsightly  obstructions  that  are  despoiling  our 
beautiful  city  of  its  good  name  abroad.  Only  a  few  weeks  ago  my  atten- 
tion was  called  to  these  boards  by  members  of  Ohio  Teachers  Association 
and  why  they  were  permitted. 

I  am  pleased  to  learn  of  Councilman-at-Large  Davis  championing  and 
advocating  the  demolishing  of  these  bill  boards  and  I*  trust  every  member 
of  our  Society  will  extend  to  him  a  helping  hand  and  endorse  him  in  his 
good  work.  I  believe  90  per  cent,  of  the  citizens  who  are  patrons  of  our 
public  schools  will  give  a  helping  hand  in  a  movement  to  level  every  bill 
board  with  the  ground ;  at  least  will  favor  an  ordinance  to  suppress  the 
evil  in  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  suggest  that  the  President  of  the  Society  appoint 
a  committee  to  confer  with  the  police  to  locate  the  bill  boards  adjacent  to 
school  buildings  and  grounds.  I  would  further  suggest  that  the  President 
appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  Mr.  Davis,  Councilman-at-Large. 

If  we  want  to  do  good  and  perpetuate  the  name  given  our  city  by  our 
beloved  citizen,  the  late  President  Harrison,  we  must  put  our  shoulders 
to  these  unsightly  obstructions  and  push  them  over  for  all  time,  then  we 
can  say  without  blushing,  behold  our  "no  mean  city"  and  its  beautiful 
streets,  parks,  comfortable  and  happy  homes,  clean  lawns  and  vacant  lots ; 
last,  but  not  least,  our  happy,  prosperous,  industrious  citizens. 

This  subject  has  been  in  my  thoughts  for  several  years  and  I  hope  some 
action  may  be  taken  by  our  Humane  Society  to  compel  this  advertising 
company  to  discontinue  their  nefarious  methods  of  securing  wealth. 

Therefore,  I  pray  that  our  wide-awake  Society  will  take  heroic  steps  to 
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abate  this  nuisance  and  use  their  best  efforts  to  purify  our  beautiful  city 
of  all  unsightly  and  uncleanly  obstructions  that  impede  its  prosperity  and 
injure  its  good  name.
